Top price at $430,000 was a son of 
Ghostzapper out of Un Blessed, by 
Mineshaft, bred in Virginia by Wayne and 
Susie Chatfield-Taylor’s Morgan’s Ford 
Farm and Adena Springs. Sold as a wean¬ 
ling for $150,000, in the name of Morgan’s 
Ford Farm, at Keeneland last November, 
the chestnut colt had a solid update on 
his pedigree page when his 3-year-old 
half-brother Chess Chief finished second 
in the West Virginia Derby-G3 in August. 
Consigned by Woods Edge Farm, Ben 
Glass made the purchase.

Jim and Susan Hill spent $425,000 for 
a Maryland-bred colt by Quality Road 
bred by Richard Golden’s Sycamore Hall 
Thoroughbreds. The first foal out of Love 
Abroad, a Hard Spun half-sister to graded 
stakes winner Beach View, the bay is from 
the family of Brushing Gloom and Clash 
by Night. His second dam is multiple stakes 
winner Love’s Blush (by Not For Love). 

The Chatfield-Taylors also bred (in 
partnership with Ken and Sarah Ramsey) 
the region’s third highest price, a Kitten’s 
Joy colt out of Street Interest, by Street 
Cry (Ire), purchased by Shadwell Estate 
Company Ltd. for $325,000. The colt also 
had a page update—two days before he 
went through the ring, his year-older half- 
sister Bella Aurora finished second in the 


Jamestown Stakes at Colonial Downs. He 
was initially sold as a weanling for $200,000 
by his breeders. 

Of the 15 yearlings bred in the region 
bringing $100,000 or more, seven were 
bred in Maryland (including three bred 
or co-bred and consigned by David and 
Jo Ann Hayden’s Dark Hollow Farm), three 
each in Virginia and West Virginia, and two 
in Pennsylvania. 

Topping the Pennsylvania-breds at 
$280,000 was Blackstone Farm’s Consti¬ 
tution filly out of the Freud mare Lovely 
Syn, purchased by Team Casse. 

Leading the West Virginia-breds was a 
$125,000 Speightster—-Tamina filly sold to 
Spartan Thoroughbreds. Schiano Racing 
was the breeder. 


Industry insiders laud Pimlico 
plan: “Our Triple Crown”

D on’t look for Plan B, because there isn’t one. That was one takeaway from the 
Maryland Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association’s Q-and-A session on the 
future of Pimlico, which attracted several dozen horsemen and others to Laurel 
Park Oct. 8. “Look at the option if this plan doesn’t happen; look at the option if we 
can’t guarantee the Preakness at Pimlico,” said MTHA general counsel Alan Foreman 
after the session. “What is the option if Pimlico is condemned? What is the option not 
only for the industry but the state?” 

The status of Pimlico, the aging—to put it gently — facility that is the historic home 
of the Preakness, has been a question that has vexed the state’s Thoroughbred industry 
for decades. The plan released in early October and crafted by Foreman; Alan Rifkin, 
the attorney representing the Maryland Jockey Club and its parent company The 
Stronach Group; and Bill Cole, representing the City of Baltimore, seeks to resolve that 
issue and is one that, at first blush, bears little resemblance to anything that any of the 
principal players have been talking about in recent years. 

Perhaps that’s its strength. 

“This plan has more first-impression support than any I have worked on anywhere 
in this country,” Rifkin said. “I have really never seen as much initial support for a major 
project in any jurisdiction.” 

“I’m excited. I’m cautiously optimistic,” said Maryland Racing Commission chair¬ 
man Michael Algeo, who attended the session. “It’s historic. It’s seminal. It’s the best 
thing that’s happened in Maryland racing since I’ve been around, other than Justify 
winning the Triple Crown.” 

“I think this is great news,” said former chairman Bruce Quade, who helped spear¬ 
head the industry’s creation of the “10-year deal” now some six years ago. “I believe it 
continues the renaissance of Maryland racing. It really makes for a bright future for the 
industry.” 

Algeo, the current chairman, agreed. “I think in many ways, it’s our own Triple 
Crown victory,” he said. “It’s a win for The Stronach Group, it’s a win for the horse¬ 
men, it’s a win for the City of Baltimore.”

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Perfect symmetry as Laurel 
AJaddock nears milestone 


A s a child, my walking route to grade 
school took me past two bakeries, 
on opposite sides of the street, 
which combined to generate a marvel¬ 
ous aroma in that fortunate section of 
our neighborhood. The competing bakers 
took great pains, doubtlessly motivated by 
contentious pride in filling and arranged 
their display windows, much to the benefit 
of the patrons of both establishments. 
Childhood notions are usually amusing to 
recall, and the first time I saw the saddling 
paddock at Laurel Park, my mind’s eye 
perceived the fabulous cakes I had ogled 
on the way to school. Next year, the idea 
of a cake is not that far off, a birthday cake 
with 100 candles, as the unique structure 
will celebrate its centennial. 

Laurel Park opened in 1911, and was 
typically issued some of the latest race 
dates of the year, as the autumn season was 
in its annual transition to colder weather 
and sometimes uncomfortable precipita¬ 
tion. The majority stockholders decided 
that an indoor, or at least undercover, sad¬ 
dling paddock would best serve horsemen 
and spectators. At the early part of the 
20th century the round barn was consid¬ 
ered the ultimate in efficiency of materials 
and operation, and the saddling paddock 
was planned along these lines. 

The summer of 1920 saw plenty of 
construction activity at Laurel Park in 
preparation for the late fall racing season, 
to repair and replace buildings damaged 
in a fire the previous year. The new pad- 
dock was built alongside the clubhouse 


end of the grandstand, sharing the outside 
rail tangent of the track with that existing 
arrangement. The resulting structure is 
pleasing to the eye, like a circle in a spiral, 
like a wheel within a wheel, though early 
media reports in the Daily Racing Form and 
Syracuse Herald on the construction used the 
term “pretentious.” 

No matter, the structure provided a 
comfortable pre-race preparation area for 
Thoroughbreds and is a marvelous exam¬ 
ple of form-following-function design. 

The paddock building is neither circular 
nor round, rather it is an 18-sided polygon 
known as an octadecagon. Certainly that 
looks like a big buttery word when you 
first see it, but when you break it down to 
its pieces, the octa combines the Latin octo 
for eight and gonia for angle, and the Latin 
deca for 10 and again gonia for angle, make 
the word a simple sum of 8 + 10 angles. 
After further review though, perhaps octa¬ 
decagon is a big buttery word. The 18 
sides, six of which contain arched open¬ 
ings facing the track, support the first level 
of truss supports, roof rafters and collar 
ties. Above the first story roof is a bank 
of windows that surround the entire lower 
roof, known architecturally as a clerestory, 
defined as a portion of a building above 
one set of rafters and below another lined 
with windows to provide interior light and 
ventilation. The design effect is a powerful 
symmetry. The second roof section rises 
at a steeper pitch to yet another louvered 
clerestory which is completely used for 
ventilation, and a final roof section form¬ 


ing a cupola which is topped by an equine 
weather vane. This uppermost portion 
is supported from below by a hexagonal 
open column that also carries the internal 
girder structure, surrounded at ground 
level by a raised stage which can be used by 
the paddock judge or auctioneer. This dais 
is surrounded by an unobstructed walking 
ring over 80 feet in diameter. 

The large and airy well-lit enclosure 
met with a new stipulation before it even 
opened. The Daily Racing Form of July 18, 
1920, reported from Laurel Park that “local 
track officials propose to follow closely 
the edict set down in New York this year, 
which bars all but owners, trainers and 
their assistants from the saddling ring.” A 
broad promenade and elevated platform 
allow the public a complete view of the 
horses going to post, being tacked-up in 
the large stalls, and meeting their jockeys. 

There are millions of reasons to enjoy 
racing, and for me the physical plant of 
the racetrack, and the production involved 
in the racing event are fascinating, as is 
how well they are woven into the history 
of the sport. If these walls could talk they 
would recall the human and equine legends 
of the game who raced here. Certainly the 
elegant edifice that contains the Laurel 
Park saddling paddock is a place that has 
been enjoyed by generations for nearly 
100 years.

Taylor inherited Crabcakes from breeder 
Binnie Houghton, and will add the 5-year- 
old Great Notion mare to the brood-

mare band at their Morgan’s Ford Farm in 
Virginia after she finished sixth in her only 
2019 start. Crabcakes won nine of 17 starts 
including the Maryland Million Distaff 
in 2017 and 2018. Trained by Bernie 
Houghton at Penn National, Crabcakes 
also scored stakes wins in the 2016 Mary¬ 
land Juvenile Filly Championship and 
Miss Disco. Out of the Charismatic mare 
Aunt Elaine, Crabcakes earned $419,532. 
Trained by Rodney Jenkins for Hillwood 
Stable, Phlash Phelps won the Maryland 
Million Turf in 2015 and 2016 as part of 
a career with seven wins and $434,801 in 
earnings. Bred in Maryland by Carol Kaye, 
the son of Great Notion lost his first six 
starts in 2013 and 2014, but opened the 
next season with four consecutive wins —a 
maiden, an allowance, the Find Stakes and 
Maryland Milli on Turf. He won the Turf 
again the next season, and was second to 
Talk Show Man last year. Phlash Phelps 
will become an event horse, under the care 
of Jenkins’ exercise rider Sabrina Morris. 

Trained: Technicians in 25 states and five 
Canadian provinces for the Thoroughbred 
Racing Protective Bureau’s digital tattoo 
system set for implementation in 2020. 
More than 900 Thoroughbreds have 
received digital tattoos. “Effective January 
1, 2020, all Thoroughbreds that have not 
previously been TRPB lip tattooed must 
have a digital tattoo for race-day identifica¬ 
tion,” said J. Curtis Linnell, executive vice 
president of the TRPB. ££ This digital tattoo 
indicates that the TRPB has confirmed the 
identity of the horse and uploaded updated 
digital photographs to the breed registry 
database at The Jockey Club.” Based in Fair 
Hill, Md., the TRPB provides authentica¬ 
tion of identity for every Thoroughbred 
racing jurisdiction in the United States 
and Canada. The transition was preceded 
by a requirement by The Jockey Club 


which calls for any Thoroughbred foaled 
in 2017 or after to be microchipped prior 
to being registered. The digital tattoo is an 
electronic validation of the identity of a 
horse performed by a TRPB technician, 
who uses a scanner to read the microchip 
and that microchip number hyperlinks to 
electronic registration information con¬ 
sisting of digital photos of the horse and 
its markings. Linnell said the practice of 
branding horses on the inside lip will be 
discontinued at the end of 2019. 

Appointed: To the positions of co¬ 
secretaries, Nancy Roberts and Liz McK- 
night, the Maryland Hunt Cup Committee. 
The committee members replace Sherlock 
££ Shockey” Gillet Jr., who served in the role 
from 2007-19. 

Joined: The board of directors of the 
Thoroughbred Retirement Foundation, 
Maryland veterinarian Dr. Nick Meittinis. 
He is president of the North American 
Association of Racetrack Veterinarians. 
The TRF board provides leadership for 
carrying out the foundation’s mission to 
save Thoroughbred horses no longer able 
to compete on the racetrack from possible 
neglect, abuse and slaughter. The addition 
of Meittinis maintains the organization’s 
commitment to including veterinary exper¬ 
tise within its leadership. Meittinis grew 
up with horses on Long Island, N.Y. His 
father, Lou Meittinis, was a Standardbred 
trainer. In 1990, one year after receiving his 
degree from Cornell University, Meittinis 
established the Pimlico Equine Service 
at Pimlico and Laurel Park racetracks. 
Five years later, he created the Maryland 
Veterinary Group. Meittinis expanded his 
practice to include full coverage of the 
racing meet at Colonial Downs in Virginia, 
and recently expanded coverage to include 
the Fair Hill Training Center in Maryland. 
He also serves on the Maryland Racing 
Commission’s Medication Committee. 

Hired: By The Stronach Group, Breed¬ 
ers’ Cup president and chief executive 
officer since 2011 Craig Fravel. He will 
depart that organization after this year’s 
Breeders’ Cup World Championships Nov. 
1 -2. Fravel has been appointed as The Stro¬ 
nach Group’s chief executive officer, rac¬ 
ing operations. In his new role, Fravel will 
assume management and oversight of all 
racing operations across Stronach Group 
owned tracks and training facilities includ- 
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ing Laurel Park and Pimlico Race Course 
in Maryland. Among his achievements 
with the Breeders’ Cup, Fravel developed 
and executed a long-term host site strategy 
and successfully brought the event to first- 
time tracks in Keeneland (2015) and Del 
Mar (2017). Fravel expanded international 
participation to its highest levels and struck 
a 10-year partnership with NBC Sports to 
televise the Breeders’ Cup through 2025. 
Working with industry stakeholders, Fravel 
also spearheaded plans to increase horse 
safety and welfare measures. 

Announced: An agreement to adopt 
rules to prohibit administration of non¬ 
steroidal anti-inflammatory medication 
to a horse within 48 hours of a race, and 
all intra-articular joint injections within 14 
days of a race, 60 industry stakeholders 
representing Delaware, Maryland, New 
Jersey, New York, Pennsylvania, Virginia, 
and West Virginia. The move is the next 
step toward implementation of the Mid- 
Atlantic Strategic Plan to Reduce Equine 
Fatalities, and took place at Delaware Park 
Oct. 2. “NSAIDs and corticosteroids are 
therapeutic treatments used not just here 
in the U.S., but worldwide, to the benefit 
of the health of the horse,” New York’s 
equine medical director Dr. Scott Palmer 
said. “However, sound medical practice 
dictates that we allow our veterinarians and 
horsemen the proper time to evaluate these 
horses following treatment and before re¬ 
turning them to high-speed exercise.” The 
Mid-Atlantic stakeholders also formally 
adopted a model rule to ban the use of 
bisphosphonates in horses under age 4. 
Palmer gave presentations on risk manage¬ 
ment programs, mortality review protocols 
and injury clusters. Mick Peterson, director 
of the University of Kentucky’s Agricul¬ 
tural Equine Programs and executive direc¬ 
tor of the Racing Surfaces Testing Labo¬ 
ratory, provided a presentation on track 
maintenance. All jurisdictions completed a 
27-point gap analysis of the plan’s require¬ 
ments prior to the meeting and efforts to 
fully implement the plan were reviewed. 
This analysis covers claiming and medica¬ 
tion regulations, track maintenance, trainer 
and veterinarian education, collection and 
review of equine and rider injury data, and 
risk management. The Mid-Atlantic Strate¬ 
gic Plan to Reduce Equine Fatalities is the 
product of a collaboration of racetrack op¬ 
erators, horsemen’s organizations, breeders’ 
organizations, racing commissions and reg¬ 


ulatory and racetrack veterinarians. Many 
phases of the plan stem from the 2012 
New York Task Force Report on Race 
Horse Health and Safety and are already 
in practice. The plan incorporates five key 
goals: the establishment of regional safety 
best practices, improved methods to iden¬ 
tify horses at increased risk of injury, the 
implementation of protective factors to re¬ 
duce the risk of injury, information sharing 
and communication, and improvement of 
the general health and welfare of the horse. 

Received: The 2019 Joe Kelly Unsung 
Hero Award from the Maryland Million, 
Anchor and Hope farm employee Heather 
Cellinesi. The award honors the memory 
of Maryland racing historian, advocate and 
journalist Joe Kelly and celebrates impor¬ 
tant characteristics that are valuable but of¬ 
ten unrewarded. It recognizes honesty, hard 
work and humility—qualities which serve as 
inspiration to others. At the Port Deposit, 
Md., farm Aug. 12, Cellinesi single-hand¬ 
edly saved 18 horses, including stallions 
Imagining and Bourbon Courage, from the 
grips of a deadly fire that destroyed An¬ 
chor and Hope’s main barn. Despite the 
structural loss, no lives were lost. Cellinesi 
grew up with horses and hoped to spend 
her life working with them. She attended 
Delaware Valley University and graduated 
in 2011 with a farm sciences and manage¬ 
ment degree. Immersing herself in the rac¬ 
ing industry after college, Cellinesi spent 
four years in various roles on the race¬ 
track and working as an assistant to trainer 
Miguel Vera. In February 2019, she entered 
a new chapter as she began working for 
Louis and Grace Merryman’s Anchor and 
Hope Farm. “I wanted to get back to the 
farm life, the pace of life on the farm, but 
still be involved with the racing industry,” 
she said. “I wanted to be there bringing 
foals into the world and helping them get 
that great start, leading them into being the 
racehorses they were meant to be.” Louis 
Merryman called her an important part of 
the farm’s success, and credited her with 
saving more than horses on the day of the 
fire. “She’s irreplaceable,” he said. “I don’t 
have enough good things to say about her. 
She is very important to us. Without her 
quick action there would have been a much 
different outcome.” Cellinesi was nominat¬ 
ed by Country Life Farm office manager 
Sallyellen Hurst, who wrote “Her valiant 
efforts and success at saving the lives of 
the stallions, yearlings [and mares and foals] 



is an inspiration to anyone in any business. 
Her efforts have benefitted not only those 
direcfly involved with Anchor and Hope, 
but have also given acknowledgement to 
anyone in this industry and beyond that 
there are people out there willing to risk 
their lives for their equine partners.” Celli¬ 
nesi deflected the praise, and summed it up 
more simply: “I’ve said a million times, and 
I stand firmly behind it,” she said, “it’s my 
job to make sure the horses are safe. 

Received: The Robert N. Clay Con¬ 
servation Award from the Equine Land 
Conservation Resource, Virginia owners/ 
breeders Wayne and Susie Chatfield-Taylor. 
The couple began preserving rural open 
space when they moved to the Shenandoah 
Valley in 1979 after purchasing Morgan’s 
Ford Farm (370 acres with two miles of 
Shenandoah River frontage). A condition 
of the sale was that the land be placed in 
permanent conservation easement with the 
Virginia Outdoors Foundation. The Chat- 
field-Taylors have foaled nearly 500 foals 
at Morgan’s Ford Farm that have found 
their way to some 20 countries around the 
world. They purposefully purchased neigh¬ 
boring and area properties as they became 
available, and placed easements on those 
acreages, helping to preserve Shenandoah 
River frontage in conservation easement as 
well. The Chatfield-Taylors have purchased 
six farms, singularly or with partners, and 
placed permanent easements on approxi¬ 
mately 3,000 acres. Neighboring farmers, 
seeing what the couple has accomplished, 
have placed their own farms in easement, 
now totaling 21 contiguous farms and 
6,500 acres in easement, and growing. 
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PENSIONER ON PARADE by Maggie Kimmitt 



T he chart footnotes from the eighth 
race at Penn National on Nov. 3, 2004, 
stated that Fort, running for a $2,500 
claiming tag, “showed speed three wide 
to the stretch then tired.” In the absence 
of further knowledge, the average racing 
fan could venture a guess at what came 
next for the 5-year-old dark bay gelding. 

Bred in Kentucky by Bob Hindman, 
Fort was sired by Canyon Creek (Ire) 
and produced from the Fort Prevel mare 
Grassy Meadows on April 13, 1999. 
Nebraska-bred Grassy Meadows earned 
her stripes —and her $152,444—the 
hard way, making 104 starts over eight 
seasons with 19 wins. On paper, Sheikh 
Mohammed’s homebred Canyon Creek 
had the necessary street cred. He was 
sired by Mr. Prospector and out of the 
multiple graded stakes winning mare 
River Memories, by Riverman. But 
his career spanned only three starts in 
England and France for trainer John 
Gosden with two wins and earnings of 
$24,490. 

That’s the pedigree angle, anyway. The 
rest is about more than bloodlines. 

Fifteen years after his last start, 
20-year-old Fort was one of 25 horses 
chosen to compete in the third annual 
Real Rider Cup, a charity fundraiser for 
Thoroughbred aftercare at Fair Hill, Md., 


Sept. 20. It was a scene far removed 
from that bottom-level event at Penn 
National. 

Abi Skillman, who competes in hunter 
shows and operates a lesson program 
at her farm in Kingsville, Md., offered 
Fort as the mount for Penelope Miller of 
America’s Best Racing. Miller, competing 
for team Racing Media, finished second 
in the 2018 event, and met Fort the 
day before this year’s show jumping 
competition. 

“I was incredibly lucky to ride Fort in 
this year’s Real Rider Cup,” Miller said. 
“He’s absolutely everything you could 
want in a horse: honest, kind, athletic 
and forgiving. I quickly learned that if we 
made a mistake, it was 100-percent pilot 
error; once I figured that out, all I had to 
do was point him in the right direction 
and let him do his thing. He saw every 
spot and changed leads like a pro.” 

Fort not only helped the Real 
Rider Cup raise more than $54,000 for 
Thoroughbred charities, he also won 
a lifelong fan and the heart of a little 
girl. Four-year-old Gabriella Harmon 
attended the Real Rider Cup with her 
father, BloodHorse photographer Chad 
Harmon. 

“After our round,” said Miller, “Fort 
further proved his status as a rock star 


by giving Gabriella a ride, 
walking as softly as an old 
school pony just steps away 
from a busy, unfamiliar 
show ring. Horses like Fort 
are worth their weight in 
gold, and I can’t thank Abi 
S killm an enough for letting 
me aboard in the Real Rider 
Cup.” 

Skillman has had Fort 
since November 2018 when 
Val Hamilton contacted her 
and proposed a lease situation. 

“Val called me and 
said, Abu know my horse 
Captain...’ and I was like 
£ Oh yeah.’ I knew everything 
he had done and thought 
there was no way any of my 
kids could have leased him. I 
was sure it would have been 
$8,000 to $10,000 per year. 

She then said he was free, and 
she just wanted him to have 
a good home, so I said OK 
right away.” 

Hamilton bought Fort 
seven years ago as a junior 
hunter prospect for her daughter Devyn 
Hennessey, now 21 and attending the 
University of Findlay in Ohio. 

Hamilton was able to piece together 
the horse’s history through a paper trail 
that revealed the gelding had gone from a 
pampered show horse to scrounging for 
grass in a field in Churchville, Md. 

“He’d had a great start off the track; 
he started doing the A show circuit really 
young,” she said. “He was then sold to 
a very nice girl on the Eastern Shore 
who showed him for a while. When she 
stopped, he just hung out in a field not 
doing much for three years. She then sold 
him to a girl who said she wanted to get 
back into showing.” 

The horse popped up on Hamilton’s 
radar when that owner advertised him for 
sale. Hamilton was in Florida at the time 
and asked a friend to look at the horse. 

“She called and said he was in a terrible 
situation. She said he was a mess; he 
wasn’t being fed, his feet were in terrible 
condition,” said Hamilton. “The girl who 
had him said she had no money to feed 
him. She just handed his Jockey Club 
papers and everything to my friend. I 
didn’t even know what I was going to do 
with him at that point; but even though I 
was in Florida, I wasn’t going to leave him 
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in those conditions. So we just brought 
him home.” 

The photos Hamilton had seen of the 
horse had been taken when his previous 
owner was showing him; the images bore 
no resemblance to the reality standing in 
that Churchville pasture. A subsequent 
exam by Hamilton’s vet revealed Lyme 
Disease and worms. 

“But I saw something in his eye and 
just refused to give up on him.” Hamilton 
said. “Was he a nice horse who fell 
through the cracks, or did he fall through 
the cracks because no one wanted to put 
the time and energy into him? And that’s 
what it was. He had the talent.” 

Hamilton, Hennessey and their trainer 
nursed the horse they called Captain 
back to health for three months and 
then began his re-training. Adjectives like 
“beast,” “rank,” “angry” and “tough” were 
used most frequendy. He was horrendous 
each time Hennessey climbed aboard. 


Hamilton was determined to figure out 
what made Captain tick. 

“Devyn was 14 at the time. The third 
time she came out she said £ OK, this is 
my last try. If I can’t break through, then 
he’s just too dangerous to ride.’ But she 
just never gave up. She put blood, sweat 
and tears into him, and he became the 
Little Engine That Could.” 

Rechristened “Ringside Gossip” for 
the show ring, Fort chugged all the way 
to prestigious competitions including 
the Upperville Colt and Horse Show, the 
oldest horse show in America. Hennessey 
and Captain became best friends, and 
their reputation preceded them on the 
Mid-Atlantic show circuit. Everyone 
knew Ringside Gossip.. .and everyone 
wished they owned him. 

“He’s a mother’s dream. I just trusted 
him and her,” Hamilton said. “You know 
he’s going to go in there and jump; he 
won’t let your kid down. And I knew my 
daughter could ride him through anything.” 


Hamilton immediately had Skillman 
in mind when looking to place Captain 
last year. 

“I called Abi because I wanted to trust 
where my boy was. He’s too sweet, and he 
loves showing.” 

“He’s been awesome,” Skillman said, 
“We brought him home and I didn’t have 
a ring at my facility yet, so we just hacked 
around the field and he was wonderful. He’s 
perfect at horse shows, and he loves kids.” 

S killm an has used him in lessons with 
children as well as beginner adults, and he 
has provided the perfect introduction to 
showing no matter who is in the saddle. 

The 20-year-old shows no signs of 
slowing down. Two weeks before the 
Real Rider Cup, Skillman rode him at the 
Ludwig’s Corner Horse Show in Chester 
County, Pa. 

“He was champion in the 3-foot 
Thoroughbred Division and champion 
Thoroughbred for the entire show. He’s 
been really great and so much fun.” W

Save Pimlico, 
Laurel too, 
with new plan 

W hen I heard the particulars of the 
new plan to rebuild Maryland’s 
Pimlico Race Course and Laurel 
Park, three words came to mind. 

Make it happen. 

No, really, just make it happen. Get the 
legislative votes. Make sure Gov. Larry 
Hogan buys in. Compromise, but not too 
much, where you have to. Keep Baltimore 
engaged. Just get it done. The plan, hatched 
over months of discussions between inter¬ 
ested parties, was unveiled in October via 
an article in The Baltimore Sun and then in 
a presentation to horsemen and others at 
Laurel Oct. 8. 

You can read more in The Sun or on 
theracingbiz.com (see page 10). 

The plan is bold, brave, outside the 
box, a little bit risky. But it just might work, 
thanks to the efforts of the Maryland 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association’s 
Alan Foreman, the Maryland Jockey Club’s 
Alan Rifkin, city representative Bill Cole 
and Thoroughbred owner/real-estate 
developer Anthony Manganaro. They 
came together to find a workable solution 
with three main goals —the Preakness must 
stay in Baltimore, the year-round racing 


product must stay strong, and the funding 
must come from available sources. 

In its simplest form, the plan: 

• Rebuilds Pimlico into a world-class 
home for the Preakness Stakes-Gl and 
other big racing events, with the facility 
being donated to the city of Baltimore 
or another entity and leased back to 
The Stronach Group to conduct racing. 
Year-round training would cease, but the 
property would become part of the com¬ 
munity with development areas, athletic 
fields, public event spaces and more. The 
racetrack itself would be pivoted to par¬ 
allel existing city streets, and open more 
land to development. A smaller clubhouse 
building would serve several purposes, and 
much of the Preakness amenities would 
consist of temporary overlays much like a 
golf tournament, downtown Grand Prix 
auto race or other sporting event. 

• Rebuilds Laurel to be the state’s base 
of year-round Thoroughbred racing com¬ 
plete with a new stable area, clubhouse/ 
grandstand building, paddock area and 
more. A synthetic racing/training surface 
would be added to the existing dirt and 
turf courses. The new stable area will be 
able to house more than 1,500 horses in 
new barns, and backstretch workers would 
get new residences. 

The ambitious plans can get achieved 
by leveraging assets available to racing—the 
land the two tracks plus the former Bowie 
Race Track occupy and three sources of 
annual revenue generated by casino gam¬ 
ing: the Racetrack Facility Renewal Account, 
the Purse Dedication Account, and fund¬ 
ing earmarked for the community sur¬ 
rounding Pimlico. All told, about $17 mil¬ 
lion in annual funding would be activated— 
$8.6 million from the RFRA, an additional 
$5 million from the purse account and 
$3.5 million from Baltimore City—to help 
finance $375 million in upgrades to both 
tracks and their surrounding infrastructure. 
The math involves low-interest bonds and 
an extension of the RFRA for 30 years (it’s 
set to start phasing out in 2026 and be fully 
gone in 2032). 

Foreman and company worked with 
the Maryland Stadium Authority, which 


brought in event-space construction 
expert Populous to “vet” the plan. 

Financially, it works. 

The whole thing requires legislative 
approval, and Foreman said work has 
already begun on what he called the Racing 
and Community Redevelopment Act of 
2020. The biggest potential obstacle comes 
in the form of the RFRA extension and 
other targets for racing’s casino subsidy. 
Politics being politics, it won’t necessarily 
be easy, but the proposal offers a work¬ 
able solution-one that doesn’t burden any 
party unfairly. 

Maryland racing’s community should 
be for this. Every part of it. There will be 
some sacrifices, such as the loss of Pimlico 
as a training facility, but weigh those against 
the alternative of a one-racetrack state, 
status quo when it comes to old facilities, 
lawsuits between track ownership and vari¬ 
ous forms of government and seemingly 
annual discussions about the slots subsidy. 
The recommendations on the table call for 
a state-of-the-art facility for year-round 
racing at Laurel, a long-term home for the 
Preakness in Baltimore and a stable climate 
for the industry. 

Beyond racing, the recommendation 
can help revitalize a part of Baltimore 
sorely in need of investment and some 
good news. 

As Foreman is fond of saying, “Put a 
pricetag on that.” Or, more succinctly, if 
you’re not in favor of that then what are 
you in favor of? 

Years ago, when the industry was fight¬ 
ing for survival and the racetrack owners 
applied for just 40 days of live racing 
(compared to today’s 180-plus), state lead¬ 
ers and legislators told racing to consider 
its future, to stop the back-and-forth, to 
act as one industry. That was a crossroads, 
where the wrong turn might have ended 
the Maryland Thoroughbred industry as 
we know it. Instead, racing followed the 
directive, came together, figured out how 
to manage, share and be a good steward of 
its portion of the casino subsidy-and the 
result was a resurgence. 

I can’t help but think this is a similar 
opportunity. Perhaps the last. ^

Breeder Brown tops fall sale 
with Delaware-raised Honor Code colt

Y ou might as well start at the beginning. 

Barbara Brown and her husband Kirk owned Cut N Run Farm in Camden-Wyoming, 
Del., and had been in the horse business for the better part of four decades. They were 
gearing down, planning to spend more time at their place in Hilton Head, but she figured the 
farm needed a horse or two just to keep it vibrant. A farm needs horses. And he didn’t dis¬ 
agree. At the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic December mixed sale of 2005 she spent $4,000 on Mrs. 
Vanderbilt, a 4-year-old broodmare prospect. The daughter of Citidancer won three races for 
co-breeder Country Life Farm, but had finished 11th in her most recent start (for a $25,000 
claiming price). Barbara thought she was the perfect “pasture ornament,” brought her home 
and eventually sent her to $5,000 Country Life stallion Oratory. 



The foal, a Pennsylvania-bred, Maryland Million- 
nominated and Delaware-certified colt, sold for 
$21,000 as a yearling and turned out to be $464,341 
earner Tujoes. Mrs. Vanderbilt wasn’t finished. Her 
second foal brought $27,000, the third, eventual Grade 
2 winner Dancing Afleet, $28,000. And her fifth foal, 
born in 2013, saved everything. 

Kirk Brown died of cancer in early September that 
year. He was 74 and left his wife the Wyoming Tavern, 
his family’s business for more than 50 years. Faced 
with going it alone, Barbara figured she would sell the 
place. It needed a facelift, capital improvements, maybe 
a new owner. Then Mrs. Vanderbilt’s yearling colt by 
Friesan Fire (now named Tisdale and a six-time winner 
of $169,795) sold for $130,000. Barbara dumped the 
money into the tavern, and the place turned into “the 
hot spot of Wyoming, Delaware.” 

Mrs. Vanderbilt still wasn’t finished. Her 2014 foal 
sold for $85,000 and on Oct. 1 her 2018 colt by Honor 
Code topped Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s fall yearling sale

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at $190,000. The achievement left Brown 
leaning on a pole outside Timonium’s Barn 
I for support, and wondering how it all 
happened. She felt her husband’s presence, 
for sure. 

“This is when I miss him the most,” she 
said. “He would have been so excited. The 
pasture ornament turned out to be the best 
mare we ever bought.” 

The sales-topper was Mrs. Vanderbilt’s 
final act. She died after foaling the colt 
in Kentucky, but gifted him with class, 
intelligence, conformation and a walk that 
stopped traffic. The colt was part of Bill 
Reightler’s 38-horse consignment that 
drew more than 1,100 showings in the first 
two days. 

“He is the most wonderful horse I’ve 
ever had,” Brown said. “He’s never had a 
fever, never taken a lame step. The first 
time he ever saw a trailer, I took him out 
and I said, ‘You’re good buddy.’ He sniffed 
the trailer, walked right on. He never turns 
a hair. He has the best mind. He’s not ner¬ 
vous, he’s not anything.” 

He is worth $190,000 however as train¬ 
er Tim Hills signed the ticket for client Pat 
Welsh’s Seagull Capital. 

“He exuded class and when he got up 
in the ring he just stood up,” said Hills, 
who bought four of the 15 highest-priced

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horses for Seagull. “I’m a sucker for those 
blaze-faced pretty colts. I’m an old pony 
clubber. The breeder is partial, but she 
had such nice things to say about him. I 
remember Honor Code, he wasn’t a real 
big horse but he was a good horse and a 
beautiful horse.” 

Brown raised the colt in Delaware with 
the help of a nurse mare and a pony named 
McPherson, did all of the prep work—one 
yearling on a farm in Delaware-and trust¬ 
ed Reightler with the finishing touches at 
Timonium. She set what she thought was a 
reasonable reserve, and brought her trailer 
just in case the bidding stopped too soon. 

“I was going to take him home, I 
had him named and everything,” she said, 
declining to reveal the handle. “I was wor¬ 
ried he wouldn’t bring the reserve, but he 
blew right by it and I had a decent reserve 
on him. I wasn’t going to give him away 
because I love that horse. I guess I’m just 
driving the trailer back home now.” 

Brown’s sales-prep work involved lots 
of hand-walking, plenty of handling, one- 
person baths and as many other variables 
as she could throw at the colt. 

£ T’m very hands-on,” she said. “I spend 
a lot of time on the walk because I know 
the buyers like to watch them walk and 
put a lot into that. He has the best natural 
walk of any horse I’ve ever had. They get 
handled a lot. They don’t just come in six 
weeks before the sale. They start probably 
in April, but we don’t baby them either. 
It’s the first time I’ve only had one so I’m 
happy I had McPherson.” 

The 30-year-old pony may be a candi¬ 
date for equine sainthood. 

“He has no mane because this horse 
would just grab him by the mane and pick 
him up, and when he was done tormenting 
him they’d just trot off together like bud¬ 
dies,” she said. ££ The pony kicked the crap 
out of him sometimes, but he wasn’t going 
to hurt him because his feet are tiny.” 

Reighfier said the colt could have sold 
in Kentucky, but also figured to grab 
more attention as one of the standouts in 
Maryland. 

££ He acts like a good horse, the kind of 
horse a trainer could put in stall one,” he 
said. ££ He carries a lot of weight, he likes to 
eat, nothing fazes him. Good horses have 
to be able to have that kind of outlook, and 
he does. We thought he’d be a big fish in a 
small pond here, and I preach all the time 
that you don’t have to ship a good horse 
out of town so we came here.” 

Strong at the Top 

No horse brought $200,000, but 
the results put 26 horses at $75,000 or

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more - more than double the previous year’s 
total. Gross receipts were down slightly to 
$7,275,900, but average increased by nearly 
$3,000 to $24,253 on 300 total horses. 

Regular Timonium shopper Hills led 
all buyers by gross (spending $500,000 on 
behalf of Seagull) and liked what he saw. 
He also liked buying at the high end of the 
regional market. 

“Pat wants colts, he’s a Wall Street guy 
and I think they ultimately want to get 
to the Derby so we’re looking at colts 
for long on the dirt,” said Hills. “You do 
the catalog and then you come here and 
start all over again, but I’m familiar with 
the Mid-Atlantic pedigrees and stuff like 
that. I really like the state-bred programs 
here. When I come here, I rarely look at 
Kentucky-breds.’ ’ 

The sales-topper is a Kentucky-bred, 
but is Delaware-certified to satisfy the 
East Coast-based trainer. Hills’ other pur¬ 
chases included a New York-bred colt 
by Kantharos for $130,000, a Maryland- 
bred Girolamo colt from the fam¬ 
ily of Kentucky Oaks-Gl winner Cathryn 
Sophia for $90,000 and a Maryland-bred 


filly by Liam’s Map for $90,000. Hills said 
the group would go to Craig Wheeler 
Thoroughbreds in Florida for early train¬ 
ing. 

Another Timonium regular, South 
Carolina-based Cary Frommer, signed for 
15 yearlings-seven for herself and eight as 
agent—for a combined figure of $761,000. 
The purchases head in a variety of direc¬ 
tions. Frommer went to $130,000 to land 
Hip 150, the final horse through the ring 
in the opening session Sept. 30, for owner 
Chuck Zacney. The Pennsylvania-bred son 
of Jump Start and the War Pass mare 
Gritty Gal was part of huge consign¬ 
ment for Marshall Silverman, who led all 
consignors with more than $1.3 milli on 
in sales. Silverman’s other stars included 
a $110,000 Dialed In colt early in the first 
day, a $92,000 Maryland-bred Liam’s Map 
filly for Thornmar and a $77,000 Liam’s 
Map colt out of stakes winner Art Show. 

Many of Frommer’s other purchases 
will join her 2-year-old pinhooking pro¬ 
gram and potentially return to Timonium 
in May. The fall yearling sale has been good 
to her, including pinhooks such as Grade 1 


winner Bradester (bought as a yearling for 
$20,000), Grade 1 winner Henley’s Joy 
($20,000) and $1 million 2-year-old Inca 
Chief ($90,000). 

“There’s a horse here for everybody, 
and all the different breeding programs 
in the region help the sale,” she said. “I 
bought my first horse here probably 25 
years ago. It hasn’t changed a whole lot 
other than it’s harder to buy than it used to 
be. The nice horses are harder to buy, but 
that’s the trend. I guess that’s the way it’s 
supposed to work, but I also feel you get a 
lot of value here.” 

Her 2019 group spanned price tags 
from $130,000 to $5,000. She likes them 
all, but singled out one of the cheapest 
when asked about a “value” buy. 

“I bought a Bodemeister colt from 
Audley Farm that I feel like was a huge bar¬ 
gain,” she said. “He had some mucous in 
his throat we can get cleaned up, but I felt 
like he was a super buy. The Bodemeisters 
are real buyable. He doesn’t do anything 
wrong [as a stallion], and yet he’s fallen out 
of favor. But those horses have a way of 
rounding back into favor, so hopefully that

happens. One big horse and he’s hot again. 
It’s a very cyclical and trendy business.” 

Maryland horse, Maryland 
seller, Maryland buyer 

Marylanders David Hayden and Willie 
White routinely talk about the impact of 
the industry to state legislators, poten¬ 
tial investors and anyone who will listen 
really. Hayden is a member of the racing 
commission. White was president of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association. 

And they came together on Hip 122, 
a Maryland-bred daughter of Tapizar. 
Hayden bred the dark bay filly and her first 
three dams Flit, Safe Journey and Safe At 
the Plate. White, who races as Skeedattle 
Associates with partners Bob Orndorff 
and Lou Rehak, bid $150,000 to acquire 
the sale’s highest-priced filly. The purchase 
mattered to each side as Skeedattle races 
primarily in Maryland, which means owner 
bonuses for the partnership and breeder 
bonuses for Hayden. 

“We were very pleased and we couldn’t 
be more happy with the home team buying 
her,” said Hayden. “That’s great. It means a 
lot. To see Skeedattle buying at that level is 
great for all of us.” 

The filly is a fourth-generation home¬ 
bred for Hayden and wife Jo Ann, who own 
Dark Hollow Farm in Baltimore County, 
and a strong example of having faith in the 
right horses. 

The Haydens claimed the mare Safely 
Home in 1980 and watched her go on to 
produce (among others) champion and 



Hall of Famer Safely Kept. Safe At the 
Plate, a half-sister to Safely Kept, produced 
nine winners. One of those, Safe Journey, 
has produced three winners — stakes win¬ 
ners O Dionysus and Joy and the stakes- 
placed Combat Driver. A daughter of 
Not For Love, Flit lost her only start but 
keeps the family going as a Dark Hollow 
broodmare. 

“There aren’t that many of us left that 
have families of horses and are trying to do 
it commercially,” David Hayden said. “We 
stuck through some rough times. We feel 
particularly blessed because we didn’t grow 
up in the business. To be able to have the 
good fortune we’ve had is special. I think 
Not For Love mares are a gold mine. They 
get pretty horses who can run too.” 

White sure hopes the latter part of that 
sentence is true. He follows the advice of 
veteran horseman Frank “Goree” Smith 
and leaned on him again this time. 

“I like whatever he likes and he said she 
was as good or better than any filly he saw 
in Kentucky,” said White. “If we can get 
a Maryland-bred that’s put together, bal¬ 
anced like that, with that kind of family, 
with the kind of opportunity we have to 
race in Maryland, you can’t beat it.” 

Smith stood behind White and watched 
him bid, hoping the filly would stay in the 
price range. 

“You look for horses that move right,” 
he said of the process. “You can’t go and 
anticipate, you’ve just got to let it come 
to you. We look at a lot of horses. Every 
horse you look at, you just leave him alone 
and let him move. He’ll tell you something. 


It’s a lot of fun. The other thing you do 
is try to put them in their place—$10,000, 
$50,000, $100,000 —and you try to make 
that mean something to you. It ain’t the 
easiest thing to do, but it’s not the hardest 
either.” 

Family Recipe 

As Hip 21 drew higher bids early on the 
first session, consignor Wayne Chatfield- 
Taylor started walking, even letting out a 
quiet “Come on,” as the colt went past 
$100,000. The action stopped at $120,000 
to top the $110,000 brought by Hip 8, 
Chatfield-Taylor smiled and finally relaxed. 

“I couldn’t help it,” he said of the small 
moment of cheering. “This is a fine colt. 
He’s been that way all along.” 

Purchased by the Hillwood Stable of 
Ellen Charles, the bay Maryland-bred also 
had the distinction of being a full-broth¬ 
er to multiple Maryland-bred champion 
Crabcakes. 

Both are by Great Notion and out of 
the Charismatic mare Aunt Elaine, and 
represent generations of pedigree that 
rarely come to an auction. When their 
friend Binnie Houghton died in 2017, 
Chatfield-Taylor and his wife Susie inher¬ 
ited Aunt Elaine, Crabcakes and other 
Thoroughbreds — all from a breeding pro¬ 
gram going back to Houghton’s father 
Anderson Fowler and grandfather James 
Cox Brady. In 1925, Brady spent a record 
$50,000 on a Man o’ War yearling fily at 
Saratoga. 

Named War Feathers, she is the 10th 
dam of Crabcakes and the 2019 yearling. 
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The Pennsylvania-bred Jump Start—Gritty Gal colt, purchased by Cary Frommer for Chuck Zacney, 
helped push Marshall Silverman to the top of the consignor list by gross sales at $1,335,100. 


The family also includes La Reine Rouge, 
whose daughter La Ville Rouge produced 
2006 Kentucky Derby-Gl winner Barbaro. 

“It’s a rare pedigree that’s gone on,” said 
Wayne Chatfield-Taylor. “It’s been breed 
and race [other than some broodmare 
sales] all the way up to now from 1925. 
They bred and raced the entire family. 
We’re in the shadow of that, and it’s been 
a huge treat to be part of it even if we do 
miss Binnie. We’re just appreciative that 
she and Eddie wanted to do this with us.” 

The Chatfield-Taylors own Morgan’s 
Ford Farm in Virginia, and have been sell¬ 
ing at Timonium for 40 years. 

Retired after just one start this year, 
Crabcakes recently joined the broodmare 
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band and will look to extend the family 
another generation. 

“She’s home on the farm, we’ve pal¬ 
pated her and we’re doing acupuncture 
to get her fertility system where it should 
be and we’re planning for the future and 
we’ll try to keep it all going,” said Wayne. 
“Crabcakes is the next chapter.” 

In The Market 

Hanzly Albina is typically on both sides 
of the market at Timonium, as a consigner 
with Blake-Albina Thoroughbred Services 
(with Ron Blake) and as a buyer under 
the name Sallusto and Albina (with Nick 
Sallusto). Regardless, the venue works. 


“We’ll fly over here, have some crab¬ 
cakes, enjoy the restaurants, we love 
Baltimore, we stay in Baltimore, we have 
a great time and we buy some horses and 
sell some horses,” Albina said with a laugh 
when asked why Timonium works for him. 
“What could be better?” 

Beyond the city and its restaurants-he’s 
partial to The Prime Rib by the way—Albina 
likes the results he gets for a variety of cli¬ 
ents including Newtown Anner Stud. 

“We love this market, we love to sell 
and buy in it,” he said. “You have a lot of 
people who are old-school farmers here 
and they bring good products to market.” 

And by old-school farmers, Albina 
means it as the highest of compliments. 
The region is full of top-level breeders/ 
owners/consignors who raise good horses. 

“We love coming to this sale,” he said. 
“We bought a nice filly that just won a 
stakes here two years ago now in Tasting 
the Stars. And, look, are there a lot of 
horses we don’t buy or we don’t like that 
much or are lower level horses? Yeah, but 
that’s every sale. The cream of what is here 
is as good as it is anywhere.” 

Blake-Albina sold 10 horses includ¬ 
ing a $90,000 Mosler colt and a $75,000 
Kantharos colt. On the buying side, 
Sallusto and Albina signed for five includ¬ 
ing a Dialed In colt at $110,000 and a 
Speightster colt at $125,000. 

Albina raved about both, for a variety 
of reasons. 

“We look at everything in the sale and 
liked him the best,” he said of the latter, 
consigned by Scott Mallory for Bayne 
and Chris Welker. “We have a share in 
Speightster. We like the horse, we’re happy 
with the progeny we’ve seen. I feel good 
about the purchase, but when he wins a 
Grade 1 he’ll be a bargain. Right now, he 
was well bought.” 

For Chris Welker, whose husband Bayne 
is a Fasig-Tipton executive, Timonium 
closed the book on a strong season. She 
raised and sold three 2019 yearlings-the 
$125,000 Speightster colt and a $77,000 
Liam’s Map colt at Timonium, and an 
$850,000 Frosted filly at Saratoga. 

“We always thought the filly would go 
to Saratoga, but this fit the colts better,” 
she said. “Any time you think they might 
need more time, they usually do. This sale 
has been good to us. You can get lost in 
volume of some sales so easily. Here you 
stand out a little more.”

A s training hours came to a close Sept. 20, trainer Saffie Joseph 
Jr. sat on the ground, cross-legged in a large open space at the 
hack of the Parx Racing stable area, while Math Wizard pulled on 
blades of grass. 

Joseph, Math Wizard and exercise rider Sabine Langvad, who held the 
loose shank of the Algorithms colt while he grazed, arrived at Parx less 
than 24 hours before. They’d come for the next day’s $1 -million Penn¬ 
sylvania Derby-Gl, not exactly by chance but certainly not as the original 
destination of a long campaign road. 


“We weren’t coming here originally,” 
Joseph said. 

The Oklahoma Derby-G3 a week later 
at Remington Park was considered, but 
after a 5-furlong work in 1:01.65 at Gulf- 
stream Park the day before entries were 
taken for the Pennsylvania Derby the con¬ 
nections of Math Wizard started to lean 
toward Parx. Joseph, a native of Barbados 
with a stable of more than 50 horses in 
South Florida, still wasn’t convinced. 

“John [Fanelli, one of Math Wizard’s 
owners] wanted to enter,” Joseph said. “We 
entered on Monday to see what would hap¬ 
pen, then Maximum Security scratched. 
Initially John wanted to put him on the van 
and send him up [to Parx]. I said, We need 
to see how he comes out of the work.’ He 
worked that Sunday in 1:01 but he galloped 
home a mile in 1:40 and I didn’t know how 
much that was going to tax him. 

“I talked to John for 2/4 hours on 
Monday, telling him not to come to the 


race, we hung up and then he called me 
back and said he found out there’s a plane, 
a FedEx on Thursday. That made me feel 
much better because it gave me two days to 
see what kind of energy he had. After that 
extra time, no lie, he’s a different horse.” 

Joseph, feeling like he sent a different 
horse to Pennsylvania than the one he 
sent to Ohio, Indiana and West Virginia 
for those states’ respective Derby races, 
certainly didn’t seem nervous that morning 
while his barn star enjoyed his mid-morn¬ 
ing snack. The next day, the on-track crowd 
at Parx and others watching via simulcast 
or on the NBC Sports Network found out 
why when Math Wizard sprang one of the 
biggest upsets of the already unpredictable 
3-year-old season. 

Math Wizard, under top New York 
jockey Irad Ortiz Jr. for the first time, ran 
past graded stakes winners Improbable, 
Mr. Money and War of Will to win at 31-1. 
The Kentucky-bred colt, claimed in three 


straight starts in December and January, 
won by a neck over Mr. Money with 
Preakness Stakes-Gl winner War of Will 
another length back in third and a nose in 
front of 6-5 favorite Improbable. 

“I’ve got to retire now,” Joseph said. “I 
feel blessed. I’m at a loss for words.” 

The 32-year-old came back to his senses 
afterward and has no plans of quitting the 
training business. But, man, what a win. 

Math Wizard ended a six-race losing 
streak and earned $600,000 for the victory. 
He hadn’t won since Jan. 31 at Gulfstream, 
when he walloped a field of $25,000 claim- 
ers by 18/4 lengths going a mile. Math 
Wizard was claimed out of that race by 
a group led by Fanelli, who calls Parx 
his home track, and including Collarmele 
Vitelli Stables, Bassett Stables, Ioannis 
Zoumas, Wynwood Thoroughbreds and 
his trainer. 

Bred by Mike Mackin’s Lucky Seven 
Stable, Math Wizard started his career 
ignominiously with three starts for his 
breeder in Kentucky before finishing third 
in a $16,000 maiden claimer at Gulfstream 
Park in late December. In a sign of things 
to come, Maximum Security won that 
race on his way to winning the Florida 
Derby-Gl, finishing first (but being dis¬ 
qualified) in the Kentucky Derby-Gl and 
winning the Haskell-Gl. 

Claimed out of that race by Enrique 
Arroyo Jr. and trainer Antonio Sano, Math 
Wizard won his next start and was claimed 
by Windylea Farm and trainer Paul Kopaj 
(for $16,000) Jan. 6. Then came the Jan. 31 
race, where he was claimed by his current 
connections. 

They didn’t risk him for a tag from there 
and tested the colt in tough spots leading 
up to his breakthrough Grade 1 score. He 
finished fourth in the the Wood Memorial 
Stakes-G2 and Oaklawn Park Invitational 
Stakes in the spring before finishing sec¬ 
ond by a half-length to Owendale in the 
Ohio Derby-G2. Math Wizard finished 
behind Mr. Money in back-to-back starts 
after that, the Indiana Derby-G3 and West 
Virginia Derby-G3. 

“After Ohio he was a tired horse,” 
Joseph said. “We shouldn’t have gone to 
Indiana. We went to Indiana not at his best. 
He ran third and was lethargic. I actually 
gained a lot of respect for him in Indiana 
because of how much heart he has. When 
he went to post today, he went to the post 
so much better than he did at Indiana.” 

Ortiz allowed Math Wizard to setfie at 
the back of the pack, trailing the paceset¬ 
ting Mr. Money by 4/4 lengths through soft 
opening fractions of :24.50 and :49.60. 
They inched up a spot past 6 furlongs in 
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1:13.44 and rallied several paths off the 
fence around the far turn. 

Mr. Money and Gabriel Saez clung to a 
desperate lead in midstretch, just ahead of 
War of Will, Spun to Run and Improbable. 
Math Wizard rolled by them all inside 
the sixteenth pole and won by a neck in 
1:50.94. He returned $64.20, second high¬ 
est payoff to Valley Crossing’s $158.60 win 
mutuel in 1991. 


“I saw the favorite didn’t break and I 
didn’t panic. I just said, £ He’s going to come 
from somewhere. He’s just not forwardly 
placed in front of me,’ ” Ortiz said of 
Improbable. “He got through inside of me 
and from there I just tried to follow him. 
Then on the backside my horse jumped 
on the bridle. When I put my hands down 
he jumped on the bridle and I said, Whoa, 
wait a little longer.’ 


££ I wanted to wait a little longer and not 
get inside of Improbable so I just wait, 
wait, wait and at the half-mile I made my 
way outside of him. He was coming little 
by little but when he turned for home and 
he switched leads then he took off. He 
ran hard. When I turned for home and I 
opened the reins and he started taking off 
I said, Tm going to get there.’ ” ^

Street Band, Doyle arrive in time to notch 
first Grade 1 victory in the Cotillion

A s Street Band was returned to the winner’s circle after winning 
the $1 million Cotillion Stakes-Gl over heavy favorite Guarana, 
trainer Larry Jones stood watching his filly with a big smile, then 
removed his trademark cowboy hat and embraced jockey Sophie Doyle. 

The English-born Doyle, the top apprentice in her native country in 
2010, had been the regular rider of Street Band since November, aboard 
all winter and spring at Fair Grounds and Churchill Downs against tough 
competition, and coming away with victories in the Fair Grounds Oaks-G2 
and Indiana Oaks-G3, with her only poor effort due to a troubled trip in 
the Kentucky Oaks-Gl. 


Yet Jones, known to have a magical 
touch with fillies-guiding the careers of 
such outstanding performers as Proud 
Spell, Havre de Grace, Believe You Can, 
Joyful Victory, Eight Belles and another 
Cotillion winner, I’m a Chatterbox—still 
believed he could get a Grade 1 on Street 
Band’s resume, and Doyle’s. 

Street Band, owned by Jones and his 
wife Cindy, Ray Francis, Medallion Racing 
and MyRacehorse Stable, finished third in 
the 10-furlong Alabama Stakes-Gl Aug. 17 
at Saratoga Race Course. Jones knew the 
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filly was fit, but he just needed to fine tune 
her a bit. He had Doyle try and get her to 
relax in her morning workouts. 

“After her last work before the Cotillion 
[5 furlongs in 1:00.60 Sept. 16 at Churchill], 
I thought it was a little slower than she’d 
normally work,” Jones said. 

Doyle knew there was more to the 
workout than a final time. 

“I know, Larry, but she came home well 
and she was so relaxed the early part of it, 
I think she’s right where we want her,” the 
jockey told the trainer. 

“Well, if she doesn’t win, it’s your fault,” 
Jones replied with trademark grin. 

At Parx, where Street Band rallied 
from well back to catch Guarana, Jones 
had another answer. “So anyway, I guess 
Sophie decided we better get this done 
today,” he said 

With its late September position on 
the calendar, and the added incentive of 
an all-expenses paid trip to the Breeders’ 
Cup Distaff-Gl at Santa Anita Park thanks 
to it being a part of the Win and You’re 
In program, the Cotillion’s field came up 
salty, with a bevy of Grade 1 winners ship¬ 
ping in for the 1 VL-mile test. In addition 
to the Coaching Club American Oaks-Gl 
and Acorn Stakes-Gl winner Guarana, the 
field included Kentucky Oaks-Gl winner 
Serengeti Empress, last year’s champion 
2-year-old filly Jaywalk and the Santa Anita 
Oaks-Gl winner Bellafina. And there 
was another important element to the 
Cotillion-plenty of speed. 

Just like she’d done in her final work, 
Doyle let Street Band drop far off the pace 
after the start, allowing Jaywalk to set quick 
fractions on the front. The winner dropped 
so far back, that it worried Jones, but when 
he heard Parx announcer Keith Jones say 
the pace was very fast, he breathed a sigh 
of relief. 

“I was waiting to see those fractions 
and by the time I could locate her the 
announcer already said Very fast’ so I said, 
£ OK, we’re still alive,’ ” said the trainer. 

Street Band made a relentless move 
toward the front beginning on the back- 
stretch, as Doyle guided her outside horses 
for a clear run. The daughter of Istan 
had dead aim on the leaders approaching 
the stretch as Jaywalk began to drop back 
and Bellafina took charge, with Guarana 
also looming. Street Band’s momentum 
propelled her past those rivals while rac¬ 
ing three wide in midstretch, and Doyle 
muscled her home 214 lengths better than 
Guarana and the Monmouth Oaks-G3 
winner Horologist in 1:44.20. 

“When she was moving that strong- and 
I know Sophie doesn’t ask that hard that 


early—and when she was going by horses 
that fast, I thought that when we were 
heading for home, we were going to be 
close,” said Jones. “Sophie got the trip. She 
sat there and waited and bided her time and 
found the spot. And the race was blessed 
with speed, so getting back a little was a 
good thing, it sure wasn’t against us. This 
filly’s come a long way and I’m proud to 
be a big part of it. It’s time to get ready for 
Santa Anita.” 

Doyle celebrated her first Grade 1 
score speaking to her mother and brother 
via Facetime in the winner’s circle, doing 
interviews and signing hats and programs 
for fans. 

“That last sixteenth of a mile, I was like, 
Tome on girl, let’s do this!’ ” she said. “I 
could feel another horse coming up behind 
me, and I said, Aw, come on, let’s get this 
done.’ It’s just unbelievable. She gives an 
amazing feeling and it’s so good to know a 
horse so well. I wasn’t as forwardly placed 
as I normally would be, but I knew with 
the speed they were going to come back 
to me if I just trusted her and let her carry 
me into the race, and she did that in such 
a great fashion. She deserves this win, and 
so much credit to the people on the team. 

“To have a filly come around at this 
point in my career is just tremendous. 
It just shows that every day you have to 
get up in the morning and keep working. 
Larry’s very particular about who rides his 
horses, so you build a good connection 
and when it comes to the big days it’s easy, 
because you know what you have under 
you. I’m absolutely over the moon to 
win my first Grade 1, and now on to the 
Breeders’ Cup.” 

Doyle became the third woman jockey 
to win the Cotillion (first run in 1969), 
following Andrea Seefeldt (1992), who won 
with Star Minister, and Rosie Napravnik 
(2014), who scored with Untapable. 

Chad Brown, who trained Guarana, 
said he could find no excuses for the 
daughter of Ghostzapper. 

“She was just second best,” said Brown. 
“We gave her a little breather since the 
Coaching Club American Oaks and maybe 
she was a little short as well. And a new 
track, too. But hats off to the winner. She 
really ran well. Both fillies did.” 

It was another disappointing perfor¬ 
mance for Jaywalk, who had a brilliant 
juvenile campaign topped by a victory in 
the Breeders’ Cup Juvenile Fillies-Gl, but 
only managed to win once from five starts 
in her 3-year-old campaign, that coming in 
the Delaware Oaks-G3 in July. 

“She was training really well coming 
into the Cotillion,” said co-owner Chuck 


Zacney. “We were certainly expecting a 
little bit more than a seventh-place finish. 
At this point, we’re just giving her time 
and we’ll figure out the next race down 
the road.” 

Street Band, whose dam Street Minstrel 
was also trained by Jones, improved her 
career record to five wins from 12 starts 
and earnings of $1,052,425. 

California invader King Jack 
captures Gallant Bob 

The undercard was spiced with sev¬ 
eral notable performances, including the 
eye-catching victory of Michael Stinson’s 
California invader King Jack in the 
$300,000 Gallant Bob-G2, the triumph

Bronx Beauty edges Ms Locust Point 
to capture overall MATCH championship

“The races we’ve had with our horse 
and Ms Locust Point are the kind that can 
bring people back to the game,” said Woll, 
the principal of 2W Stables. “It was oh so 
exciting.” 

Bronx Beauty, ridden by Paco Lopez 
in the Regret, won for the eighth time in 
14 career starts and is approaching a half¬ 
million dollars in earnings. In the MATCH 
Series, her other victories came in the Penn 
Ladies Dash at Penn National Race Course 
and the Dashing Beauty Stakes at Delaware 
Park. 


T rainer Anthony Margotta Jr. likened 
the competition in the MATCH Series 
Filly and Mare Sprint-Dirt Division 
this year to a football game. And when the 
game ended Sept. 28 at Monmouth Park, 
Bronx Beauty, a 4-year-old Pennsylvania- 
bred Liaison filly he trains for 2W Stables, 
had scored the winning touchdown. 

Bronx Beauty missed the first of five 
MATCH Series legs at Laurel Park in late 
April. The winner of that leg was Jim 
Reichenberg and Cash is King’s Ms Locust 
Point, and the two went head to head in the 
remaining four legs. 

The rivalry resulted in three stretch 
battles that resulted in wins for Bronx 


Beauty and close seconds for Ms Locust 
Point. When the $100,000 Regret Stakes 
at Monmouth was declared official, Bronx 
Beauty and Ms Locust Point, a 5-year-old 
Dialed In mare trained by John Servis, each 
had 40 points. 

Bronx Beauty won the first tie-breaker— 
most victories in a division-and became 
the overall 2019 MATCH Series champion. 

“We had been behind [Ms Locust Point] 
in every quarter but never really were out 
of it,” the Monmouth-based Margotta 
said. “The series has been a lot of fun and 
it was the right fit for her this year. [Owner 
Richard Woll] is a New Jersey resident, so 
this is really good for him.” 


“It was a fairytale ending,” Margotta 
said. “This is a tremendous accomplish¬ 
ment and I’m so proud of my team. They 
work hard and deliver under pressure, and 
Bronx Beauty has the heart. Some horses 
just have that determination.” 

The overall MATCH Series champion¬ 
ship is worth $50,000 to the winning owner 
and $25,000 to the winning trainer. They 
also receive $20,000 and $15,000 for the 
division title for a total of $110,000. 

In addition, Bronx Beauty’s breeder, 
Blackstone Farm, will get a $5,000 bonus 
from the Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 
Association for being the Pennsylvania- 
bred filly or mare with the most points in 
the series.

As for Ms Locust Point, the Regret 
marked her 20th career start. The Grade 
2 winner had nine wins after her start 
at Monmouth, and is approaching the 
$700,000 mark in earnings. Like 2W Stables 
and Bronx Beauty, her connections com¬ 
mitted to the MATCH Series; Ms Locust 
Point raced in all five legs. 

The owners earned $15,000 and trainer 
$10,000 in bonus money. 

£ Tm just glad to have this mare,” co¬ 
owner Reichenberg said earlier in the 
series. £ Tt has been a dream the whole time 
and we have a great trainer in John Servis. 
“Programs like this create opportunities 
for owners like us, and we need those 
opportunities.” 

On the strength of a pair of sec¬ 
onds in his first two MATCH Series starts 
and starting four times, Robert Bone’s 
Completed Pass won the 3-Year-Olds and 
Up Sprint-Turf Division with 21 points. 
Stonehedge’s Abiding Star, trained by Ned 
Allard, was second with 19 points, fol¬ 
lowed by Matt Schera and Jeffrey Pesot’s 
Paret, trained by Chuck Lawrence, with 
17 points. 

“It’s beautiful,” said Laurel-based 
Claudio Gonzalez, who trains Completed 
Pass. “This is really good for owners and 
trainers, and very good for the business.” 

Hillside Equestrian Meadows’ Laki 
won his second consecutive title in the 
3-Year-Olds and Up Sprint-Dirt Division. 
Trained by Damon Dilodovico, Laki accu¬ 
mulated 24 points in four series starts. Tom 
Michaels and Lorna Baker, who bred Laki, 
will again pick up a $5,000 bonus from the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association for 
being the top Maryland-bred colt or geld¬ 
ing by points. 

Ballybrit Stable’s Dynatail, trained by 
Mike Dini, captured the Filly and Mare 
Long-Turf Division with 22 points. Live 
Oak Plantation’s Souper Striking, trained 
by Mike Trombetta, was second. 

The MATCH Series championships 
were held on the final Saturday of the 
Monmouth meet, and the results on the 
business side were encouraging. The New 
Jersey racetrack averaged $2.32 million in 
total pari-mutuel on the previous three 
Saturdays of the month, but $3.96 million 
for 10 races on Sept. 28. That’s a 70.7 per¬ 
cent increase. 

On Labor Day Sept. 2, Parx Racing held 
the fourth series leg along with two graded 
stakes, and the results were impressive as 
well. Total handle for 12 races was $4.03 
milli on, up 160 percent from $1.55 milli on 
on Labor Day 2018. 


MATCH STAR OAK BLUFFS BACK 
FOR OWNER/TRAINER EPPLER 

Trainer Mary Eppler captured the 2018 
MATCH-3-Year-Olds and Up, Sprint- 
Turf Division with her own Oak Bluffs, 
a New Jersey-bred gelding by Defrere she 
claimed for $5,000 at the end of 2015. 
Over the next two years, Oak Bluffs earned 
$264,700 from 17 starts, won or placed 
in seven stakes, and earned the major¬ 
ity of his MATCH points with a victory 
in Pennsylvania Governor’s Cup at Penn 
National in June 2018. 

Risked for a tag at Gulfstream Park 
this past March, the 9-year-old gelding was 
claimed away by Jorge Navarro for Averill 


Racing. “I had to claim him back,” said 
Eppler. “He was too good to me, even if 
I never ran him back. . . He did nothing 
but run well for me before he was claimed 
away [March 17 for $25,000]. I had to get 
him back. He’s just a tough, old sound 
horse who loves to win. He always tries 
hard.” 

When Oak Bluffs was entered in a New 
Jersey-bred optional claimer for $20,000 at 
Monmouth two starts later—which he won 
going 5/6 furlongs on the turf—Eppler was 
ready. He’s raced in turf sprint stakes since. 

In the $75,000 Joey P. Handicap for 
state-breds Sept. 14 at 5 furlongs on the 
turf, Paco Lopez guided the hard-hitting 
gelding from off the pace, went five wide 
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into the stretch and pulled off the win by 
a half length as the even-money favorite in 
the field of seven. It was the 19th win of 
Oak Bluffs’ career, and pushed his career 
earnings to $687,456. 

WAIT IS OVER FOR DIVISIDERO 

Gunpowder Farms LLC and Brereton 
Jones’ Divisidero went from last to first 
over the firm turf to snap an eight-race 
losing streak in the $150,000 Red Bank 
Stakes-G3 Sept. 1, scoring by a length 
for his first win since the Arlington 
Handicap-G3 in July 2018. “We’ve been 
waiting a long time for this,” said Fair Hill- 
based trainer Kelly Rubley. “He shows up 
every time and he tries but it has been a 
while between wins.” 

The fourth-place finisher by less than a 
length in last year’s Breeders’ Cup Mile-Gl, 
Divisidero hit the board four times during 
the streak while racing exclusively in stakes, 
including a third in the Grade 1 Fourstar- 
dave at Saratoga in August 2018, and two 
Grade 3 seconds-in the Tampa Bay in 
Florida in February, and Monmouth’s 
Oceanport in his prior start, missing by a 
head in a thrilling finish. The 7-year-old 
son of Kitten’s Joy shipped to Keeneland 
for his next start, the Shadwell Turf 
Mile-Gl Oct. 5, and finished seventh, FA 
lengths behind winner Bowies Hero. 


TWO-YEAR-OLDS OUT IN FORCE 

High powered connections captured 
the four juvenile stakes offered during 
the month, with locally-based Colts Neck 
Stable taking the two for colts, both trained 
by Jorge Duarte. 

Big City Bob, a son of champion 
Shanghai Bobby purchased by Colts Neck 
for $140,000 at this year’s OBS April sale, 
got up late to win the historic Sapling by 
a neck as a 26-1 outsider. He followed 
with a third-place finish in the Grade 1 
Champagne at 39-1 Oct. 5 to boost his 
earnings in four starts to $148,750. 

Meru dazzled in the Smoke Glacken 
Sept. 21, leading every call of the 6 fur¬ 
longs and drawing off by 3% lengths in his 
second start. Bred by Godolphin, the son 
of Sky Mesa was a $300,000 purchase at 
the same OBS sale. 

Godolphin’s homebred Bernardini filly 
Micheline recorded her first win in the 
Sorority Sept. 1 as the 9-10 favorite, draw¬ 
ing clear by VA lengths. Based at Fair Hill 
with trainer Michael Stidham, she was third 
in her debut at Saratoga three weeks earlier. 

Bill Mott sent Claiborne Farm and 
Adele B. Dilschneider’s homebred filly 
Vast out to win the Hollywood Wildcat 
Sept. 21 and become the first stakes winner 
for Claiborne stallion Lea. The filly was a 
Saratoga winner in her first start in July. #

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Officer Comeback 

Killybegs Captain, Terranova capture 
De Francis Dash on stakes-filled card

B ack in February, Killybegs Captain 
targeted the $75,000 Pelican Stakes 
at Tampa Bay Downs, and upset 
sprint star Imperial Hint. Racing repaid the 
Curragh Stables runner with six consecu¬ 
tive stakes losses. 

The defeats were tough to take, for 
everybody but Killybegs Captain anyway, 
as he was beaten a half-length at Tampa in 
March, missed by a neck at Penn National 
in June and twice placed in graded compa¬ 


ny without ever turning in a poor effort. By 
late September, trainer John Terranova was 
mulling options for his 5-year-old and con¬ 
sidered the Frank J. De Francis Memorial 
Dash-G3 at Laurel Park. 

“He’s been holding great form and 
doing really well,” the New York-based 
trainer said. “It was that or stay home for 
the [Grade 1] Vosburgh. We knew that was 
going to be a small field, but it was also 
going to be tough, a tough, tough race.” 


Terranova chose Laurel, and Killybegs 
Captain came through-winning the 
$250,000 sprint by three-quarters of a 
length over Altissimo with He Hate Me 
third on a stakes-filled card Sept. 21. The 
winner covered 6 furlongs in 1:08.10, col¬ 
lected the sixth win of his career and 
lifted his lifetime earnings to $521,453. 
Terranova called the win much deserved. 

“I wanted to win a race like that,” he 
said. “This horse deserves to win one of

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those races. He likes that kind of fast race¬ 
track. Laurel had been playing that way and 
I thought it would be a good spot.” 

Killybegs Captain and Eric Cancel 
broke from the inside in a field of six and 
let 42-1 shot Old Time Revival jump to a 
big early lead through fractions of :21.74 
and :44.37. The early leader folded in the 
stretch, drifting out into Altissimo as the 
winner saved ground. Killybegs Captain 
withstood a final rally by Altissimo to tri¬ 
umph as the 3-1 second choice. He Hate 
Me was 3% lengths behind the runner-up. 

Terranova spent $75,000 to land 
Killybegs Captain at the Ocala Breeders’ 
Sales Company’s April 2-year-old sale in 
2016, but wasn’t sure what he was buying 
at the time. 

“I loved him, he’s one of those big, 
scopey horses, I just didn’t know about the 
color because he’s that strawberry roan,” 
said Terranova of the colt from Cary 
Frommer’s consignment. “He’s beautiful, 
but I said, 'Have you ever seen a really 
good horse like this?’ But he’s great. We 


love him. He’s big and fun to be around. 
He’s put it all together. That roan has really 
come out now. He’s awesome looking.” 

And running. Killybegs Captain lost 
three starts as a 2-year-old, but graduated 
the maiden ranks for a $75,000 claiming 
price at Belmont Park in May 2017. He 
added a starter allowance at Aqueduct early 
in 2018 and closed the year with wins in 
two of his final three starts. This year has 
been nothing but stakes-the Pelican win, a 
second in the Challenger at Tampa, fourth 
in the Runhappy at Belmont, a second in 
the Chocolate Town at Penn National, a 
third in the John Nerud-G3 at Belmont, 
a fourth in Saratoga’s Tale of the Cat and 
a third behind Mitole in the Forego-Gl at 
Saratoga. 

Terranova missed the race while visiting 
his daughter Paulina at the University of 
Wisconsin, and witnessing a 35-14 thrash¬ 
ing of Michigan in football, but watched 
the race and was thrilled for his horse. 

“I love to send a horse down to Laurel 
when we can,” he said. "That kind of 


race, a famous race, it’s always been a big, 
popular sprint, it’s got a great purse, I was 
thrilled to win that.” 

DUBINI COMPLETES RETURN 

Dubini must mean don’t panic in Italian, 
because Pewter Stable’s veteran let every¬ 
one else have fun for the first 5 furlongs of 
the Laurel Dash before roaring past like an 
Acela train overtaking a steam engine and 
winning—with his ears pricked—by three- 
quarters of a length. 

Nine runners lined up in the 5V£-furlong 
turf stakes, worth $100,000, and the early 
stages were a battle between Oldies But 
Goodies and Smokin Nitro, who blasted 
through splits of :21.64 and :44.27. 

They were still battling at the top of the 
stretch, but had company as Fielder col¬ 
lared Oldies But Goodies and led past the 
turf course’s first finish line. 

Finally in full flight in the final furlong, 
after going four wide on the turn, Dubini 
arrived last of all to post his fifth lifetime 
win but first in more than two years.

Like everyone else, trainer Kate DeMasi 
marveled at jockey Daniel Centeno’s con¬ 
fidence. 

“Danny rode him great,” she said. ££ You 
can’t rush him. I thought I was in a little 
bit of trouble in mid-stretch and thought, 
£ He’s not going to get up,’ and then he just 
took off. Danny was so confident. I was 
not. But it’s a long stretch. It’s a heart- 
stopper.” 

Dubini’s big effort was all the more 
meaningful because he had colic surgery 


in May and DeMasi wasn’t sure he’d ever 
come back to her barn. 

££ It was a freaky thing because he never 
had any real serious issues like that,” she 
said. ££ He colicked on us and we had to 
send him to Mid-Atlantic Equine and they 
did a wonderful job. We got lucky that 
they didn’t have to cut anything inside, but 
everything was all topsy turvy and it was 
not going to be fixed medically.” 

After surgery and some time to recover, 
the 6-year-old Gio Ponti gelding returned 


with a third in the Da Hoss Stakes at 
Colonial Downs Aug. 17 and a second in 
the Turf Monster-G3 at Parx Racing Sept. 
2. Then came the win at Laurel. 

Dubini boosted his career earnings to 
$324,775. 

TRIPLE FOR MOTION BARN 

Trainer Graham Motion won three 
stakes on the day, in a variety of ways. Shar¬ 
ing got the streak going with a 2 1 / 2 -length 
score in the $200,000 Selima Stakes for 
2-year-old fillies at lVis miles on the turf. 
Owned by Eclipse Thoroughbred Partners 
and Gainesway Stable, the Maryland-bred 
sat just off a pace battle between Sunset 
Promise and Midship Lady before taking 
over in the stretch for Manny Franco. The 
win backed up some good Saratoga form 
for the daughter of Speightstown and 
Grade 1 winner Shared Account. Sharing 
was third in her debut sprinting on the turf 
in July, and won an off-the-turf maiden 
going 7 furlongs in August. 

Bred by Sagamore Farm, who cam¬ 
paigned Shared Account to a Breeders’ 
Cup win with Motion, the chestnut was 
purchased by Eclipse for $350,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton Saratoga yearling sale in 2018. 

Two races later, Sharing’s workmate 
Irish Mias prevailed in the $200,000 Laurel 
Futurity for 2-year-olds at 1V\6 miles on 
the turf. There was a little more adventure 
to this one. The winner and Torres Del 
Paine (also trained by Motion) finished a 
head apart while drifting in the stretch. A 
stewards’ inquiry and multiple foul claims 
resulted in no changes, and New Jersey- 
bred Irish Mias got his first win after two 
seconds at Saratoga for owner/breeder 
Isabelle Haskell de Tomaso. By Sky Mesa, 
the winner is out of Irish Score, a half-sis¬ 
ter to graded stakes winner and Maryland 
stallion Irish War Cry. 

The purse of each 2-year-old stakes 
was doubled to $200,000, a milestone that 
Motion noticed and appreciated. 

££ As long as I’ve been around here, it’s 
great to see them come back,” said the 
trainer, who had never won either race. 
££ It’s very gratifying. I’ve been running here 
for 25 years now so it’s fun to be running 
in these races. There are so many of these 
races now that it’s a smart deal by these 
guys to do it. It makes it a better race.” 

Motion’s third winner came via the 
stewards’ stand as He’s No Lemon won the 
$150,000 Bald Eagle Derby by disqualifica¬ 
tion. The declared winner finished second, 
VA lengths behind Jais’s Solitude and a 
length ahead of Another Mystery after Wz 
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miles in 2:29.09. Jais’s Solitude drifted in 
after passing pacesetter Zonda (who was 
checked sharply by Victor Carrasco and 
wound up sixth) in deep stretch. Following 
an inquiry and an objection, stewards dis¬ 
qualified Jais’s Solitude and placed him 
sixth. 

He’s No Lemon became a stakes winner 
in his eighth start for owner/breeder Alex 
Campbell Jr. The son of Lemon Drop Kid 
and the Dynaformer mare It’s Tea Time 
has three wins, a second and two thirds in 
five starts beyond a mile. The winner’s third 
dam, Virginia-bred Rootentootenwooten, 
won the Grade 1 Demoiselle for Campbell 
in 1989.

CARIBOU CLUB LOVES LAUREL 

Motion’s stakes streak ended at three, 
but Caribou Club delivered the fourth con¬ 
secutive stakes score for Fair Hill Training 
Center-based horses with a triumph in 
the $200,000 Baltimore/Washington 
International Turf Cup-G3 for Glen Hill 
Farm and trainer Tom Proctor. 

The winner, bred in Florida by Glen 
Hill, collected his third win (with a second) 
in four starts over Laurel’s turf course 
while setting the mile track record of 
1:33.35 after outkicking Frontier Market 
in the final stages. In his first start since 
December, Grade 1 winner Glorious 
Empire (Ire) faded late after leading in the 
upper stretch. 

The 5-year-old finished second in his 
debut in May 2016, won the Laurel Futurity 
in September and added the Henry Clark 
Stakes in 2018. The well-traveled son of 
City Zip started 2019 with a win on New 
Year’s Day at Santa Anita, then finished 
13th in the A1 Quoz Sprint in Dubai in 
March. Fifth in Woodbine’s Highlander-Gl, 
the chestnut won the West Virginia House 
of Delegates Speaker’s Cup at Mountaineer 
one start before the Laurel win.

Cordmaker, a son of Curlin out of 
the Polish Numbers mare Tanca bred in 
Maryland by Bob Manfuso and Katy Voss, 
was a $150,000 purchase by Charles at the 
2016 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic fall yearling 
sale, and he’s paid that price back and then 
some, winning eight races, including four 
stakes, and $424,890. 

The 4-year-old chestnut gelding is hav¬ 
ing a career year with five wins in eight 
starts, including the Harrison E. Johnson 
Memorial Stakes at Laurel Park in March, 
Polynesian Stakes at Laurel in June and a 
third in the Pimlico Special-G3 in May. 

In the Governor’s Day, jockey Victor 
Carrasco closely shadowed Flowers for 
Lisa, settling just off that rival’s flank until 
they’d gone 6 furlongs. Carrasco uncorked 
Cordmaker at that point and the pair 
charged down the stretch as a team, with 
Cordmaker poking his head in front inside 
the eighth pole and drawing clear to a half- 
length victory in 1:41.09 for the 1 mile and 
70 yards. 

“I had a beautiful trip,” said Carrasco. 
“I have ridden him so many times, Mr. 
Jenkins just tells me to ride him with con¬ 
fidence and ride him like you have been 
doing. I just stalked the leader, and at the 
three-eighths pole I knew it was a two- 
horse race and we got it done.” 

Carrasco also rode Shimmering Aspen 
in what turned out to be the daughter of 
Malibu Moon’s career swan song in the 
Tax Free Shopping Distaff. The gray mare, 
who like her name suggests, seems to 
gleam and shimmer as she runs, went out 
on a high note as she easily ran past five 
opponents down the stretch of the 6-fur¬ 
long contest and breezed to a FA-length 
win in 1:11.28. The Distaff was her ninth 
win from 20 starts and increased her earn¬ 
ings to $415,660. 

“This is her last race today,” said Jenkins 
afterward as she was hosed down and led 
back to the barn. “She’s a wonderful horse. 
She’s always tried hard her whole career. 
Victor rides her beautifully and it’s a good 
combination. She’s a little feisty and he’s 
real quiet on a horse. He’s brilliant with his 
hands and with pace.” 

Charles also purchased Shimmering 
Aspen at the Midlantic fall sale, going to 
$200,000 for her from the consignment of 
CandyLand Farm. Her dam, Aspenglow, 
was a multiple stakes winner and collected 
14 wins over a 23-race career. 

Charles and Jenkins talked about Cord¬ 
maker and Shimmering Aspen, as well as

“She buys nice horses, and she gives 
me the privilege of training them,” said 
Jenkins of Charles. Charles has been one 
of the leading buyers at Timonium’s fall 
yearling sale for the last several years and 
landed a $120,000 full-brother to three¬ 
time Maryland Million winner Crabcakes 
at this year’s sale. 

TWO STAKES IN A DAY 

The broodmare Avani Force has proven 
to be worth her weight in gold for breeders 
Beasie Patterson and Vicky Schowe, and 
that gold shined on Owners’ Day, as her 
3-year-old colt Call Paul (by Friesan Fire) 
and 2-year-old filly Pink Caddy (by El 
Padrino) each won a stakes. 

Call Paul, owned by Michael Dubb, 
David Simon and Bethlehem Stables and 
trained by Jason Servis, improved to six 
wins from 12 starts and $546,020 with 
an easy win in the $100,000 New Castle 
Stakes. Hammered down to 1-10, the 
Pennsylvania-bred covered 6 furlongs in 
1:09.38. 

Call Paul won the Swale-G3 at Gulf- 
stream Park in February and last year’s 
Saratoga Special-G2. A $210,000 purchase 
by Dubb at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
May 2-year-old sale, Call Paul also won the 
Danzig Stakes this year. 

Two races prior to the New Castle, 
little sister Pink Caddy overpowered her 
rivals in the $100,000 Small Wonder Stakes. 
She shipped from her home base at Parx 
Racing to win for Club Risque Stable and 
Gregory Quick and trainer Randy Allen. 

A $40,000 buy by Quick at last year’s 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic fall yearling sale, 
the Pennsylvania-bred pushed her earnings 
to $106,730. 

Avani Force produced a colt by North- 
view PA stallion Uncle Lino this year, and 
her Bullsbay colt brought $55,000 (on a 
bid by Liz Crow for Dubb) at this year’s 
fall sale.

The Owners’ Day card also fea¬ 
tured an upset by Fiasco Farms Ltd’s 
Tightly Twisted in the $75,000 George

The 2-year-old turned 
in a professional performance in a $51,875 
maiden special weight, rallying from off 
the pace to run past the leaders in deep 
stretch and post a 2-length win in 1:29.65 
for the IV 2 furlongs on turf. 

SEASON WRAP-UP 

Fewer total races lead to a decline 
in total handle for the 82nd season of 
live racing which concluded on Saturday, 
October 5. 

Total handle for the 81-day meet was 
$104,200,290, a decrease of 7 percent 
compared to the $112,041,056 from last 
year’s 81-day meet. There were 661 races 
compared to 715 in 2018, a decrease of 
7.6 percent. In 2019, the average handle 


per race was $157,640 with average starters 
per race of 6.56 and in 2018, the average 
handle per race was $156,701 with average 
starters per race of 6.65. 

“We had a tough season filling races for 
many reasons, including a Strangles posi¬ 
tive that negatively impacted our featured 
Delaware Oaks and Delaware Handicap 
race days.” said Kevin DeLucia, senior vice 
president of racing/finance. “The reality 
of overlapping racetrack dates and lack of 
coordination of stakes races in the Mid- 
Atlantic region have always presented us 
with difficult obstacles. Despite these chal¬ 
lenges, we were encouraged that the aver¬ 
age handle per race increased slightly and 
we are looking forward to the 2020 season.” 

Elate won her second consecutive 
Delaware Handicap July 13. Trained by 
Hall of Famer Bill Mott for Claiborne 
Farm and Adele Dilschneider, the daughter 


of Medaglia d’Oro posted a 4/4-length vic¬ 
tory in the summer highlight. 

“Once again, the Delaware Handicap 
was a pivotal race in the filly and mare 
division as both Elate and Blue Prize have 
emerged as top contenders in the division,” 
said John Mooney, executive director of 
racing. “We are very much looking forward 
to seeing both of these outstanding mares 
running in the Breeders’ Cup.” 

Carol Cedeno returned to the top of 
the jockey standings by notching 77 vic¬ 
tories. The 28-year-old native of Puerto 
Rico was the leading rider at Delaware Park 
from 2014-16 and 2018. She finished sec¬ 
ond in 2017. Jamie Ness recorded his sev¬ 
enth training championship by saddling 44 
winners. The 42-year-old native of South 
Dakota led the standings in 2012 and 2013 
and for the last five seasons. Joe Besecker 
won the owners’ title with 22 wins. ^

Hotshot Anna becomes fourth horse 
to go back-to-back in G2 Masters

H ugh Robertson’s Hotshot Anna can 
rightly be considered the queen of 
Presque Isle Downs, as she has tri¬ 
umphed in the western Pennsylvania race¬ 
track’s richest events the last two years. 

In 2018, the daughter of Trappe Shot 
won the $100,000 Satin and Lace Stakes 
and $400,000 Presque Isle Downs Masters 
Stakes-G2, and pulled the rare double 
again this year for her owner and trainer. 


Hotshot Anna is based at Arlington 
Park and trains over its all-weather surface. 
While Robertson knew that the mare was 
stakes caliber on dirt and turf, it wasn’t until 
she won last year’s Chicago Handicap-G3 
that he realized she was top-notch on the 
synthetic, too. 

Hotshot Anna has enjoyed an outstand¬ 
ing career, one that has seen her win 10 of 
22 starts, and $863,440 through this year’s 


Masters Stakes. At one point late last year, 
however, it was doubtful she would return 
to defend her crown at Presque Isle, having 
broken her withers in an accident. 

“She needed four months off to recov¬ 
er,” said Robertson, “and I didn’t know 
whether she would be able to run again.” 

But return to the races she did, making 
her comeback with a second in the afore¬ 
mentioned Chicago Handicap June 29. An 
allowance victory at Arlington in August 
preceded the Satin and Lace score later 
that month, followed by the repeat in the 
Masters Sept. 16. 

Jockey Antonio Gallardo allowed the 
favored 5-year-old mare to sit in a striking 
position off the early pace set by Regal 
Chant and Talk Veuve to Me through the 
first half mile, then cut her loose at the top 
of the lane, where she drove past and took 
the lead. Inside the eighth pole, the chest¬ 
nut extended her advantage to 1 l A lengths, 
and she was never seriously threatened as 
she crossed the line in 1:15.32, with Talk

Veuve to Me second and Misericordia 
(GB) third. The final time was less than a 
second off the track record of 1:14.68 set 
by Ami’s Mesa in 2017. 

“She’s a nice filly, she’s really classy,” 
said Gallardo. “You can put her wherever 
you want. When you ask, she gives you 
everything.” 

With her back-to-back Masters, Hotshot 
Anna joins a select group. Informed 
Decision, champion female sprinter in 
2009, won it in 2009 and 2010; Groupie 
Doll won the Masters in 2012 and 2013 
during her champion female sprinter cam¬ 
paigns and in 2014 and 2015 it was mil¬ 
lionaire Living the Life (Ire) who prevailed. 

Named for Robertson’s granddaughter, 
Hotshot Anna might return to the races 
next year, or be sold at the Keeneland 
November breeding stock sale. Robertson 
hadn’t decided what course to take through 
the end of September. 

MR. RITZ TAKES 
PRESQUE ISLE MILE 

The $200,000 Presque Isle Mile Stakes — 
run at L /16 miles after track management 
changed the distance but not the moni¬ 
ker-took center stage a week before the 
Masters. 

Earle Mack’s homebred Mr. Ritz (GB) 
added the Presque Isle Mile to his resume 
and the name of the race didn’t matter as 
the Canadian invader established a stakes 
record of 1:41.91 for the “new” distance 
and collected $120,000. 

The Josie Carroll trainee shipped to 
Erie off a front-running score in the 
Seagram Cup-G3 at Woodbine Aug. 
11, and was installed the favorite in the 
10-horse field. Jockey Patrick Husbands 
arrived from Canada for the assignment 


and rode the bay son of Oasis Dream (GB) 
to a 114-length win over fellow Canadian 
runner Special Forces. Ohio (Brz) finished 
third. 

Mr. Ritz began his career in England 
at Kempton Park in late December 2017 
prior to arriving in Carroll’s barn. He won 
the listed Caesars Stakes at Indiana Grand 
last September before placing in two grad¬ 
ed stakes before the Seagram Cup. He’s 
won half of his 10 starts, and $374,690. 

“This is just a really nice horse that I 
believed was going to improve this year, 
and he’s proving us right,” said Carroll of 
the colt. 

LEDECKA SCORES 
IN FIRST STAKES TEST 

After breaking her maiden impressively 
against a large field of fillies and mares 
at Colonial Downs in late August, LNJ 


Foxwoods’ Ledecka passed her test against 
stakes company in the restricted $100,000 
Malvern Rose Stakes Sept. 9. 

Trained by Arnaud Delacour, the 
Pennsylvania-bred daughter of Tiznow 
and the Langfuhr mare Slews Golden Rule 
handled the transition from 1% miles over 
Colonial’s inner turf course to the Tapeta 
surface at Presque Isle with aplomb. 

Daniel Centeno, who rode her at 
Colonial, was back aboard for the Malvern 
Rose, saved ground until the final turn 
then swung outside horses in midstretch. 
Ledecka proceeded to gobble up ground 
and edged past leader Redeem My Heart 
inside the eighth pole, posting a half-length 
victory in 1:38.64. 

Ledecka was bred by Blackstone Farm, 
and sold as a yearling for $120,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton Saratoga select sale. She’s 
earned $111,600 from five starts. ^

Lady TNT halts year-long losing streak, 
in big way, with triumph in Grade 3 Oaks

F or owners Scott and Evan Dilworth, 
a trip to West Virginia on a warm 
late September evening was not only 
financially productive but justification of 
the faith they had placed in a 2-year-old 
filly early in 2018. 

At the Ocala Breeders’ Sales Company’s 
March auction of 2-year-olds, they paid 
$335,000 for Lady T N T, a daughter 
of Justin Phillip and the Salt Lake mare 


High Heeled Hope. She ended up break¬ 
ing her maiden at Saratoga Race Course 
in her second start and subsequently won 
an allowance race at Churchill Downs in 
September. 

A start in the Grade 1 Alcibiades Stakes 
at 1 Vi 6 miles at Keeneland didn’t produce 
the desired result, so Lady TNT returned 
to sprints. She finished second twice in 
3-year-old filly stakes at Oaklawn Park this 


year and was a close fourth in an allowance 
test at Keeneland in April. 

Trainer Joe Sharp gave her a break and 
Lady TNT returned to the races at Ellis 
Park in late August. She again showed her 
early quickness but finished second, beaten 
6 lengths, in a 6 A-furlong allowance race. 

When the Grade 3, $300,000 Charles 
Town Oaks was run Sept. 21, it had been a 
year and a day since Lady T N T’s last vic¬ 
tory. And though the field of nine 3-year- 
old fillies had a wide-open look, Lady T N 
T was sent away at 37-1, second-longest 
shot on the board. 

“I don’t normally bet but I reared back 
on this one,” Scott Dilworth said after 
Lady TNT exploded from the gate and 
never looked back to win the 7-furlong 
Oaks for her third win in 10 starts. “We’ve 
been planning to run her in this race for 
months. We thought the racetrack would 
suit her, and if she broke well they would 
have a tough time catching her.” 

With J.D. Acosta—a top-five rider at 
Charles Town every year for 11 years

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who now focuses on Maryland and Dela¬ 
ware—aboard for the first time, that’s how 
it played out. Lady TNT clicked off 
legitimate fractions while playing come- 
and-catch-me, maintained a 2-length lead 
turning for home in the two-turn Oaks 
and kept going to the finish in 1:25.23 on 
a track rated muddy after a heavy shower. 

Favored Irish Mischief, who encoun¬ 
tered trouble on the first turn but rallied 
well from eighth at the half-mile marker, 
finished second. Multiple stakes winner 
Taylor’s Spirit was in contention through¬ 
out and finished third, another length back. 

Melinda Golden’s Parisian Diva, the 
lone local entrant in the Oaks, was forced 
wide entering the first turn and at one 
point was eighth. Though the trip cost her 
a better finish, the multiple West Virginia- 
bred stakes winner was a credible fourth. 

“When I made the lead and went [:23.25 
for the opening quarter-mile and :47.01 for 
a half-mile], they did me a favor,” Acosta 
said. “I had plenty of horse turning for 
home.” 

Sharp, who in early October was closing 
in on 100 wins and $3.8 million in purse 
earnings for 2019, is a Martinsburg, WVa., 
native who has done very well when he 
ships horses to Charles Town. 

“It’s a lot of fun coming here,” Sharp 
said. “Speed is very important—you bring 
a horse you think will like the track. They 
treat us great and make it easy to come 
back. Scott and Evan have been ultra¬ 
patient with this filly and she has matured.” 

“Joe is the best,” said Scott Dilworth, 
who lives in San Antonio, Texas. “[Lady 
TNT] hadn’t won a race since she was a 
2-year-old, but she’s back. We rarely buy 
one (at auction) but we fell in love with 
her when we saw her at OBS. We had to 
have her.” 

After her first stakes victory, and a 
graded one at that, Lady TNT, bred 
in Kentucky by Castleton Lyons, had 
$323,312 in earnings. Her dam was a two- 
time stakes winner who also had a second 
and third in Grade 1 company. 

The Charles Town Oaks was one of 
eight stakes on a 12-race program that 
included a new one: the $100,000 Dickie 
Moore for 2-year-old fillies. It was named 
for the longtime general manager of rac¬ 
ing operations who retired this year after 
50 years at Charles Town and the old 
Shenandoah Downs across the street. 

The Dickie Moore was won by D J 
Stable’s Colby, who rallied strongly in the 
final yards under Jose Ortiz to win by 
three-quarters of a length over Gifted

Heart, who had a nose on Majestic Edge. 
It was the third start for the Kentucky-bred 
filly by Super Saver out of the Majestic 
Warrior mare Macha. 

Colby, who covered 7 furlongs in 
1:27.52 on a muddy track, is trained at Parx 
Racing by John Servis, a native of Charles 
Town. His son Tyler was on hand to saddle 
the filly, who in her previous start had 
broken her maiden in a Monmouth Park 
special weight that had produced next-out 
winners. 

Moore was on hand on Oaks night; he 
said it was his first trip to the track since 
his retirement. 

“It’s a big honor to be on the same 
page as Frank Gall, Bob Leavitt and Henry 


Mercer [who also have stakes named in 
their honor],” Moore said. “They all taught 
me a lot. It has been a lot of fun and I’ve 
known a lot of great people. To be hon¬ 
est, I’m enjoying retirement-this is a great 
industry, but it’s a tough business. 

“It needs a shot in the arm and I hope 
I get to see it.” 

In other open stakes action, Danny 
Chen’s Yorkiepoo Princess, in her second 
start for Laurel Park-based trainer Claudio 
Gonzalez, won the $75,000 Misty Bennett 
Pink Ribbon Stakes for fillies and mares 
at 7 furlongs under Ortiz. The 5-year- 
old Florida-bred by Kantharos out of 
the Unreal Zeal mare Kickapoo Princess 
stalked favored Classy Act from second, 
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took over heading for home and won by 
two lengths over the latter in 1:25.21 on a 
track rated sloppy. 

“She likes a wet track,” Gonzalez said. 
“And she has run really well here so that’s 
why we came.” 

In her only other Charles Town appear¬ 
ance, Yorkiepoo Princess, who has banked 
well over $500,000, finished second to 
Tequilita at 75-1 in the 2017 Oaks. The 
Pink Ribbon was her fifth stakes win and 
seventh win overall in 27 starts. 

STATE-BREDS SHINE, TOO 

The Charles Town Oaks program as 
usual served as a preview of the West 
Virginia Breeders Classics with five state- 
bred stakes including the $50,000 Frank 
Gall Memorial, a 7-furlong event for 
3-year-olds and up that produces runners 
for the 1 %-mile West Virginia Breeders 
Classic and the 7-furlong “Onion Juice” 
Breeders Classic. 

The Gall marked the return of Grams 
Racing Stable’s Runnin’toluvya, who hadn’t 
raced since a fifth in the Philip Iselin-G3 
at Monmouth Park in late June. The win¬ 
ner of this year’s Charles Town Classic-G2 
was sent off at 2-5 in a field of eight with 
David Raim’s Penguin Power the second 
choice at 4-1. 

Both ran big races. The favorite broke 
last and had to make up a lot of ground as 
Penguin Power and Arnaldo Bocachica 
gunned to the front and maintained an 
uncontested lead. Runnin’toluvya advanced 
to second down the backstretch but 
couldn’t gain on Penguin Power, who won 
by 2 lengths in 1:24.75 on a sloppy track. 

Penguin Power, a Jeff Runco trainee by 
Fiber Sonde out of the Robb mare Aye 
Robbin, entered the Gall with seven wins 
in nine starts, all at Charles Town and most 
in gate-to-wire fashion. His speed proved 
too much to overcome at one of his favor¬ 
ite distances. 

“This horse is pretty good,” Runco said. 
“I can’t fault him any time he has raced. I 
think we found out tonight what we’ve got, 
and we’ll see how he comes out the race.” 

When asked if Penguin Power may try 
the Classic on Oct. 12, Runco, who has 
other horses for the $300,000 race, includ¬ 
ing North Atlantic (third in the Gall), said: 
“He has quite a turn of foot but it’s tough 
to go 17s miles. It’s three turns and he 
hasn’t done that yet.” 

Penguin Power, a 4-year-old gelding, 
spent most of the year working his way 
through the state-bred allowance ranks but 
had won his previous three starts in open 


company. The Gall was his first stakes 
victory. 

The Gall’s filly and mare counterpart, 
the $50,000 Sadie Hawkins at 7 furlongs, 
for the second consecutive year went to 
No Guts No Glory Farm’s Anna’s Bandit, 
who picked up her 13th win in 29 starts 
and cleared the $500,000 mark in earnings 
for trainer and breeder Jerry Robb. 

With Xavier Perez aboard, the 5-year- 
old mare by Great Notion out of the No 
Armistice mare Onearmedbandit rated off 
a solid pace set by T Rex Express, gradually 
reeled in the leader with an outside bid and 
pulled away to win by 274 lengths in the 
last race of the evening run on a fast track. 

Though a West Virginia-bred, Anna’s 
Bandit is by a Maryland sire and thus eli¬ 
gible for stakes in both states. Robb raced 
her in both the Breeders Classics and 
Maryland Million in 2018 on back-to-back 
weekends but said he planned to pick only 
one for this year. 


“We have her whole family at the 
farm—her mother and her brother,” Gina 
Robb said. “Her full-brother, a yearling, is 
a Maryland-bred.” 

Onearmedbandit was successful on the 
track as well as the breeding shed. She won 
seven of 22 starts for earnings of more 
than $300,000. She won a stakes at Charles 
Town and was second or third in five other 
stakes in the Mid-Atlantic region. 

Trainer Crystal Pickett and owner Jill 
Daniel had a big night as the two horses 
they raced in West Virginia-bred stakes 
both were victorious: Daniel’s speedy Dr. 
Feelgood won the $35,000 Last Enchant¬ 
ment Stakes for 3-year-olds and up at 
472 furlongs, while Hypothesis captured 
the $50,000 Henry Mercer Memorial for 
2 -year-olds at 472 furlongs. 

Dr. Feelgood, who won the Last 
Enchantment going away by 2 lengths over 
Aaron’s Tap in a rapid : 51.54 on a track 
rated fast, pushed his record to six wins

and a second in seven starts for earnings 
of $115,760. Pickett said the 4-year-old 
gelding by Fiber Sonde out of the Polish 
Numbers mare Happy Numbers would 
most likely go in the 414-furlong Dash for 
Cash Breeders Classic; he has won impres¬ 
sively around two turns at Charles Town 
but had won all three of his starts at AVi 
furlongs after his win Sept. 21. 

Hypothesis, by Algorithms out of the 
Not For Love mare Ideal Thoughts, entered 
the Mercer Memorial off of a good fourth 
in a turf sprint stakes at Colonial Downs 
and his maiden-breaker in his debut at 
Charles Town. Hypothesis rated in third 
until the top of the stretch and accelerated 
past Nico and Bold Valor—second and 
third, respectively—to win by 4 lengths in 
:52.51 on a fast track. 

Hypothesis was expected to try two 
turns for the first time in the 6 V 2 -furlong 


Vincent Moscarelli Memorial Breeders 
Classic. Dr. Feelgood and Hypothesis were 
bred by Francis Daniel III. 

In the $50,000 Rachel’s Turn for 2-year- 
old fillies, trainer Anthony Farrior bagged 
the first stakes win of his career with 
owner/breeder Jim Miller’s Twirling Owen, 
who popped the gate and extended her 
lead to 514 lengths at the finish in :52.72 for 
414 furlongs on a fast track. Virginia Peach 
was second and Coach Rube checked in 
third. 

Twirling Owen, by Twirling Candy out 
of the Stormy Atlantic mare Daylight’s 
Coming, won a maiden special weight 
event at Laurel Park in her debut in mid- 
April. She then tackled tough company in 
stakes at Churchill Downs and Belmont 
Park in the spring, and finished fifth in an 
allowance race at the Maryland State Fair 
at Timonium. 


“She has had a little bad luck and had 
surgery for displacements, so we fixed 
that,” Miller said. “She has a ton of talent - 
I think she’s the fastest horse I’ve ever bred 
and I think she’s a turf horse, but she’ll 
probably run in the Breeders Classics. She 
has all kinds of stamina under her, and the 
jockey geared her down with a half-furlong 
to go tonight.” 

“I’m just glad for the Millers,” said 
Farrior, based at Laurel. “Jim puts a lot of 
money into this business, and his success is 
good for me.” 

The “Race for the Ribbon” program at 
Charles Town generated strong numbers. 
Officials reported total pari-mutuel handle 
of $2,316,881, the highest for a non- 
Charles Town Classic Day program. w 
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Yanks win two at Belmont, 
but European form takes root

T ake that (Ire), (GB), (Fr) and all the rest. The (USA) and (Can) still 
have some clout when it comes to American steeplechase racing. 
September results at Belmont Park spoke loudly for North American 
Thoroughbreds, who swept the two stakes despite being outnumbered 
16-3 on the program pages. 

Snap Decision, bred in Kentucky by the Phipps Stable, won the $75,000 
William Entenmann Memorial novice stakes Sept. 18. The 5-year-old was 
the only North American-bred in a field of seven. The others hailed from 
England and Ireland. A day later, Canadian-bred Surprising Soul pulled a 
mild upset in the $150,000 Lonesome Glory Handicap-Gl. The 7-year- 
old was one of just two non-imports (overseas anyway) in a field of nine 
as Pennsylvania-bred All the Way Jose finished third in a race otherwise 
consisting of horses bred in England, Ireland and France. 


Imports have become the norm, as 
owners and trainers shop for horses bred 
in England, France, Ireland and even 
Germany for American steeplechase pros¬ 
pects. In 2018, Irish-bred horses won 30 
jump races in the United States. France 
(11), England (11) and Germany (three) 
added another 25 wins for the Euros. 
Combined, the 55 jump wins led the 50 
races won by horses bred in Kentucky. By 
annual earnings, imports held down four 
spots in the top five. 

Through September, 2019 numbers 
included 21 Irish-bred wins, seven from 
France, six from England and one from 
Germany. That’s 35. Kentucky led with 44, 
but the season’s top 10 earners included 
seven bred overseas with six weeks of rac¬ 
ing to go. Before the continental comeback 
at Belmont, imports swept the top four 
spots in both Grade 1 stakes at Saratoga. 


The last four Eclipse Awards have gone 
to Dawalan (Fr), Rawnaq (Ire), Scorpiancer 
(Ire) and Zanjabeel (GB). Kentucky-bred 
Demonstrative won in 2014, but even he 
raced on the flat in England and was pur¬ 
chased there to go hurdling in the United 
States. 

It wasn’t always this way. 

American jump racing has long been 
the home of American-bred horses —flat 
castoffs, savvy private purchases, sales 
horses, homebreds, whatever-and a few 
imports depending on the trend of the time 
(Ireland, England, Australia, New Zealand, 
even South America). The graph started 
leaning east toward Europe a few years 
ago, and shows few signs-the Belmont 
results notwithstanding-of changing. 

The question is why. 

For starters, England, Ireland and 
France have jump-racing industries where 


horses are bred, raised and raced with 
the sport in mind. They’re infused with 
stamina and raised to be mature at 4 and 
5 years old. 

Second, for all the depth over there, it 
can still be a buyer’s market. Individual race 
purses aren’t all that strong, except at the 
highest levels. There are plenty of horses 
and loads of races, but—unless you’re a 
star—few opportunities for a big payday 
on the racecourse. So people sell, privately 
and in the public marketplace. Horses- 
in-training sales are full of well-bred flat 
runners and others from major owners 
and trainers. Those flat runners have form 
on turf and at long distances. And they 
appeal to steeplechase buyers (not just 
Americans). 

Horses there also have a little something 
else, when compared to their American 
counterparts. 

“Those horses in England and Ireland 
are trained in our environment,” said 
Virginia-based trainer Richard Valentine, 
who purchased champion Demonstrative 
at England’s Tatters alls July mixed sale in 
2010 off an 11-start flat career. “Here, 
when you get a horse from the racetrack 
you spend months getting them acclimated 
to the way we do things. We have three 
streams to cross to get to our gallop, for 
example, and that can be a nightmare with 
a horse that hasn’t done anything like that.” 

In other words, based on how they’re 
raised and trained, European flat horses 
are closer to being steeplechase prospects 
than their American counterparts. 

“You go to the races over there and 
rarely do you see a lip chain or a horse

that looks like it’s riddled with anxiety,” 
Valentine said. “I wonder if it’s because 
the emphasis isn’t on speed. I’m talking 
about flat horses coming over and jump¬ 
ing. The emphasis isn’t on 2-year-old racing 
so much or something. They have so many 
racing opportunities over there that they 
aren’t going to try to make a slow one fast. 
My takeaway is they’re just not trying to 
get speed out of them all the time and we 
don’t have to throttle them down as much 
when we get them home.” 

Valentine typically looks for a little flat 
form, perhaps even a hurdle start or two, 
and combs pedigree pages too. 

“Most big operations there want a clas¬ 
sic horse which is a mile-and-a-half,” he 
said. “I look for horses with speed on top 
in the stallion or some speed in the bottom 
because one side seems to be long-winded 
no matter what.” 


Hall of Fame trainer Jonathan Sheppard 
has had luck with importing European 
horses with steeplechase form. Highland 
Bud and Jimmy Lorenzo (GB) won cham¬ 
pionships in the late 1980s. A hurdle win¬ 
ner in England this winter, Winston C (Ire) 
won two Grade 1 stakes at Saratoga for 
Sheppard this year. Proven horses there 
can be for sale too, not just prospects. 

“Partially, it’s because [steeplechase] 
horses in Europe tend to have a higher 
value for sale than their prospective earn¬ 
ings might be, where here the prize money 
is relatively quite a bit better [over jumps],” 
said Sheppard. “A considerably higher per¬ 
centage of the horses running over jumps 
in Europe would be for sale where they 
wouldn’t be here.” 

Third, the business side of American 
flat racing has changed. People used to 
sell more horses, sooner. Now, thanks to 
higher purses, horses stay with flat trainers 


longer—hammering out careers without 
necessarily rising to the upper reaches of 
the game. At Belmont on the same cards 
with those two jump races in September, 
$35,000 non-winners-of-three claimers 
raced for a $44,000 purse. In another 
race, veteran New York-breds Uncle Sigh, 
Twisted Tom and Blugrascat’s Smile ran 
for a $70,000 purse while looking to pad 
career earnings of $647,636, $743,331 and 
$320,488. They could have been steeple¬ 
chase prospects, and would have been 
years ago. Now, they’ve probably raced 
too long to be good prospects. That and 
they’re still productive to their flat own¬ 
ers. Jump prospects can still be purchased 
cheaply—see timber star Doc Cebu and 
others—but it’s more difficult to buy good 
prospects early. 

“Horses tend to have a little more 
gas left in the tank after a flat racing 
career in Europe than they have here,” 
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Not since Kentucky-bred-but English-raced and -purchased-Demonstrative 
in 2014 has an Eclipse Award gone to a North American-bred steeplechaser. 


said Sheppard. “The prize money on the 
flat here encourages people to keep going, 
where they used to be more inclined to 
seHT 

Fourth, American flat owners treat jump 
racing like it’s got a label from the poison 
control board. Nothing says people can’t 
keep horses and race them over jumps, 
or at least think about it. That would take 
some pressure off jump trainers trying 
to buy horses and make prospects. Ken 
Ramsey used to do it. The Phipps family 
did it routinely back in the day. Dogwood 
Stable, Bert and Diana Firestone, Augustin 
Stable, Rokeby and so on used to campaign 
jumpers. Not so much anymore. Blame it 
on unfamiliarity, a lack of a sales strategy 
by the jump game, whatever you want, but 
more could be done on both sides to foster 
crossover. 

People on the flat side frequently 
ask where “jump horses” come from. 
Now hear this, they’re the same breed. 
Thoroughbreds, all of them. You’ll rec¬ 
ognize sires, dams, breeders, sales results, 
all of it. Flat owners might not know it, 
but they already own jumpers. The horses 
are there. 

To back up that editorial interlude, just 
look at those Belmont heroes. 

Snap Decision is by Hard Spun out of 
the Unbridled mare Salute. That makes 
the gelding a half-brother to Grade 1 


winner Mr Speaker and grandson of Hall 
of Famer Personal Ensign. The pedigree 
percolates with quality-Danzig, Northern 
Dancer, Turkoman, Alydar, Roberto on 
the sire’s side; Mr. Prospector, Damascus, 
Hoist the Flag, Tom Rolfe, Dr. Fager 
on the dam’s side. Snap Decision made 
18 starts on the flat for Phipps Stable 
and trainer Shug McGaughey, winning 
twice, finishing second twice and plac¬ 
ing third six times. He placed in a stakes, 
finished fourth in a Grade 2, but couldn’t 
get over the two-other-than hump. The 
Bruton Street-US partnership and trainer 
Jack Fisher saw Snap Decision’s pedigree 
and form, made a phone call, checked him 
out and bought the most exciting young 
hurdle horse of 2019. He finished second 
in his first two, and has since won three 
in a row-a maiden at Monmouth Park, 
an allowance at Saratoga and the novice 
stakes at Belmont. In five starts through 
September, he earned $116,400. 

Fisher is relatively late to the European 
market, but his stable includes plenty of 
imports now. He won an Eclipse Award 
with Scorpiancer (Ire) in 2017, but also 
won back-to-back titles with Maryland- 
bred flat convert Good Night Shirt in 2007 
and 2008. 

“There are more to choose from over 
there, for better horses, but I find no 
reason why our horses can’t be as good 


as theirs,” he said. “It’s always scared me 
buying horses over there. Horses can look 
better than they are. You have to do your 
homework and try to make a good deci¬ 
sion.” 

Fisher emphasized buying horses with 
conditions —novices, maiden winners, 
4-year-olds, handicappers - as a way to 
maximize potential investment returns. A 
highly rated (and likely expensive) horse 
aiming for open stakes races doesn’t have 
many options, and will have to compete 
with the best horses in the sport. 

“Just spending more money there 
doesn’t guarantee you a better horse,” he 
said. “They’re not selling their best horses 
to us, that’s pretty clear when they come 
over to run against us. There are more 
horses for sale there, more jumpers already 
made to go. You can see what you get or 
have a better idea what you’re going to 
get.” 

Fisher imports Scorpiancer (Ire) and 
Moscato (GB) are good examples of pro¬ 
gressive horses bought because of their 
upside. Neither was that accomplished over 
jumps there, so came here with options. A 
winner in one of five English hurdle starts, 
Scorpiancer started in the handicap ranks 
and progressed to open stakes. He’s won 
six American jump races, and placed in five 
others; Moscato came over as a maiden 
over hurdles (in four tries), but stepped 
through the ranks with four wins here in 
2017 and an open stakes triumph this year. 

The experience helps European horses 
get started sooner, where American flat 
purchases have to learn to jump, and 
must adapt to steeplechase racing’s dif¬ 
ferent courses (some are hilly, a few are 
right-handed) and lifestyle changes like 
Valentine’s stream crossings. 

American flat horses have also become 
difficult to purchase. 

“It’s harder to buy horses because the 
money’s so good on the flat,” Fisher said 
of American racing. “People say it all the 
time to me: ‘Why should I sell you the 
horse for 75 or 50 or 20 [thousand] or 
whatever when I can run him for such 
good purses and keep making money?’ 
They have a point.” 

Snap Decision fit for several reasons- 
he’s well-bred, he had turf form, his con¬ 
nections weren’t ready to run him in a 
claiming race. Fisher said the pricetag and 
the fail-back plan helped, too. 

“We paid $75,000 and if he didn’t make 
it as a jumper, I could probably sell him as 
a flat horse again,” said the trainer. “You 
can’t do that with an expensive horse from 
England or Ireland.” 

Surprising Soul cost considerably less. 
Bred by Chuck Fipke, whose breeding pro- 
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gram stresses stamina and quality (Forever 
Unbridled, Seeking the Soul, Perfect Shirl, 
Tale of Ekati, etc.), Surprising Soul is 
by Perfect Soul (Ire) out of the Elusive 
Quality mare Elusive Surprise. 

Like Snap Decision, the pedigree 
buzzes. Sadler’s Wells, Northern Dancer, 
Secretariat, *Forli, *Princequillo, Buck- 
passer and so on are there. He’s in-bred 
3x4 to Secretariat and Northern Dancer, 
whatever that means. None of that trans¬ 
lated to much as a dirt runner—five starts 
and zero wins for Fipke—and Surprising 
Soul went to Fasig-Tipton Kentucky’s 
February mixed sale of 2016. On the 
hunt for steeplechase prospects, Wendy 
and Ricky Hendriks spent $9,000 on the 
then 4-year-old colt. On the turf and over 
jumps, Surprising Soul has seven wins, 
seven seconds and a third for $363,500. 
And now he’s a Grade 1 winner. 

Like Snap Decision, Surprising Soul 
seems ideally suited to his new career. Stee¬ 
plechase horses are typically not all that 
fast, but they can carry whatever speed 
they have for 2-3 miles. They’re well-made. 
They’re obviously good students. They 
handle farm life, don’t mind riding in the 
van. 

And those characteristics are not exclu¬ 
sive to one part of the world. American- 
bred horses are plenty capable of succeed¬ 
ing over jumps. 

“There’s something, maybe a mindset, 
that people think the horses from across 
the pond might be better,” said Sheppard. 
“There might be more opportunities to 


purchase something off the flat in this 
country than some people think.” 

It takes work, though. 

“We’re told, £ I want 30 because he can 
win the 16 [claimer],’” Valentine said of 
talking to flat owners and trainers about 
prospects. “He’s not necessarily worth 30 
to me, but he is to you. Horses also seem 
to be a little bit past the age I want when 
they become available here.” 

Valentine likes going to a sale to shop 
for prospects, and does so in England, 
Ireland and the U.S. 

“Tattersalls has been lucky for me, July 
or October,” he said. “I’m not a good 
salesman, but I can show [an owner] the 
horse, we have time to process it and I can 
go bid. It’s a sale, there’s a schedule and 
you can follow the process. Here, buying 
privately, you can lose a horse very quickly 
by making too many phone calls.” 

The American Thoroughbred is not 
inferior to its English and Irish counter¬ 
parts, and trainers constantly look for 
prospects here, too-at racetracks, on 
form, in pedigree profiles. Those trainers 
look for the same type of horse physi¬ 
cally, study form for hints of steeplechase 
prowess —turf, distance, enough speed to 
be competitive-while also considering 
pedigree (Hard Spun might be the sire of 
choice at the moment and a Cozzene mare 
will make anyone take note). 

“It’s not that they’re better, it’s the way 
they train over there,” said Valentine of 
English and Irish horses. “It’s more con¬ 
ducive to steeplechasing, that’s all. Not in 
the least is there anything wrong with the 


American horse. They’re equally as good. 
It’s just the preparation and the environ¬ 
ment in England or Ireland makes them a 
bit more suitable to what we do.” 

There also, as Sheppard proves week 
after week, might be an opportunity to 
actually breed steeplechasers. It’s not fash¬ 
ionable and certainly doesn’t make imme¬ 
diate business sense, but breeding has 
its benefits. Owners control horses from 
the start of their lives, which takes away 
the unknown of buying an American or 
foreign prospect, and horses can learn 
the steeplechase life from an early stage. 
Sheppard doesn’t necessarily breed for 
steeplechase success, he just uses jump rac¬ 
ing as a Plan B and routinely gets reward¬ 
ed—with wins, with ready-made prospects 
for owners to buy and so on. Of the 12 
championships won by horses he trained, 
seven were won by homebreds (in part¬ 
nership with Bill Pape) including Hall of 
Famer Flatterer. Just two were imports. 

Sheppard isn’t completely alone-as 
Mimi Voss, Maggie Bryant, Peggy Stein- 
man, Ann Jackson, Sara Collette, Gigi 
Lazenby and some others have found 
success with homebreds—but a sport with 
fewer than 200 races does not support a 
breeding industry. 

“I do it on a small scale with a lim¬ 
ited budget but by comparison I’ve man¬ 
aged to do quite well,” Sheppard said. “I 
don’t know why more people don’t do it. 
Everyone wants instant action. Breeding is 
a pretty long-term project, but you know 
what you’re getting.” W

Hendriks plucks Grade 1 jump winner 
out of 2016 Kentucky sale for $9,000

endy Hendriks saw a horse at a sale, 
and reacted. 

“Oh, that horse is beautiful,” 
she told herself and her son Ricky. “I want 
that horse.” 

That horse was, at the time, a winless 
just-turned 4-year-old colt. He’d run five 
times for his breeder Chuck Fipke, fin¬ 
ished second once. The son of Perfect 
Soul (Ire) was listed as a racing/stallion 


prospect, though the latter career really 
wasn’t going to pan out even with stal¬ 
lion maker Weekend Surprise as his third 
dam. Her sons include A.P. Indy, Summer 
Squall, Eavesdropper and Honor Grades. 
Hendriks didn’t much care about that, not 
as much as she kept coming back to the 
bay’s conformation. 

“Somebody else was looking at him,” 
she said of the purely accidental first 


impression. “He just had a top line and 
everything, I used to judge horse shows 
so I know what I’m looking at. He’d been 
running on the dirt, short, and I looked 
at his pedigree-Perfect Soul is turf, and 
distance too. I looked at the horse and 
thought, ‘Jumper.’” 

She might have been the only bidder 
and spent just $9,000 on the bay, part of 
the Hunter Valley Farm consignment at 
Fasig-Tipton’s February 2016 mixed sale 
in Kentucky. 

Less than four years later, Surprising 
Soul landed the $150,000 Lonesome Glory 
Handicap-Gl over hurdles at Belmont 
Park Sept. 19-his seventh win in 20 
jump/flat starts for his new connections. 
Surprising Soul led throughout for jockey 
Ross Geraghty and pulled a mild upset 
as the nearly 18-1 sixth choice in a field 
of nine. The Canadian-bred went to the 
front at the start, turned it into a stamina 
test and won by 3% lengths over 43-1 
Hinterland (Fr) with 48-1 All the Way 
Jose third after 2Vi miles in 4:34.31. Heavy

favorite and high-weighted Winston C (Ire) 
finished fourth. 

The victory pushed the 7-year-old’s 
career earnings to $366,940, almost all 
since Hendriks raised her hand at Fasig- 
Tipton. Despite the long-range goal of a 
steeplechase career, Surprising Soul made 
four starts on the flat in 2016 for his new 
connections—winning a $25,000 maiden 
claimer at Penn National in June, and plac¬ 
ing second three times. 

The success was welcome, but stressed 
the trainer. 

“I ran him at Penn for $20,000 and I was 
so nervous because he was all schooled up 
and ready to run [over hurdles],” he said 
of a September start. “And I don’t get 
nervous when I run them for a price. My 
mother didn’t know he was schooled up.” 

She didn’t know her son was nervous 
either. 

Surprising Soul dodged the claim box, 
and finished out 2016 with two seconds 
and a fourth over hurdles. He won his first 
three in 2017 —a maiden hurdle at Aiken, 
an allowance flat at Tryon and a novice 
hurdle stakes before losing four in a row 
to close the year. The losses provided 
valuable lessons as Surprising Soul trained 
well but just never returned to that good 
spring form. 

“You’ve got to space them out,” 
Ricky Hendriks said of his horse’s races. 
Surprising Soul tries hard, every time, gets 
tired but fibs about it afterward. 

“The problem with him is he gives 
everything in a race and he takes so much 
out of himself and you don’t realize it,” 
Geraghty said this spring. “You pull him 
out the following day and he wants to run 
again, but he can’t. He wants to run and he 
wants to win and he’ll try as hard as he can 
every time. That’s him. Ricky’s figured that 
out and it works.” 

Surprising Soul ran just three times 
in 2018, winning in May and August and 
finishing second in October. This year, He 
prepped with a fourth in 130 handicap 
company at Camden in late March, then 
finished a game second to Scorpiancer 
(Ire) going 3 miles in the Grade 1 Iroquois 
in May and skipped Saratoga in favor of 
the Lonesome Glory. Off a four-month 
layoff, against sharp Saratoga starters, he 
led from the start and won comfortably. 

“I know he’s fit, I know Ricky doesn’t 
bring them out unfit,” said Geraghty. “I 
know he’s got so much stamina, there are 


very few horses you can ride like that. You 
just ride him like you stole him and use 
everything. He gives everything.” 

After a false start, Surprising Soul 
jumped the first fence between All the 
Way Jose and Scorpiancer, then took the 
lead as the others conceded. Once estab¬ 
lished there, Geraghty turned the race into 
a stamina test—injecting speed when he 
needed to and putting the others on the 
defensive at every opportunity. Winston 
C was last early, just behind second choice 
Moscato (GB). With a lap remaining, the 
winner flew the sixth fence as All the Way 
Jose skipped through awkwardly. Geraghty 
let out a notch coming to the eighth, the 
first fence on the backside, and got an 
immediate response as Surprising Soul 
increased his lead. Behind him, Moscato 
didn’t jump well and lost whatever momen¬ 
tum he had. Winston C clouted the ninth 
and cost himself some progress. 

“He’s honest but you have to force 
everything, use everything, you can’t wait 
on him, he’s not quick,” Geraghty said. 
“He pinged the first back down the back, 
they were making mistakes, I could hear 
them. The ground rode slow enough and I 
said, 'Maybe it’s too slow for them.’ ” 

Surprising Soul jumped the last in con¬ 
trol, but braced for challenges over the 
half-mile run to the finish. They never got 
to him. All the Way Jose moved out for 
a bid, but merely stayed on. Scorpiancer 
came under pressure, Hinterland made 
up a little ground, Redicean (GB) began 
to weaken. Winston C went to the inside 
and found his best stride of the whole 


race halfway around the bend. He got in 
tight, knocked over a beacon and couldn’t 
find room until the field straightened up. 
By then Surprising Soul was skipping away 
and proving uncatchable. Hinterland fin¬ 
ished second in the Lonesome Glory for 
the third time (2015, 2018, 2019) while AH 
the Way Jose hung on for third by a half- 
length over Winston C. 

“I landed over the last down the back 
and I kicked, keep going,” Geraghty said. 
'He’s flat out. He’s not quickening, but I’m 
in front of them, he’s just galloping, that’s 
his gallop.” 

A HAT TRICK 
FOR SNAP DECISION 

For months, jump jockey Willie 
McCarthy called Snap Decision a budding 
star and the rookie jumper backed up the 
opinion with his third consecutive win 
in the William Entenmann Memorial at 
Belmont Park Sept. 18. 

Trained by Jack Fisher for Bruton Street- 
US, Snap Decision bided his time behind a 
mild early pace, advanced from fifth to sec¬ 
ond after the last fence and prevailed in the 
long run-in to score by 2 lengths at shorter 
than 3-5. Early leader Arch My Boy (GB) 
stayed for second with Chief Justice (GB) 
third after 4:17.37 for 2% miles. McCarthy, 
aboard for all five of the horse’s hurdle 
starts, was impressed-again. 

“I said he’s the best horse I’ve ever rid¬ 
den and I know what I’m talking about,” 
he said. “I’ve been here long enough. He’s 
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a hell of a horse and I’m delighted to find 
a horse like this late in my career.” 

The only American-bred horse in the 
field, Snap Decision was destined for a 
career on the flat with his breeder Phipps 
Stable and trainer Shug McGaughey. The 
son of Hard Spun lost his only start as 
a 2-year-old in 2016, but won twice as a 
3-year-old the next season while also plac¬ 
ing in the Grade 3 Palm Beach Stakes and 
the ungraded Better Talk Now The half- 
brother to Grade 1 winner Mr. Speaker 
lost his final 11 starts for McGaughey, and 
wound up on the radar of Bruton Street 
partner Charlie Fenwick as a hurdle pros¬ 
pect. Snap Decision joined Fisher’s barn 
late last year, and has done little wrong 
since with seconds at the Queen’s Cup in 
April and Nashville in May, a maiden win at 
Monmouth Park in July and a 38V2-length 
romp at Saratoga in August. 

The novice stakes changed with the 
scratch of likely pacemaker Teodoro (Ire), 
who won by 33 3 /4 at Saratoga, and forced 
McCarthy to have to at least reconsider 
his strategy. 

“Completely different,” the jockey said. 
“I’ve been thinking about this race out run¬ 
ning, out walking, spin classes, I’ve been 
thinking about this race because you get 
a lot of time to think when you’ve got a 
couple of weeks before you ride again. 
The race I was thinking about was com¬ 
pletely different. This week, we figured out 
that horse had come out of it, so we knew 
it was going to be different. I knew there 
wasn’t going to be any speed.” 

Snap Decision could have probably 
made the early running (as he did in the 
win at Monmouth), but left that to Arch 
My Boy. Sportswear (GB), undefeated in 
two starts coming in, took over with a lap 
to go but couldn’t keep pace over the final 
half-mile. 

SNOWIE HILL WINS 
COLONIAL’S ROUSE 

“I got it half right.” 

That’s how Hill Parker described the 
Randolph W Rouse Stakes at Colonial 
Downs Sept. 7, moments after Snowie Hill 
won the filly and mare hurdle stakes and 
half-sister Get Ready Set Goes faded to 
seventh. 

Half right is all right in most endeavors, 
certainly steeplechasing. 

Running for Riverdee Stable and meet¬ 
ing up with Jack Doyle for the first time

this summer, Snowie Hill thrived with 
back-to-back wins at Colonial Downs. The 
4-year-old filly swarmed in the last stride to 
win a filly and mare maiden hurdle Aug. 17 
and came right back to win the Rouse by 
3% lengths. 

The victories erased a 0-for-4 record 
over hurdles for the daughter of Run Away 
and Hide. She finished a strong second in 
her hurdle debut at Shawan Downs last 
fall before suffering through a stop-and- 
start trip in the Gladstone at Far Hills. 
Freshened for the winter, she came back 
to finish fifth at Camden and sixth in the 
Margaret Currey Henley at the Iroquois 
in May. 

“I was banging my head against the 
wall, thinking, T know she can run, how 
on earth hasn’t she done it?’ ” Parker said. 
“Sometimes you just get frustrated with 
yourself, I was like, ‘Should I run her back 
on the flat?’” 

A winner of two races on the flat and 
stakes-placed against Ohio-breds, Snowie 
Hill could have easily returned to the flat 
but Parker rides her every day from his 
Lexington, Ky. base and was confident she 
was suited for the infield sport. 

“I train by how they feel underneath me, 
she feels super,” Parker said. “Why does a 
horse want to go long rather than short? 
It’s because they move efforfiessly over 
the ground with a longer stride, I don’t 
care if they’re a short horse, because she 
is a small horse, but when they have that 
effortless stride, it means they want to go 
long. When they relax, when they gallop 


well, when they don’t breathe hard. That’s 
how she’s been her whole life.” 

Parker would know. He does it all with 
his small stable of homebreds while sell¬ 
ing real estate to pay the bills. Get Ready 
Set Goes set the bar high, winning three 
straight over hurdles, including two stakes, 
in 2016. Sorry, big sister, but you have 
company at the top. 

“I loved Snowie from the beginning,” 
Parker said. “I thought she was going 
to be a chaser from the get go, she was 
everything her sister was but a little bit bet¬ 
ter, I know it sounds terrible to compare 
two horses, but she was always mentally 
tougher and physically tougher.” 

Parker watched the Rouse like always, 
agonizing and cheering, halter over his 
shoulder, the hands-on breeder/trainer/ 
groom/exercise rider/fan. 

“It was super, but I was distracted 
watching her sister. About the time she 
moved around the turn, you could tell she 
was moving into contention, you feel guilty, 
only watching Snowie. They’re my babies,” 
Parker said. “I love the day-to-day, I would 
never quit the day-to-day, I could very 
easily never run another horse. When you 
have one or two horses, you know them 
inside and out, you’re trying to get inside 
the horse’s mind. Real estate has taught me 
how to find the right people that I don’t 
have to manage. I’ve never been able to do 
that with horses. My enjoyment is stricfly 
by riding them every day.” 

Parker named Snowie Hill after his 
mother, Frances Snowden “Snowie” Hill 
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Myers, who died in 2014. She owned and 
trained flat horses and steeplechasers, fox 
hunted, rode hunters and jumpers from 
her Upper Marlboro, Md. farm. 

“I just wish she was around. I’m not 
saying we never had a decent horse but we 
never really had a decent horse,” Parker 
said. “She would be on top of the world. 
I wish she could have seen it. She would 
have killed me that I named a horse 
Snowie Hill, but that’s OK, she would have 
loved it.” 

JUMPING BACK HOME 

After a summer at the racetracks, the 
schedule returned to its roots with race 
meets at Shawan Downs in Maryland and 
Foxfield in Virginia relaunching the autumn 
schedule Sept. 28 and 29, respectively. 

Doyle made the two meets his personal 
playground, winning two at Shawan and 
sweeping all three jump races at Foxfield 
to get back in the championship race 
with early leader Michael Mitchell. The 
Maryland-based Doyle finished second, by 
a single win, in the 2018 standings. The 
streak of five consecutive wins started with 
two timber scores at Shawan-the $25,000 
open timber with Codrington College (Ire) 
and the maiden with Mercoeur (Fr). In 
the former, Doyle saved ground through¬ 
out and prevailed by a neck in a tight 
stretch battle with Schoodic. Trained by 
Jonathan Sheppard for Hudson River 
Farms, Codrington College won a maiden 
timber at the Queen’s Cup in 2018 and was 
third twice this spring. 

In other action at Shawan, Sharon 
Sheppard’s Khafayya (Ire) broke through 
the maiden ranks in his 13th attempt with a 
7-length romp for trainer Leslie Young and 
jockey Tom Garner. The 7-year-old son of 
Mawatheeq made his hurdle debut in 2016 
and had finished second five times. Trainer 
Jack Fisher won the first two—a 3-year-old 
maiden with Edie Dixon’s Elfitz (a half- 
brother to new timber hero Schoodic) and 
a $30,000 handicap hurdle with Woodslane 
Farm’s Pik Em—to reach 30 wins on the

year. 

Skylar McKenna guided It’s Nothing 
to win the amateur/apprentice timber at 
Shawan, securing her first sanctioned win 
and eliciting the traditional water dousing. 
Daughter of steeplechase trainers Kathy 
Neilson and Todd McKenna, the appren¬ 
tice was elated. 

“It’s so fun. So fun. I think this is what I 
want to do,” McKenna said. “I haven’t told 


Mom yet. I’m going to tell her, T’m going 
to be a jockey.’ I decided probably after my 
first sanctioned hurdle race at Willowdale 
this spring. It’s so much fun.” 

At Foxfield, Doyle’s day started with 
a maiden claiming hurdle win aboard 
Be Counted for Gill Johnston and Todd 


Wyatt, rolled through a filly/mare maiden 
hurdle win with KMSN Stable’s Inverness 
for Keri Brion’s first NSA score as a trainer 
and concluded with a maiden hurdle score 
aboard Skydiving for Hudson River and 
Sheppard. ■

Paul answers the Call

S o far this year, the Mid-Atlantic region 
has been the birthplace of 10 indi¬ 
vidual North American graded stakes 
winners. Only four, though, were sired by 
stallions who stand or stood in the region. 

Prince Lucky, by former Pennsylvania- 
based Corinthian, is the only multiple grad¬ 
ed winner to date, capturing the Grade 3 
Hal’s Hope at Gulfstream Park in February 
and following up in the Grade 2 Gulfstream 
Park Mile in March. West Virginia’s Fiber 
Sonde is the only area stallion with two 
graded winners — Runnin’toluvya in the 
Grade 2 Charles Town Classic in April 
and Late Night Pow Wow in the Grade 3 
Barbara Fritchie in February. 

The region’s first graded stakes win¬ 
ner of the year, though, was Call Paul, a 
son of Country Life Farm’s Friesan Fire, 
who won the Grade 3 Swale Stakes at 
Gulfstream Feb. 2 and has since added the 
listed Danzig Stakes at Penn National in 
June and New Castle Stakes at Delaware 
Park Sept. 28. 

Bred in Pennsylvania by Beasie Patter¬ 
son and Vicky Schowe, Call Paul made 
his first public appearance at the 2017 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic yearling sale in 
Marshall Silverman’s consignment, where 
Grassroots Training and Sales signed 
the ticket for $20,000. Wheeled back 
the following spring to the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic sale of 2-year-olds he showed 
what a bargain price that was by zipping an 
eighth of a mile in 10.40 seconds. Agent 
Gary Young purchased him for $210,000 
for the account of Michael Dubb, and he 
now races for Dubb, David Simon and 
Bethlehem Stables and trainer Jason Servis. 

Call Paul made a quick return on their 
investment, winning his first start at Dela¬ 
ware Park July 5, 2018, and following 
up with a game victory in the Grade 
2 Saratoga Special over 6A furlongs six 
weeks later. Stretched to a mile, he was no 
match for Complexity and Code of Honor 
in the Grade 1 Champagne, finishing third, 


or for Vekoma when third in the Grade 3 
Nashua. Call Paul closed his first season 
with an easy victory over state-bred foes in 
the Pennsylvania Nursery Stakes at Parx. 

He won again in graded company in 
the Grade 3 Swale, opening his 3-year-old 
campaign with a victory over Zenden, but 
finished third in the Grade 3 Bay Shore and 
second in the Gold Fever Stakes in New 
York before resuming winning ways with 
another easy win over Pennsylvania-breds 
in the Danzig. Call Paul has been com¬ 
petitive in open graded stakes but finished 
off the board in the Grade 3 Quick Call 
and Grade 1 H. Allen Jerkens in Saratoga 
before his New Castle victory. 

It is easy to forget-in fact it may be bet¬ 
ter if we forget since he finished 18th-that 
Call Paul’s sire Friesan Fire started favorite 
for the 2009 Kentucky Derby. As the win¬ 
ner of the Grade 3 Lecomte and Risen 
Star, and Grade 2 Louisiana Derby in his 
first three starts that year, Friesan Fire had 
been the most consistent horse in a chaotic 
Derby prep series made even murkier by 
the sloppy track conditions for the Derby. 
A maiden winner and third in the Grade 2 
Futurity at 2, Friesan Fire seemed to have 
matured into a genuine classic horse at 3. 
Instead, his three Louisiana wins proved 
the high point of his career as Mine That 
Bird upset the Derby at 50-1. Friesan Fire 
raced 10 more times with only one more 
win, in the Louisiana Handicap at his 
favorite track, Fair Grounds. 

Part of Friesan Fire’s appeal as a Derby 
favorite was that he was by leading sire A.P 
Indy out of the brilliant Australian Group 
1 winner Bollinger (Aus), by Dehere. 
Maryland’s Country Life Farm had lost 
another son of A.P. Indy, Malibu Moon, to 
Kentucky, and Friesan Fire seemed a natu¬ 
ral replacement when he retired in 2012. 

Call Paul is the second best of the 234 
foals Friesan Fire has sired in his first five 
seasons. Pride of place must go to the bril¬ 
liant but fragile Army Mule (out of Crafty 


Toast, by Crafty Prospector), an $825,000 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 2-year-old buy by 
Vinnie Viola’s St. Elias Stables, who won all 
three of his starts by wide margins, culmi¬ 
nating with a 6-length romp in the Grade 
1 Carter Handicap. Also a Pennsylvania- 
bred, Army Mule stood his first season in 
2019 at Hill £ n’ Dale Farm in Lexington. 

Army Mule and Call Paul are Friesan 
Fire’s only graded winners, but he has also 
sired black-type winners Fire Key (U R 
Key, by Albert the Great), Morning Fire 
(Four Star Morning, by Press Card) and 
Saratoga Bob (Lucky Dance, by Kafwain). 

Call Paul’s dam Avani Force, by Forestry, 
won five of her eight starts and earned 
$77,200. Call Paul is the third of her four 
foals of racing age, all of which have won. 
Her fourth foal, 2-year-old filly Pink Caddy 
(by El Padrino) won the Small Wonder 
Stakes at Delaware two races before Call 
Paul’s New Castle triumph. 

Avani Force’s yearling colt by Bullsbay 
sold for $55,000 at Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s 
fall yearling sale in September. The buyer? 
Dubb via agent Liz Crow. 

Avani Force’s dam, Avani, by Gulch, 
failed to produce any black-type horses 
among her eight foals, but she is half-sister 
to the high-class racemare Jade Flush, 
by Jade Hunter, winner of the Grade 2 
Rare Perfume and second in the Grade 
1 Spinster. Jade Flush is dam of stakes 
winner Megantic, by Theatrical (Ire), and 
granddam of multiple Grade 1 winner 
Harmonious, by Dynaformer. Avani is also 
half-sister to French stakes winner Tenga, 
by Mr. Prospector, dam of Grade 1 winner 
Startac, by Theatrical, and to stakes winner 
Royal Danzig, by Danzig. 

Avani’s dam, Royal Strait Flush, by 
Seattle Slew, was a full-sister to the bril¬ 
liant but ill-fated champion 2-year-old filly 
Landaluce, from the family of *Pange, 
by King’s Bench, who was imported to 
America after her son *Prince Royal II, 
by *Ribot, won the 1964 Prix de l’Arc de 
Triomphe. Her descendants include Grade 
1 winners Theatrical, Paradise Creek, Taiki 
Blizzard, Forbidden Apple, Wild Event, 
Bobby’s Kitten and David Junior, in addi¬ 
tion to Landaluce. 

Unlike Army Mule, Call Paul has likely 
not done enough yet to earn a place at stud, 
even if The Jockey Club follows through 
with its proposal to limit covers to 140 per 
year per stallion. He is dominant among 
Pennsylvania-breds, however, and always a 
danger in open company. ^

First winner for Xixixi 

Xixixi, a winning half-brother to 
Triple Crown winner American Pharoah 
who stands at Xanthus Farms in Gettys¬ 
burg, Pa., got his first winner with his 
first starter Sept. 29 at Parx Racing. The 
2-year-old filly Grace and Peace, one of 
11 foals from Xixixi’s first crop, battled 
throughout the 5 A-furlong maiden race 
before drawing off in the stretch to win 
by 1 3 A lengths. Out of the Corinthian 
mare Awesome Dama, Grace and Peace 
was bred by Maria Haire and campaigns 
for Stony Brook Stables. She is trained 
by Ed Coletti Jr. 

Descending from the Seattle Slew 
male line, 8-year-old Xixixi is a son 
of Maimonides (by champion Vindi¬ 
cation) and the first foal out of Little- 
princessemma. The daughter of Yankee 
Gentleman followed with the year-young- 
er American Pharoah, Grade 1-placed 
juvenile filly American Cleopatra, Irish 
Group 3-placed St Patrick’s Day, and 
one of the top 2-year-old fillies of 2018, 
Chasing Yesterday, winner of the Grade 
1 Starlet and three other stakes from 
seven starts, and third in this year’s 
Grade 1 Santa Anita Oaks. 


The property of Kirk Sheehan, Xixixi 
stood the 2019 season for $3,500 live 
foal, or $2,500 for mares foaling in Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

Freedom Child 
sold to South Korea 

Country Life Farm stallion Freedom 
Child, who stood at the Bel Air, Md., 
farm since 2014, has been sold to South 
Korea. The 9-year-old son of Malibu 
Moon leaves the region ranked 15th 
on the Mid-Atlantic leading sires list 
(through early October), with 2019 prog¬ 
eny earnings in excess of $1 milli on from 
three crops to race. 

Among Freedom Child’s top per¬ 
formers are multiple stakes winners 
Limited View ($268,726) and Parisian 
Diva ($242,170). 

Winner of the Grade 2 Peter Pan 
Stakes by more than 13 lengths, Freedom 
Child earned $170,072 in eight starts. Out 
of the Deputy Minister mare Bandstand, 
a daughter of Grade 1 winner City Band, 
Freedom Child is from the family of 
champion Shanghai Bobby. 


B ourbon Courage, the Mid-Atlantic 
region’s leading freshman sire 
(through mid-October), got his first 
stakes winner when Raging Whiskey went 
gate-to-wire in the $75,000 Capote Stakes 
at Los Alamitos Race Course Sept. 21. 

Breaking quickly, Raging Whiskey shot 
to the lead, set fractions of :21.55, :44.56 
and 1:08.96, and drew off with authority to 
win by 8 lengths in a solid 1:15.61 for the 
614 furlongs. Trained by Doug O’Neill for 
Pappas Horse Racing and Charles Bartlett, 
the two-time winner was third in the Grade 
3 Sanford Stakes at Saratoga in July and has 
earnings of $107,927 from seven starts. 

Bred in Maryland by Finn’s Nickel LLC 
and Anchor and Hope Farm, Raging 
Whiskey is the fourth foal and first black- 
type winner for the Quiet American mare 
Fullerene, who has two winners from four 
starters. 

Bourbon Courage is a Grade 2-winning 
millionaire by Lion Heart out of the 
Carson City mare Shine Forth. In a career 
of highlights that includes winning the 
Super Derby-G2 at Louisiana Downs by 5 
lengths and setting a track record at 
Keeneland while getting 614 furlongs in 
1:15.38, Bourbon Courage was second or 
third in 10 additional stakes and finished a 
fast-closing fourth in the 2014 Breeders’ 
Cup Sprint-Gl. Racing for Bourbon Lane 
Stable, Bourbon Courage retired with a 
record of 4-6-6 out of 25 starts, had Grade 
1 placings in the Clark and Donn Handicaps 
and Cigar Mile, and earned $1,129,187. 

Raging Whiskey is one of five winners 
from 13 starters in Bourbon Courage’s first 
crop of 45 foals, and is his sire’s top earner. 
Bourbon Courage ranks first on the Mid- 
Atlantic region’s freshman sires list with 
progeny earnings of more than $325,000. 

Bourbon Courage descends from 
champion Chris Evert (his fourth dam), 
and is from the family of Eclipse Award¬ 
winning juvenile and major sire Chief’s 
Crown, multimillionaire Sights eek, million¬ 
aires Tates Creek and champion sire 
Bowman’s Band, and Grade 1 winner 
Classic Crown, the granddam of Japanese 
millionaires A Shin G Line, Reach the 
Crown and Crown Princess. 

Now 10, Bourbon Courage stood the 
2019 season at Anchor and Hope Farm in 
Port Deposit, Md., for $5,000 live foal as 
the property of a syndicate.

First-crop stakes winner for Hangover Kid 


M iss J McKay, the first runner and 
winner for freshman sire Hangover 
Kid, added stakes winner to her 
record when taking the $100,000 Anne 
Arundel County Stakes for 2-year-old fil¬ 
lies at Laurel Park Sept. 28 by 5 lengths. 

Trained by Cal Lynch for Maxis Stable, 
Madaket Stables LLC and Wonder Stables, 
the bay filly ridden by Trevor McCarthy 
covered 5 A furlongs on the turf in 1:02.49, 
more than a second faster than colts ran 
later on the card. She went off the 4-5 
favorite following her stakes debut in the 
Colleen at Monmouth Park eight weeks 
earlier, where she proved much the best 
but was disqualified from first to third due 
to bumping at the top of the stretch. 

For her third start, Miss J McKay broke 
last and raced 7 lengths off the early pace, 
accelerated between horses on the turn, 
swept to the front at the top of the stretch 
and burst away. It was her second official 
win in three starts — she won first-time out 
at Laurel Park July 5 —and pushed her earn¬ 
ings to $91,953. 

Bred by Linda Oliff Rohleder, Miss J 
McKay is the first foal for the Maryland- 
bred Street Boss mare Ballykiss. Sold as a 
weanling for $1,500 at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic December Mixed Sale, Miss J 
McKay was purchased for $55,000 by 
Maxis Stable at last year’s Midlantic Eastern 
Fall Yearling Sale. She is one of six foals in 
Hangover Kid’s first crop. 

Standing at Murmur Farm in Darlington, 
Md., Hangover Kid is a graded stakes- 
winning son of 2000 champion older horse 
and classic winner Lemon Drop Kid. 

A winner of seven races over four sea¬ 
sons, from 7 furlongs to Wz miles, Hang¬ 
over Kid won Belmont Park’s Bowling 
Green Handicap-G2 and the West Point 
Stakes at Saratoga. His stakes-placings 
were seconds in the Monmouth Stakes-G2 
and Red Smith Handicap-G3 and a third in 
the United Nations-Gl. He won or placed 
in 17 of 26 career starts and earned 
$643,203 over four seasons. 

Out of Absolute Patience, a half-sister 
to multiple graded stakes winner Who Did 
It and Run, Hangover Kid is from the fam¬ 
ily of Grade 1-winning millionaire and 
track record setter Cost of Freedom, mul¬ 
tiple graded stakes winner and $764,342- 
earner Truly a Judge, and multiple stakes 
winner and graded stakes-placed Giant 
Run, an earner of $456,540.

Pennsylvania-bred Mirth 
shines in California Grade 1 



W hen Larry Karp’s Texas-based Barlar LLC purchased Di’s 
Delight, a 14-year-old broodmare in foal to Colonel John, 
for $23,000 at the 2014 Keeneland November sale, the 
stars for success began to align. 

The foal became Mirth, a Pennsylvania-bred filly born the 
following April. Four and a half years later Mirth gave the per¬ 
formance of a lifetime for owner Little Red Feather Racing and 
trainer Phil DAmato as she led gate-to-wire in the $300,000 
Rodeo Drive Stakes-Gl at Santa Anita Sept. 28. With Mike Smith 
aboard, she scored by 1 % lengths while completing 1 % miles on 
the turf in 1:58.47. 

Along with her first stakes victory, Mirth earned a berth in the 
Breeders’ Cup Filly and Mare Turf-Gl at Santa Anita Nov. 2 with 
the “Win and You’re In” Breeders’ Cup qualifier. 

Mirth launched her career at 2 for Karp and Penn National- 
based trainer Bernie Houghton but didn’t have much success 
when asked to sprint. It took five tries to break her maiden, which 
finally came for a $16,000 claiming price at Delaware Park that 
September, her first start on the turf, and her second at more than 
a mile. She roared home by 8 3 4 lengths and didn’t run again until 
May. 

Her 3-year-old season consisted of two starts - starter allow¬ 
ance wins at Laurel Park in May and June, both at 1 Vi6 miles on the 
turf—before she was purchased by the California racing partner- 
shp Little Red Feather Racing. 

Mirth kicked off her 2019 season in January going a mile on 
the turf -she finished sixth. But in seven starts beyond a mile she 
has a record of 2-3-1. She made her first attempt at 114 miles in 
Santa Anita’s Possibly Perfect, her stakes debut, in June and missed

by a neck after leading in the stretch. The Breeders’ Cup Filly and 
Mare Turf-Gl is run at 114 miles. 

With her win in the Rodeo Drive, Mirth earned $180,000 to 
more than double her career earnings to $315,563, as her record 
improved to 5-4-2 from 16 starts. 

Karp initially bought Di’s Delight, a daughter of French 
Deputy, at the 2011 Keeneland November sale for $55,000, in 
foal to Zensational, for a partnership. Three years later the mare 
was offered to dissolve the partnership, and Karp made the win¬ 
ning bid. 

Di’s Delight is the dam of nine foals of racing age, eight 
winners, including 5-year-old Heat Dome, a stakes-placed son 
of Jump Start bred by Barlar with earnings of $137,794. Barlar 
campaigns the 3-year-old Houghton-trained filly Vault (by Jump 
Start), who has a record of 11-3-4-1 and earnings of $107,806. 
Vault’s latest outing was a 10-length win at Penn National Sept. 25. 

Di’s Delight has a yearling colt by Jump Start and weanling 
colt from the first crop of Alliance, and was bred back to Alliance 
for 2020. Owned by Barlar, Alliance stands at Bonita Farm in 
Darlington, Md. The son of Harlan’s Holiday is a half-brother to 
two-time champion grass mare Tepin and millionaire Vyjack. 

Mirth has been supplemented (Hip 205) to Fasig-Tipton’s 
November sale in Lexington, Ky. Nov. 5, three days after the 
Breeders’ Cup. 

Maryland-bred Selflessly 
gets first win in Miss Grillo 

S elflessly is already living up to high expectations after only 
two starts. A 2-year-old daughter of leading sire More Than 
Ready owned by Seth Klarman’s Klaravich Stables and 
trained by Chad Brown, the Maryland-bred was seeking her first 
win when facing seven others in the Miss Grillo Stakes-G2 at 
Belmont Park Sept. 29. She not only succeeded, but placed herself 
on the path to the Breeders’ Cup. 

Rated off slow fractions in the Miss Grillo, Selflessly moved 
three wide approaching the far turn and shook off all chal¬ 
lengers to score by three-quarters of a length. She became the 
fourth consecutive Miss Grillo winner for Brown, who has 
used the 1 !46-mile turf test as a steppingstone to the $1 million 
Breeders’ Cup Juvenile Fillies Turf-Gl. Four of Brown’s seven 
Miss Grillo winners—Maram, Lady Eli, New Money Honey 
and Newspaperofrecord (Ire) —added a Breeders’ Cup victory. 
Selflessly is not nominated to the Breeders’ Cup, but Brown noted 
she most likely would be supplemented. 

The dark bay filly acquitted herself well in her career debut 
at Saratoga Aug. 28, a 5V2-furlong maiden special on the turf. At 
one point she was as many as 8 lengths behind, involved in a few

bumping incidents, had a wide trip, yet missed by a half-length. 
Brown “treated the debut as if she won.” The Miss Grillo’s added 
distance was a bonus. 

“I think stretching out and the experience from that first start 
were the keys here,” said the trainer after the stakes win. “She ran 
a really good race on debut and was unlucky not to win.” 

Hall of Fame rider Javier Castellano, aboard for both her starts, 
was impressed, describing the filly as “very professional; she has 
a great mind and great body. I think she’s a horse that’s Breeders’ 
Cup [caliber]. She can handle it. She’s well-bred and has a great 
trainer in Chad Brown. I was very fortunate to be in this spot.” 

Selflessly is the second foal out of the Grand Slam mare 
Uniformly Yours bred by George Doetsch, chairman of the 
Apple Ford Lincoln automobile dealership in Columbia, Md., 
and owner of Marama Farm in Clarksville. The mare’s first foal, 
4-year-old filly Enchanted Ghost (by Ghostzapper), won the 
2018 Wide Country Stakes and this year’s Maryland Racing Media 
Stakes, and has three stakes-placings from 17 starts while earning 
$262,182. 

Enchanted Ghost sold as a yearling at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic sale for $75,000; Selflessly went through the auction ring 
as a weanling, bringing $190,000 at Keeneland November, with 
De Meric Stables making the purchase for Klarman. In her two 
starts, Selflessly has earned $128,000. 

Nine-year-old Uniformly Yours produced a 2018 filly by 
Honor Code who sold for $100,000 to Jay Em Ess Stable at 
Keeneland September. The mare produced a colt by Kitten’s Joy 
this past April and was bred back to Kitten’s Joy.

'Women of the Turf' Kusner, Jackson , 
Williams honored at Hays-Heighe House

Kathy Kusner was presented 
with a special award from 
the Maryland Department 
of Agriculture by Maryland 
Racing Commission executive 
director Mike Hopkins. 

The old stone house at 
the heart of the Harford Com¬ 
munity College campus could 
probably tell lots of amazing 
tales that it had witnessed as 
the home of Robert and Anne 
Heighe, who owned the horse 
farm on which the college's 
campus now stands. 

But it would be hard- 
pressed to tell a better one 
than that of Kathy Kusner, 
one of the first women to ride 
for the United States Eques¬

trian Team, the first American 
woman to win an Olympic 
medal in show jumping and 
the first licensed female jockey 
in the U.S. 

Kusner, now 79, got her li¬ 
cense on Sept. 27, 1968, when 
the Maryland circuit court de¬ 
cided in less than five minutes 
that-based on the 1964 Civil 
Rights Act-a woman could 
not be denied a license based 
on gender alone. It was a de¬ 
cision that overrode four de¬ 


nials by the Maryland Racing 
Commission and opened the 
starting gates to progress. 

"I'd like to thank Kathy 
for paving the way for us 
women," said Liz McKnight, 
the second female jockey 
to win the Maryland Hunt 
Cup in 1986, during a ques- 
tion-and-answer session with 
Kusner on Oct. 4 at HCC. 

Kusner was the first to 
ride in the Hunt Cup in 1971. 
Jockey Joy Slater was the first

woman to win it in 1980 (and 
again in 1981) and then McK- 
night won in 1986. "We could 
never have done it without 
you." 

Later, McKnight said Kus- 
ner "took on the authorities in 
a male-dominated sport. She 
got a lawyer and got it done. 
I'm not sure any of [the rest of 
us] would have done that. But 
she didn't care [about the re¬ 
percussions]." 

Kusner knew what she 
wanted and was willing to 
do what it took to reach her 
goal-"to be able to ride on 
the track in the afternoons, 
not just during practice in 
the mornings," she said. "I 
wanted to be where the action 
was." 

The action on this cool au¬ 
tumn evening, where Kusner 
was an honored guest for the 
opening of the exhibit Wom¬ 
en of the Turf and about to 
be presented with a special 
award for her contributions 
to the sport, was the Hays- 
Heighe House. 

There Kusner was greet¬ 
ed as racing royalty, as she 
moved through the exhibit 
and eventually came to rest 
on a sofa in an upstairs room, 
admiring the photographic 
works of Lydia Williams and 
Cappy Jackson, on display as 
part of the Women of the Turf 
exhibit. 

Williams and Jackson 
themselves were being hon¬ 
ored as the 2019 recipients of 
the Robert and Anne Heighe 
Award for Excellence in 
Equestrian Journalism. 

The works of all three 
demonstrate tenacity, focus 
and exceptional talent-and, 
not least of all, the love of the 
sport in which they work. 

Williams, who has previ¬ 
ously described herself as shy, 
seemed just that, as she an¬ 
swered questions in a momen¬ 
tarily quiet space. 

When asked what she 
thought of being added to a 
list of past honorees that in¬ 
cludes the late dean of Mary¬ 
land turf writers Joe Kelly, in¬ 
ternational racing cartoonist 
Pierre "Peb" Bellocq and the 
late 13-time Emmy-winning 
television sports commenta¬ 
tor Jim McKay, she said: "This 


is not at all who I am. It's very 
nice, but it's not why I do 
what I do. I just do it because I 
like it. I enjoy it. 

"It was never about being 
a professional photographer," 
continued the woman who is 
known to be a fixture at major 
races. "I just enjoy racing." 

She says she loves taking 
photos of the young foals and 
the pensioners more than oth¬ 
ers. But a photo of jockey Laf- 
fit Pincay in 1979 taking the 
time to sign autographs for 
two small children, she says, 
is her favorite. It shows her 
eye for magic. And another of 
then soon-to-be Triple Crown 
winner Affirmed in 1978, 
running riderless the wrong 
way at Santa Anita during 
morning training, after having 
chucked his rider, shows her 
abilities with the camera. She 
snapped the shot, showing 
all four feet off the track, and 
every ripple of every muscle 
in Affirmed's chestnut coat 
testifies to the energy of the 
moment. 

It is a passion for Williams, 
as it is for Jackson, who has 
expanded her work from 
horses to international fashion 
to the NFL and GQ magazine. 

But the first photo Jackson 
had published was one of J.B. 
Secor and Charlie Fenwick 
taking their horses over a 
fence together, side-by-side, at 
the old Howard County race 
course. It made the cover of 
the Chronicle of the Horse , and 
the sport has remained her 
passion. 

"I love horses and I'm an 
artist," she says. "I get that 
from my dad. I loved looking 
through my [lens], loved light. 
To me, it's all about light-ear¬ 
ly in the morning and late eve¬ 
ning." 

The joy of their photogra¬ 
phy could be seen, as the two 
came together at the exhibit 
and discussed their work as 
friends and professionals, 
exchanging camera settings, 
"500, f/8 lens, Nikon." 

As for Kusner, her work 
was also art, but in a much dif¬ 
ferent way. Longtime Mary¬ 
land trainer Billy Christmas 
was one of few trainers in the 
early years of Kusner's career 
to give her work. 


"She rode all of my horses, 
and they weren't very good," 
said Christmas. 

"They weren't," agreed 
Kusner. "But he rode me on 
all his horses and I didn't even 
know him. But it was great for 
me. They gave me lots of prac¬ 
tice. And he had one that was 
great. I got to ride Terrible Ti¬ 
ger." 

Terrible Tiger was a mul¬ 
tiple stakes winner who won 
23 times in 72 starts, earning 
$263,313. 

"Kathy was amazing," re¬ 
membered Christmas, who 
turns 94 in November and still 
has horses in training. "What 
she could do in the morning 
... She would take horses that 
were bad to handle and she'd 
turn them into different, better 
horses and better-mannered 
horses. 

"I think she was the best I 
ever saw. She always desired 
to learn. She was a student 
and she always wanted to be 
better. She got silver at the 
Olympics, and it wasn't good 
enough. She wanted gold." 

And she did win gold, 
though it was in the Pan 
American Games in 1963, on 
a horse named Unusual, who 
like Terrible Tiger, had his 
quirks. 

"With Terrible Tiger, a 
horse maybe only one other 
person could ride, she got on 
him and within five days she 
could gallop him, put him 
on the outside of the track, 
the inside, the middle. And 
she could make it look easy," 
Christmas recalled. "She on¬ 
ly needed four fingers [on the 
reins]." 

Kusner smiled at that. 

"Well," she said. "It wasn't 
quite like that. Terrible Tiger 
was a very tough horse. I got 
to ride him in a race at Marl¬ 
boro [in 1971]. We won. The 


next day, they bulldozed the 
track!" 

Yes, the Marlboro racetrack 
is gone but the memories lin¬ 
ger for Kusner, Christmas and 
others. 

Riding in the races was 
what Kusner wanted. A horse 
like Terrible Tiger was a joy 
for her, any horse, every horse 
was. But she did seem to have 
an unusual ability to work 
with difficult ones. 

In fact, one named Un¬ 
touchable was one of those, 
and she competed in two 
Olympics [1964 and 1968] 
with him. They won every¬ 
where they went, with the 
smallish, light horse clearing 
walls as high as 6 feet, 7 inches. 

"He could jump high and 
wide," she remembered of 
the special horse she rode. 
"But in the latter part of the 
course, he might start going 
sideways during the final 
approach [to the jump]," she 
recalled laughing, as she told 
the crowd the story of this 
horse. "It was a wonderful 
adventure. Normally, he was 
such a good jumper, when he 
got to the jump, even when 
running sideways, he'd clear 
it, no matter how high! It was 
fun, fun, fun!" 

Both Kusner and Untouch¬ 
able wound up in the Show 
Jumping Hall of Fame, but 
like Williams and Jackson, 
she appreciated her horses 
just like they appreciated their 
photography. 

It was and is all about the 
joy they bring. ** 

The Women of the Turf ex¬ 
hibit will remain on display at 
the Hays-Heighe House at HCC 
through Dec. 20. Exhibit hours 
are Tuesdays from 1 to 3 p.m., 
Thursdays from 3 to 5 p.m., and 
Fridays and first Saturdays from 
10 a.m. to noon. Admission is 
free.

Monitoring and promoting 
the state’s breeding industry

Belair, Bowling Brook, 
Country Life, Fox Hill, Fuss, 
Glen Riddle, Grove, Prospect 
Hill, Sagamore, The Caves, 
Verdant Valley, Worthington... 
a few of these farms remain 
in operation today, but many 
woven into the fabric of the 
early history of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association 
are no more. The association 
published a list of 45 Mary¬ 
land Thoroughbred farms for 
the first time in the February 
1937 issue of The Maryland 
Horse , and over the decades 
the MHBA has kept tabs on 
the farms, acreage, stallions 
and breeding stock-all an 
important component of the 
state's agricultural industry. 

The 45 farms listed in 1937 
covered nearly 21,000 acres in 
11 counties. Two years later, 
MHBA field secretary Hum¬ 
phrey S. Finney counted the 
forms returned by state breed¬ 
ers and found there were ap¬ 
proximately 400 mares used 
for breeding in the state, with 
more than 60 farms reported. 

By 1945, Finney provid¬ 
ed new census figures at the 
MHBA's annual meeting-ap¬ 
proximately 42,000 acres in 
Maryland were devoted to 
Thoroughbred production, 
divided into 115 farms. There 
were 55 stallions, 400 mares 
and approximately 300 year¬ 
lings, with bloodstock and 
farm properties valued at 
about $5 million. 

Results of an annual cen¬ 
sus from the Horse and Mule 
Association of America were 
published in The Maryland 
Horse each year, but soon more 
comprehensive figures on the 
state's Thoroughbred industry 
were sought. 

The MHBA conducted its 
own census and released the 
figures in April 1950 in The 
Maryland Horse. Thorough¬ 
bred production was taking 
place at 177 farms, in 18 coun¬ 
ties, encompassing 46,797 


acres. "Accepting the most 
conservative of valuations," 
noted the magazine, "this 
would make the real estate 
alone involved in the proposi¬ 
tion worth around $10,000,000. 
Add the value of the 70 stal¬ 
lions and 825 broodmares, 
together with about 500 year¬ 


lings and miscellaneous other 
Thoroughbreds domiciled on 
the farms and not reckoned as 
horses in training, and one has 
a pretty healthy investment in 
Thoroughbreds in Maryland." 

Numbers received a boost 
with the creation of The Mary¬ 
land Fund in 1962. An MHBA 
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The last map created by MHBA was in 2005 and included all known 
horse farms (Thoroughbred and Standardbred) and riding stables. 


survey released in April 1964 
revealed there were 276 horse 
farms in the state, encompass¬ 
ing 46,047 acres. The count 
for Thoroughbred stallions 
was 158-by far the largest in 
the state's history. Of the 19 
counties reporting at least one 
horse farm, Baltimore County 
remained the most popular, 
with 88 spread over 13,139 
acres. There were 28 stallions 
and 365 broodmares reported 
in Baltimore County alone. 

The MHBA launched its 
first full-fledged stallion reg¬ 
ister and farm maps issue in 
January 1965, and featured a 
five-color map of the state's 
384 horse farms. County maps 


showed the location of each 
Thoroughbred farm reported. 
The maps were updated and 
published annually over the 
next four decades. 

Various state and universi¬ 
ty studies of the industry have 
been made in recent decades. 
Then in November 2016 The 
Sage Policy Group Survey, a 
study to measure the econom¬ 
ic and fiscal impacts of Mary¬ 
land's horse industry, was 
released, showing increases 
during the decade, traceable 
to the Maryland Slot Machines 
Amendment passed in 2008. 

Working in conjunction 
with the MHBA and closely 
aligned industry partners and

The MHBA promotes the 
f state's industry as well as 

j keeping abreast of the num¬ 

bers. In addition to the month- 
[ ly publication of The Maryland 

f Horse , and now Mid-Atlantic 

Thoroughbred , the association 
has produced films, farm 
maps and brochures, main¬ 
tains websites and a social me¬ 
dia presence, has coordinated 
farm tours and hosted interna¬ 
tional visitors. 

By September 1949, the 
MHBA's 16 mm. sound and 
color film The Maryland Horse , 
produced by Bernard Living¬ 
ston, had been shown in 22 
states. It was available to inter¬ 
ested groups without charge 
beyond return postage. 

The MHBA was also a sup¬ 
porter of the documentary 
Racing the Times , which made 
its debut in 2015. Covering 
the history of Thoroughbred 
racing in Maryland, it had its 
world premiere at the Senator 
Theatre in Baltimore that May, 
and aired on Maryland Public 
Television two days later. The 
film that was runner-up for an 
Eclipse Award in the category 
Television - Feature. 



The 1965 map (left) was in a 
pocket in the back of the first 
Stallion Directory, published 
in January 1965. That was the 
first issue where the county-by- 
county maps appeared, marking 
all the MHBA member farms. 

The Baltimore County map 
(above), eventually grew to two 
pages in the late 1970s. 


Over the decades the 
MHBA has organized stallion 
showings and retired horse 
parades at racetracks, farm 
tours across the state, and in 
September 1980 hosted a two- 
day National Breeders Confer¬ 
ence in Hunt Valley, Md., with 
speakers and attendees from 
22 states and Canada. High¬ 
lights included a boat trip to 
Chesapeake City, where Wind- 
fields Farm stallions Northern 
Dancer and The Minstrel were 
on display When Russian con¬ 
nections arrived for the Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., International in 
1987, they were shown area 
breeding farms by members 
of the MHBA board. MHBA 
representatives were part of a 
Maryland contingent to visit 
South Korea in 1997 to build 
a trade market for state-bred 
horses. Last December a South 
Korean delegation visited 
farms and the Timonium sales 
as guests of the MHBA. 

In May of this year, the 
MHBA hosted the Maryland 
Thoroughbred Horse Farm 
Tour, a free, self-guided tour 
of horse farms around the 
state open to the public. 

Getting the word out about 
the importance of the industry 
has been a goal of the MHBA 
since its inception. It continues 
to this day ** 













































Maryland-sired foals 
increase in 2019 


M aryland stallions had 
the highest percentage of in¬ 
crease in the nation of live 
foals produced in 2019 when 
compared to 2018, according 
to The Jockey Club's 2018 
Breeding Statistics. Among 
the top 10 states and provinces 
based on mares covered in 
2018, Maryland was one of 
only three to see an increase in 
production. 

With statistics compiled 
through Sept. 26, Maryland 
saw an 11.2 percent increase 
with 537 Maryland-sired live 
foals compared to 483 report¬ 


ed in 2018. The other states 
showing a rise in numbers 
were California, with a 2.2 
percent increase, and Louisi¬ 
ana, 2.1 percent. The Jockey 
Club estimates that the num¬ 
ber of live foals reported so far 
is approximately 90 percent 
complete. 

"Maryland is the only state 
to have a double-digit increase 
in foal production for the last 
two years. I think the thing to 
attribute that to is a program 
where the people that run rac¬ 
ing, the people that run breed¬ 
ing, and the people that own

horses are all walking in lock- 
step in an agreement for a 
long-term, stable business en¬ 
vironment. And I think that's 
really the key, that allows peo¬ 
ple to invest," stated T.K. 
Kuegler, founder and manag¬ 
ing partner of Wasabi Ven¬ 
tures Stables and current 
MHBA board member. "Noth¬ 
ing is more important to a new 
stallion than how many mares 
you can get to it and having 
the one jurisdiction with 
growth happening allows you 
to bring a new stallion to that 
state and be successful." 

Keugler will stand a new 
stallion in Maryland in 2020. 

Maryland ranked sixth on 
the list of states and provinces 
with the most mares covered 


in 2018, with 877 by 31 Mary¬ 
land stallions, an average of 
more than 28 per stallion. 

Maryland stallions with 
more than 20 live foals report¬ 
ed in 2019, based on The Jock¬ 
ey Club's statistics are: Divin¬ 
ing Rod, 69; Holy Boss, 49; 
Great Notion, 45; Golden Lad, 
42; Mosler, 41; Madefromlu- 
cky, 38; Imagining, 31; Blofeld, 
26; Bourbon Courage, 24; 
Street Magician, 22. 

The Jockey Club reported 
that 1,630 stallions covered 
32,508 mares in North Ameri¬ 
ca during 2018, resulting in 
20,363 live foals of 2019 being 
reported to TJC on Live Foal 
Reports, a 3.6 percent decrease 
from last year's 21,130 live 
foals. ^

E ven though his horse was a maiden and 
had never run on the grass, trainer Graham 
Motion never hesitated to enter New Jersey- 
bred Irish Mias in the $200,000 Laurel Futurity, 
a l!/i6-mile stakes on the grass. He knew his colt 
had talent and he knew that with his pedigree 
the chances that he was capable of winning a 
stakes race were outstanding. 

Motion was right. Irish Mias won by a 
head with Manny Franco aboard. The bettors 
certainly weren’t fooled as he went off as the 
3-1 second choice. 


the grass for 2-year-old fillies with Sharing, 
as well as took the Bald Eagle Derby when 
He’s No Lemon was placed first through 
disqualification. 

Had Irish Mias’ pedigree been different, 
Motion might have picked an easier spot. But 
the colt owned by Isabelle Haskell de Tomaso is 
the latest in the line of horses she owns whose 
names begin or end with the word “Irish.” For 
the whole lot, the broodmare Irish Sovereign is 
either the dam or the grand dam, and it seems 
like every one of them can run. 



It was a big day at Laurel for the trainer, 
who also finished second in the Laurel Futurity 
with Torres Del Paine, won the Selima on 


“It’s phenomenal,” Motion said. “They are 
all runners. It is extraordinary. It is a credit to 
Isabelle.” 
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Irish Mias is by Sky Mesa out of Irish Score. Irish Score is 
a half-sister to Irish War Cry, the Grade 2 Wood Memorial 
winner and arguably the best Jersey-bred to come around in 
at least the last 10 years. She’s also a half-sister to Irish Strait, a 
winner of three stakes, including the Grade 3 Red Bank Stakes. 
All are Jersey-breds. 

In addition, Irish Score’s first foal is also a stakes winner. 
Regally Irish won this year’s Bridgetown Stakes at Aqueduct. 

Motion said Irish Score had talent, but she was not able 
to live up to the accomplishments of her half-brothers. She 
won twice, a maiden special weight at Aqueduct and then an 
allowance race at Gulfstream, which wound up being her last 
start. 

“She was quite talented, quite quick,” Motion said. “We just 
had soundness issues with her and that’s why she was retired.” 


Irish Mias was slated to make his debut in a maiden race 
on the grass at Saratoga, but the race was transferred to the 
dirt. He ran a strong second and earned an 80 Beyer, which 
convinced Motion to give the colt another try on the dirt. He 
ran second again. 

Despite two solid efforts on the dirt. Motion believed Irish 
Mias would be better on the grass. “I always thought he was 
going to be a grass horse because he trained so well on the 
synthetic at Fair Hill,” he said. “Usually, if they go better on the 
Tapeta than they do on the dirt it’s a pretty good indication 
that they’re going to like the grass. We got a little off track 
when the race came off the grass at Saratoga. I think his future 
will be on the grass.” 

Motion said he never worried about running a maiden in a 
stakes race. 
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“I felt pretty good about running him in that spot,” he said. 
“I always thought he was one of my best colts. I feel more 
and more with these 2-year-olds, especially when competing 
at a place like Saratoga, that they’ve been competing against 
the very best. I think if you compete in a maiden up there, 
especially as well as he ran, you can also compete in a stakes.” 

That the colt can go long or short and run on the dirt or 
turf gives Motion a lot of options. But unless something tells 
him otherwise, his plan is to turn Irish Mias into a grass horse. 
One place he will not be going to is the Breeders’ Cup. 

“He’s not nominated and even if he were it would be too 
extravagant and probably would be asking a lot,” the trainer 
said. 

Motion isn’t sure where Irish Mias will run next, but he was 
looking at the Awad Stakes at Belmont in late October as a 
possibility. It is a 1-mile turf race. 

Irish Strait has had another solid year. Through mid- 
September, he had won five of seven starts, including the 
Henry Clark Stakes at Laurel. He has not run since June 23. 
Regally Irish has lost four straight since the stakes win in April 
at Aqueduct, but Motion is not ready to give up on him. 

“Regally Irish has been a little bit of a disappointment,” 
Motion said. “He’s a little in and out, a little inconsistent. I also 
think quite highly of him. I’m just not quite sure where he fits 


best. He’s won sprinting on the grass and has won going long 
on the grass and he also handles the dirt.” 

Are there more? It looks likes like it. 

Motion is training a 2-year-old who is a half-sister to 
Irish War Cry. Her name is Irish Charmer and is, of course, a 
Jersey-bred 

“She’s almost ready to run and I think she’s OK,” he said. “I 
like her. She’s a little tricky in the morning, but she has talent 
and I like her.” 

Irish Sovereign also produced Irish Politics, a stakes-placed 
Jersey-bred winner. 

In time, we’ll know how good Irish Charmer is, but chances 
are she’ll have ability. When Irish Sovereign shows up on the 
pedigree page, there’s every chance the offspring will be a 
runner. And, with the exception of Irish War Cry, who is by 
Curlin, De Tomaso has done an excellent job of finding sires in 
the mid-price ranges to breed the mare to. 

Irish Charmer is by Graydar. Irish Mias’s sire is Sky Mesa. 
Irish Strait is by English Channel and Regally Irish is by Regal 
Ransom, who is now deceased. With a $25,000 stud fee, 
English Channel is the priciest of any of those stallions. 

The Irish Sovereign assembly line keep producing runners. 
The latest is Irish Mias. He’s got more to prove, but, obviously, 
the potential is there. 


Oak Bluffs rallies to win Joey P. Handicap 


O ak Bluffs, claimed back by trainer Mary Eppler for 

$20,000 two starts ago, showed his grit and penchant for 
winning by rallying from next-to-last to capture the $75,000 
Joey P. Handicap at 5 furlongs on the grass Sept. 14 at Mon¬ 
mouth Park. 

The hard-hitting gelding, sent off as the 11-10 favorite in 
the field of seven New Jersey-breds, scored by a half-length 
over Pnutbutter Special. It was a nose back to Like What I See 
in third in a blanket finish. 

The victory was the 19th overall and 15th on the grass for 
the 9-year-old son of Defrere—Disco Shaker, by Disco Rico. 
Oak Bluffs was bred in New Jersey by Patricia Generazio. 

“I had to claim him back,” said Eppler, who also now owns 
Oak Bluffs. “He was too good to me, even if I never ran him 
back. I originally claimed him in November of 2015 for $5,000. 
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He did nothing but run well for me before he was claimed 
away [on March 17 for $25,000]. I had to get him back. He’s 
just a tough, old sound horse who loves to win. He always tries 
hard.” 

For a late-running turf sprinter the race set-up could not 
have been more ideal, with an early five-horse scramble for the 
lead and the opening quarter mile going in :21.07. Oak Bluffs 
was next-to-last early, before jockey Paco Lopez made a move 
entering the turn. Oak Bluffs was still fifth then. 

“I love this horse. I know this horse very well. He always 
tries,” said Lopez. “Sometimes he’s back a little too far early on, 
sometimes he’s right there. Today he broke good and we let 
everything develop in front of us. I always seem to have horse 
late when I ride him. 

“I loved seeing that early speed duel. We were in a great 
spot. I took him a little wide in the turn and that probably 
didn’t help him but he pulled me to the win.” 

With Oak Bluffs wide coming out of the turn, he still had 
to run down Jersey Joe B, who would tire late, and Pnutbutter 


Special, who got the jump on Lopez’ horse coming out of the 
turn into the stretch. 

But Oak Bluffs outfinished Pnutbutter Special and then 
held off the late-running Like What I See. 

Time for the 5 furlongs over a firm turf course was :57.59. 

“I was really excited for him this race. He’s a lot like Page 
McKenney. They both like to win,” Eppler said. “Knowing him 
and seeing that early speed duel today I thought he would get 
there. At the three-eighths pole I thought he was in a really 
good spot. Then he showed us how much he likes to win 
again.” 

Oak Bluffs was claimed away from Eppler March 17 
at Gulfstream Park for $25,000 by Jorge Navarro, before 
Eppler got the horse back for $20,000 on June 8 off a win at 
Monmouth Park. 

With the $45,000 winner’s share, Oak Bluffs has now earned 
$687,456 from 53 starts in his career.

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LEGENDARY HORSEMAN AND BASKFTDAIi STANDOUT 
JAMES E. MORGAN PASSES AWAY AT 85 


Jim Morgan at River Downs. 


T horoughbred trainer James E. 
(Jim) Morgan may be the greatest 
trainer you may have never heard 
of, with one of the most interesting sports 
backgrounds. A native of the coal mine 
region of Eastern Kentucky, the first 
horse race he ever witnessed was when 
Dark Star upset the great Native Dancer 
in the Kentucky Derby when working 
part-time as a Andy Frain usher. While 
born in the bluegrass he made a reputa¬ 
tion on the hardwood basketball floors of 
Dayton, Ohio, where the 6-foot-l-all- 
city guard he led Stivers High School to 
be ranked #1 in the state in the early 50’s. 

He chose the University of Louisville 
over the University of Dayton and went 
on to become a standout player. Morgan 
played on some very good Louisville 
teams, including the 1956 National Invi¬ 
tation Tournament championship over 
the University of Dayton. During his ca¬ 
reer there he became the team captain 
and amassed 1,105 points. He was induct¬ 
ed into their Hall of Fame and his num¬ 
ber retired. The Syracuse Nationals of the 
NBA (eventually the Philadelphia ‘76ers) 
made him their #1 draft pick, but he 
elected to return to Dayton to teach and 
coach high school basketball at Stebbins 
High School, as the salaries (believe it or 
not) were comparable. “Guess I was born 
a few years early,” Morgan laughed while 
discussing the subject. “It was just a few 
years after that NBA salaries started to 
skyrocket.” 

After nine years, Morgan switched to 
coaching equine athletes and became one 
of the Midwest’s preeminent Thorough¬ 
bred trainers winning over 300 stakes. 
Based primarily in Kentucky and Ohio, 
he trained Costly Dream, who defeated 
champion Susan’s Girl in the Berio Hand¬ 
icap at Aqueduct; Bold Rendezvous, win¬ 


ner of Belmont’s Imperatice Stakes and 
third in the Kentucky Oaks; and his 
standout Ohio-bred Brent’s Prince, who 
captured Arlington Park’s Round Table 
and the Ohio Derby at Thistledown. 
Morgan trainees won multiple runnings 
of the La Troienne, Golden Rod and 
Kentucky Cardinal Stakes at Churchill 
Downs and the Lafayette Handicap at 
Keeneland. 

In Ohio he dominated the stakes ranks 
by developing six Horse of the Year 


champions. Brent’s Prince, who he trained 
for Dr.T.F. Classen of Chagrin Falls, Ohio, 
not only won the Ohio Derby, but went 
on to be the leading sire in the state eight 
times. In the later stages of his career, 
Morgan went on to become the President 
of the Ohio Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association and served the role 
as a trustee in the Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men’s Health Fund since 1998.

The quality of the stallion ranks in the 
Buckeye State continues to grow and reproduc¬ 
tion specialist Robert J. Maro D. V.M. and his 
partner Gigi Chiandussi are bringing a graded 
stakes-winning track record-setter to the state. 
Itsmy lucky day earned more than $1.7 million 
at the track and will stand at Maro Veterinary 
Services in Lowellville for an introductory fee 
of $2, OOO. Eric Mitchell wrote the following 
story that appeared in The Blood-Horse. 

The stallion is a part of 
equestrian Gigi Chiandussi's 
growing breeding program.

C lassic-placed Grade 1 winner 
Itsmyluckyday has been sold and 
relocated to Ohio to bolster the 
growing state-bred program there, ac¬ 
cording to the stallion’s new owner, Gigi 
Chiandussi. 

“What the Ohio market needs is, first, 
conformation, and, second, it needs 
speed,” Chiandussi said. “This stallion has 
both. He’s gorgeous, and he set a track re¬ 
cord.” 


Itsmyluckyday is the first stallion ven¬ 
ture for Chiandussi, who was entrenched 
in international dressage competition on 
German Warmbloods prior to attend¬ 
ing her first Thoroughbred auction six 
years ago at the 2013 Ocala Breeders’ 
Sales January Winter Mixed Sale. 

A resident of Youngstown, Ohio, 
Chiandussi has since jumped feet first 
into the commercial Thoroughbred 
breeding business. Over the past six years, 
she has steadily built a 26-head brood¬ 
mare band and had been mulling standing 
a stallion.While visiting Spendthrift Farm 
near Lexington, she learned Itsmylucky¬ 
day was available and said it took her 
about a minute to make an offer. 

“I want to support the Ohio market 
and the Ohio-bred program with a good 
horse,” she said. “The market is getting 
better every day, and there is an opportu¬ 
nity to be a part of that growth curve. I 
want a horse that can race to the top of 
the market.” 

Itsmyluckyday, a 9-year-old son of 
Lawyer Ron out of the stakes-placed Do- 
neraile Court mare Viva La Slew, was a 
top-class performer across three seasons 
of racing and earned more than $1.7 mil-

lion. He was a two-time listed winner at 
2, and at 3 made a bid for the Grade 1 
Kentucky Derby Presented by Yum! 
Brands by winning the 2013 Holy Bull 
Stakes-G3 at Gulfstream Park in a 
track-record 1:41.81 for 8Vi furlongs be¬ 
fore finishing second in the Besilu Stables 
Florida Derby-Gl. He didn’t place in the 
Kentucky Derby but was runner-up in 
the Preakness Stakes-Gl. 

At 4, Itsmyluckyday was at his best. He 
won or placed in six of his eight starts in 
2014, getting victories in the Woodward 
Stakes-Gl, Salvator Mile Stakes-G3 and 
Majestic Light Stakes. He was runner-up 
in the Whitney Stakes-Gl and third in the 
Kelso Handicap-G2. 

Itsmyluckyday has sired 45 winners to 
date. His best runners are multiple stakes 
winner Itsmyluckycharm and stakes- 
placed winners Drinkatthecreek and 
Bebo Lucky Road. 

The stallion will stand for $2,000 next 
year at Dr. Robert Maro’s Maro Veteri¬ 
nary Services, which is off McCartney 
Road east ofYoungstown

W hile the stakes program in the 
state leading up to “The Best 
of Ohio” series is concluded, 
two horses who stand out in their respec¬ 
tive divisions elected to take different paths 
to Mahoning Valley in late October. In the 
2-year-old filly division, Charlie Williams 
owned and trained Moonlit Mission now 
has added experience up her sleeve. On 
Sept. 28 at Thistledown she did four things 
she had never done before: took on male 
rivals; raced against open company; went 
around two turns; and won by more than 2 
lengths. 

“It’s hard to find a two-turn race for 
2-year-olds,” said Williams. “There was one 
at Belterra that didn’t fill, so we entered 
her here.” It was an eventful trip with 
Moonlit Mission shifting out leaving the 
first turn, had a bead on undefeated Ohio- 
bred Wicked Warrior, rallied three wide on 
the far turn, drifted to the five path enter¬ 
ing the stretch, drifted in to the rail when 
Ricardo Mejias corrected her with a right 
handed whip and then drew clear. Wicked 
Warrior was 1414 lengths ahead of Snake 
Bite. 

Williams purchased the chestnut 
daughter of Shackleford out of Moonlit 
River, by Maria’s Mon, for $18,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton yearling sale in October 
2018.“Give the credit to Dennis Stiff, who 
looks at every last one on our list. He 
makes sure the walk is good and the repos¬ 
itory checks out. We set our ceiling at 
$30,000 so now it looks like we got a deal. 
She’s angular, long-framed and her third 
dam won a Breeders’ Cup-plus I love Ma¬ 
ria’s Mon in the pedigree. They have to 
have the genetics and with Maria’s Mon 
she should go the distance.” Bred by Belve¬ 
dere Farm, Moonlit Mission broke her 


maiden against eventual stakes winner 
Edge of Night and then went on to cap¬ 
ture the Kevin Goemmer Tah Dah Stakes 
in her next start. She now sports a record 
of 5-3-0-0 for earnings of $92,050. 

The connections of 2018 Horse of the 
Year Altissimo were not about to lick their 
wounds after suffering the upset of the year 
in Ohio with a second-place finish in the 
Honey Jay. With no sprint stakes left in the 
state for males, trainer Richard Zielinski 
opted for a shot at Grade 3 competition in 
the $250,000 Frank J. De Francis Memori¬ 
al Dash at Laurel Park Sept. 21. 

No one would fault owners Nancy 
Lavrich and Ronald Zielinski for saying 
“We was robbed!” after the 6-furlong af¬ 
fair. Regular rider Christian Pilares put Al¬ 
tissimo into the race’s early running be¬ 
hind pacesetter Old Time Revival. After 
allowing the leader a 4-length lead Pilares 
went after him going three-wide in what 
looked like the winning move. Suddenly, 
Old Time Revival ducked out sharply 
from left-handed urging and impeded the 
rally of Altissimo. Killibegs Captain went 
inside, avoiding incident and held on by 
three-quarters of a length over a re-rallying 
Altissimo. The Grade 3 second-place earn¬ 
ings of $50,000 pushed Altissimo s bankroll 
to $689,388 and makes the 6-year-old 
gelding the horse to beat in “The Best of 
Ohio” Sprint. 

OHIO MIXED SALE GRADUATE 
EDGE OF NIGHT CAPTURES 
$75,000 EMERALD NECKLACE 

She cost only $6,500 at the Ohio 
Mixed Sale as a weanling and now the 
2-year-old Edge of Night, who has never 
finished worse than second, is heading to 


“The Best of Ohio” with $90,000 in earn¬ 
ings from five trips to post.The bay daugh¬ 
ter of Added Edge out of Cargo Jet, by 
Discreet Cat, was bred by Steve DeMaiolo, 
who earned Breeder of the Year honors last 
year. On behalf of Mast Thoroughbreds, 
trainer Robert Gorham put in the final bid 
at the Majestic Farm sale facility. 

In her second start Edge of Night fin¬ 
ished second to Valley of Mo’ara in the 
Miss Ohio Stakes at Thistledown. Her 
third outing saw her just miss to eventual 
stakes winner Moonlit Mission. She grad¬ 
uated from the maiden ranks as the odds- 
on choice at Thistledown Sept. 3. Her fan 
base showed up at the windows for the 
Oct. 5 Emerald Necklace, where accredit- 
ed-breds were dashing 6 furlongs, and 
made her the 4-to-5 favorite. 

She got the job done, but it was a 
nail-biting finish. After gaining a clear lead 
in mid-stretch jockey Christian Pilares had 
to let her know the race wasn’t over and 
urged her to a tight victory in a photo fin¬ 
ish. Rallying from mid-pack were long- 
shots Cristalinda (31-1) and Succotash 
(25-1)-with two necks separating the top 
finishers.The final time was 1:13.88. 

GRADED STAKES WINNER 
HEAVENHASMYNIKKI ROMPS 
IN DIANA 

You may not see her in “The Best of 
Ohio Distaff” but if you witnessed the 
$75,000 Diana Stakes Oct. 5, you may have 
seen Heavenhasmynikki’s final prep for the 
Breeders’ Cup at Santa Anita. In her last 
start back in May, Heavenhasmynikki went 
wire-to-wire in the 614-furlong Grade 3 
Vagrancy at Belmont Park. Hard to tell if 
her presence had an effect, but four trainers 







scratched their horses out of the Diana, 
leaving a field of four in the gate. 

Jose Bracho was chosen to pilot the 
prohibitive favorite and he just let the Bob 
Hess trainee follow the leaders until they 
hit the turn. After gaining the lead and es¬ 


tablishing a clear distance, Bracho hand 
rode the striking chestnut filly to a 534 lead 
over Magna Rose at the wire, with Ali 
Blue back in third. The final time was 
1:11.46. Bred by Langsem Farm Inc., 
Heavenhasmynikki is a daughter of Majes¬ 


tic Warrior out of Floral Park, by Forest 
Wildcat, and was sold at Fasig-Tipton 
Kentucky October sale in 2016 for 
$150,000. Owned by Ron Paolucci Rac¬ 
ing LLC, Heavenhasmynikki has now won 
eight of her 15 starts for $423,730.

T he Keeneland September Yearling 
Sale brought a smile to Peter 
Sheppell and his team, and was 
met with mixed feelings by those connect¬ 
ed with Langsem Farm. It’s been almost 
three years since Ohio Thoroughbred 
owner and breeder Judy Klosterman suc¬ 
cumbed to complications from Parkinson’s 
disease. In passing, Klosterman left behind 
her husband, Ken, three children, and an 
ever-growing family. While initial plans 
were made to continue breeding following 
Klosterman s death in 2016, the family has 
decided to disperse the remaining stock, 
close to 30 horses, across the Keeneland 
September Yearling Sale and Keeneland 
November Breeding Stock Sale. 


A native of Fort Mitchell, Ky., who es¬ 
tablished Langsem in the late 1980s with 
her husband, Klosterman was named 1992 
Ohio Breeder of the Year and 1999 Mid¬ 
west region Breeder of the Year by the 
Thoroughbred Owners and Breeders As¬ 
sociation. She bred and raced individually 
or in partnership two-time Ohio champi¬ 
on Naughty, along with stakes winners 
Crusie, Brushy Fork, Enticed, Heavenliness 
and Conjuress. 

Her foundation mare, Haveaheavenly- 
time, was named the Ohio Broodmare of 
the Year and is present in many of the ped¬ 
igrees of Langsem-bred horses. Kloster¬ 
man also has the distinction of having sold 
the most expensive Ohio-bred in history, 
multiple stakes winner Unbridled Time, 
who was purchased by Bob and Beverly 
Lewis for $1.15 million at the 1999 Keene¬ 
land September sale. 

The Langsem sales topper at Keeneland 
was a chestnut colt from the first crop of 
champion sprinter Runhappy out of Floral 
Park, by Forest Wildcat. He is a half-broth¬ 
er to three stakes winners, most notably 
Grade 3 winner and multiple graded 
stakes-placed runner Heavenhasmynikki. 
He brought a final bid of $230,000 by 
Martin Anthony. 

The Klostermans have decided to keep 
a 2-year-old gelding by Twirling Can¬ 
dy out of Floral Park named Chip Chop, 
who will remain in training and race for 
the family. “That is the one horse that the 
kids will hold on to and finish out his ca¬ 
reer,” said Scott. “The kids do enjoy racing, 
so they’ll hold on to that for a little while.” 


Interestingly. Peter Sheppell’s top seller 
has influence from Langsem Farm. The 
third dam of his Kantharos filly that sold 
for $170,000 to M & A Racing is Enticed, 
a multiple stakes winner trained by Jim 
Morgan and owned by Judy Klosterman, 
and a half sister to Heavenliness ($343,760), 
Unbridled Time ($341,889), Conjuress 
and Hiho Heaven. 

The top Ohio yearling through the sale 
was a chestnut filly by Macho Uno out of 
Camielee by Ohio Horse of the Year Har¬ 
lan’s Holiday. Consigned by Cross Keys 
Sales LLC she brought a final bid of 
$250,000 from Exclusive Equine Invest¬ 
ments.

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History and family key to 
Houghton success

To get everything done himself, Bernie 
Houghton would need several more hours 
added to each day. Luckily for him, Hough¬ 
ton doesn't have to handle his sprawling 
Pennsylvania farm and string of runners at 
Penn National all on his own. 

His family’s Sylmar Farm is a 
300-acre spread housing around 200 
Thoroughbreds at any given time. “My 
parents started it," Houghton explained. 

“My father passed away last year, but my 
mother still runs everything. I do the train¬ 
ing. My wife takes care of the broodmares. 

My brother farms. The whole family helps 
out.” 

The sport has long been in Hough¬ 
ton’s blood; he rode steeplechase races for 
10 years, and was a leading rider in 1985 
before he ultimately quit to start training 
at Delaware Park. Houghton noted he had, 

“a hard time making it,” so when trainer 
Barclay Tagg asked him to come on as an 
assistant, Houghton jumped at the chance. 

“That changed everything,” he said, 
heading to Maryland to help Tagg with a 
string of horses. “I did that for a year, then 
worked in the racing office for 10 years. I was 
a patrol judge. I was horse identification. All 
that kind of stuff.” 

In 2000, Houghton's father was slowing 
down and no longer interested in training the 
young horses on the farm. Houghton made

one last career move, and has been satisfied 
ever since, settling in on the family farm with 
a family of his own. He has 45 head in training 
at Penn National, and drives an hour each way 
at least five days a week to watch the horses 
train with the help of a standout assistant and 
some stellar barn staff. Then it’s back to the

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farm, where there is a training track, two 
exercise machines, and five barns to tend. 

"We leg up horses and break year¬ 
lings,” Houghton said. “We have 38 mares 
on the farm, but they aren't all ours. My 
mother has 15, my wife and I have five. 
The rest are client mares.” 

Houghton has a certain affinity for 
mares, as many of his best racehorses 
have been female. Imply, who is owned 
by Larry Karp’s Barlar LLC, has earned 
$771,228, while Trace of Grace is march¬ 
ing towards a milestone with $481,552 in 
earnings. 

Pennsylvania-bred Imply has won 12 
of 29 starts and is 4-for-5 this year. The 
daughter of E Dubai—Allude, by Orientate, 
is a seven-time stakes winner, including 
two editions of the $100,000 Lyphard 
Stakes and more recently the $100,000 
Mrs. Penny Stakes. She had a four-race 
win streak recently snapped when trying to 
defend her titles in the Plum Pretty Stakes 
at Parx Sept. 21, losing to her stablemate 
Trace of Grace. 

“I don't want to sound biased,” 
Houghton said, “but Trace of Grace is 
my favorite.” He and his wife bred the 
daughter of Petionvile under the banner of 


their WMT Stables, and still own her while 
Houghton himself trains. Trace of Grace 
has won eight of 35 starts with 23 top- 
three efforts, including two wins to date in 
2019. She also won the Plum Pretty back 
in 2016, which was her very first stakes 
score. 

“She's been a great mare for us,” 
Houghton said. “She’s done everything we 
could ask of her.” He admits that Imply, “is 
probably the better of the two fillies,” but 
is fond of them in a way reminiscent of 
having children. Both horses were raised 
on the farm. 

Another favorite is the Maryland-bred 
filly Crabcakes, by Great Notion. She won 
nine of 17 starts, including consecutive 
editions of the Maryland Million Distaff, 
after taking the Maryland Juvenile Filly 
Championship at 2. Crabcakes earned 
$419,532. 

“It does seem like it's all fillies,” 
Houghton admitted, noting that he also 
won three stakes races with Karp’s 
Pennsylvania-bred Jump Start daughter 
Bound, and another stakes with Advert, 
Imply’s half-sister by Lonhro (Aus). There 
have been colts and geldings, too, such 
as the multiple stakes-placed Saco River, 


by Patton, and the graded stakes-placed 
Uptown Boy, by Johannesburg, but 10 of 
his top 13 runners to date have been fillies 
and mares. 

Houghton is closing in on 700 career 
victories as a trainer, and has lifetime 
earnings over $18.6 million. This season 
alone he has 45 wins (through mid-Oc¬ 
tober), which comes two years after a 
banner 2017 where he won 78 races for 
earnings over $2 million. 

But the affable Houghton couldn’t do 
it alone. “I have great assistants and help 
at the track,” he said. “This is a big farm 
to run. And I’ve got my three kids running 
around the place, as well.” 

Breeding and racing in Pennsylvania 
has all but ensured the family’s continued 
success. “Pennsylvania racing has paid 
for this farm,” Houghton said. “I have a 20- 
acre place myself where I just built a barn, 
and horses like Trace of Grace have liter¬ 
ally paid for that. I can’t say anything bad 
about racing here in Pennsylvania. It’s the 
best program going for sure. We wouldn’t 
even consider another state. We're just 
happy with Pennsylvania.”

82nd International Gold Cup Slated For 
October 26th At Great Meadow 

The 82nd running of the International 
Gold Gup, highlight of the fall steeplechase 
season, takes place Saturday October 26th at 
Great Meadow in The Plains.

Racecourse in Warrenton and has been there 
since.

Annual Fall Harness Meet Wraps Up In 
Woodstock With $382,125 Breeder's Event 

The fourth annual harness racing season 
at Shenandoah Downs in Woodstock closed 
October 13th highlighted by the 22nd edition of 
the $382,125 Virginia Breeder’s Championship 
card. A total of eight divisional races were 
contested featuring two and there-year old 
pacers and trotters of both sexes along with a 
trio of $10,000 races for aged horses. Purses for 
the freshman and sophomore standardbred title 
events ranged from $41,400 to $47,975. 

The five week season ran from September 
13 - October 13. Races were held Fridays at 
3:30 PM and Saturdays at 2 PM. Wagering 
was available on track for those ten programs 
and also via simulcast at all seven Virginia 
OTBs — four VA-Horseplay sites and three 
Rosie’s Gaming Emporium Centers. The 
meet attracted a record number of horses and 
established new highs in attendance and handle.

Record Crowds, Purses and Wagers Highlight 

Thoroughbred Racing Revival in Virginia 

Thoroughbred racing’s summer rebirth at 
Colonial Downs proved to be a great success 
as more end of the meet numbers became 
available. The 15 day season, which ran 
from August 8 - September 7, was the first 
thoroughbred meet at the New Kent track since 
2013. 

Statistics offer optimism especially in contrast 
to the 24-day meet results from 2013, which 
included nine additional race dates. 

Over 36,000 people attended racing events 
including highs on opening day, Virginia Derby 
Day and both Virginia-Bred/Sired Stakes Days. 
Colonial Downs’ high-definition broadcast 
reached more than 900 outlets across North 
America including 15 million TVG network 
subscribers. Total amount wagered on the races 
was $17.5 Million (an 18% increase over 2013) 
with 15% of the wagers placed in Virginia and 
85% of the wagers placed outside of the state. 


Equine participants competed for $7.4 
Million in total purse monies (a 55% increase 
over 2013) with a daily average of $492,000. 
87 unique jockeys traveled to Virginia for 
mounts, with trainers coming from 17 different 
states including California, Florida, Louisiana, 
Maryland, Kentucky, New York and Minnesota. 
144 thoroughbred races ran with 1229 starters, 
averaging more than eight horses per race. 
New modern safety and integrity protocols 
contributed to no racing or training fatalities. 

“It has been an exhilarating whirlwind of 
activity but the revival of thoroughbred racing 
in Virginia is now etched in history,” stated Jill 
Byrne, Vice-President of Racing Operations 
for the Colonial Downs Group. “We are already 
starting to make plans for our next meet in 2020. 
We know we have set a very high standard with 
this first meet and we have every intention of 
meeting and exceeding that standard in years 
to come.” 

In conjunction with its Rosie’s Historic 




Horse Racing operations, Colonial Downs has 
already paid over $3.5 Million in taxes to the 
Commonwealth of Virginia and over $2 Million 
in taxes to Virginia localities.

Rosie’s locations are already open 
in Richmond, Vinton and at the track itself in 
New Kent. 

“We have exceeded everyone’s expectations 
and are delivering on our promise to deliver 
good jobs, significant tax revenues and terrific 
entertainment to the Commonwealth of 
Virginia,” said Aaron Gomes, Chief Operating 
Officer of the Colonial Downs Group. “The 
success of our 2019 meet is the culmination 
of so many people working hard and coming 
together to revive horse racing in Virginia. We 
thank the members of the General Assembly, 


the administration of Governor Ralph 
Northam, the horseman and horse lovers, our 
great team and most importantly our amazing 
fans and patrons for making this possible.”

NSA season wraps up with meets 
from Pennsylvania to Georgia

The National Steeplechase Association’s 2019 
season wraps up this month with four race 
meets ranging geographically from eastern 
Pennsylvania all the way south to Georgia. 

The action kicks off at 12:30 p.m. on Saturday, 
Nov. 2, with the 84th annual Montpelier Hunt 
Races in Virginia. 

Montpelier’s races will offer purses totaling 
$145,000. The traditional opening race is the 
Monpelier Foundation Cup, the NSA’s only dirt 
race. Limited to horses bred in Virginia or sired 
by Virginia stallions, the one-mile race offers no 
purse. 

The afternoon’s feature, the $40,000 Noel 
Laing Handicap, will be raced over Montpelier’s 
brush course at 2Vi miles. The meet also will 
offer a $30,000 maiden hurdle, a $25,000 
allowance hurdle for fillies and mares, a $20,000 
ratings handicap for horses ranked at 110 and 
below, and a $15,000 maiden claiming hurdle. 

The action shifts northward the following 
afternoon for the 84th annual Pennsylvania Hunt 
Cup in Unionville. Its namesake feature will be 
worth $40,000 for its classic four-mile distance. 
First post is 1:30 p.m. for a program that also 
includes an allowance timber, a maiden timber, 
and an apprentice jockey training flat race. 

The Steeplechase at Callaway Gardens will 
be held for the 34th time at its Pine Mountain, 
Ga., course on Saturday, Nov. 9. The action gets 
under way at noon. The meet will offer races 
for all steeplechase disciplines: three races over 
hurdles, one over timber fences, and one race on 
the flat. Purses will total $170,000 for its five 
scheduled races. 

Heading the program in the $75,000 Aflac 
Supreme Hurdle for novices, or horses in their 


first seasons of racing over fences. Last year’s 
Aflac Supreme Hurdle was won by DASH 
Stable’s Ice It, who came back in open company 
in March to win the $50,000 Carolina Cup 
ratings handicap. 

A Sport of Kings maiden hurdle will offer a 
$30,000 purse. Also on the Callaway program 
are a $20,000 allowance race over timber, 
a $20,000 maiden claiming hurdle, and an 
allowance flat race with a $25,000 purse. 

The season concludes where it began, in South 
Carolina. The Steeplechase of Charleston at 


Stono Ferry will bring down the curtain with a 
five-race program on Sunday, Nov. 11. 

Under the management of the Randolph Co., 
the Steeplechase of Charleston will step off at 1 
p.m. On the tentative card are a $30,000 ratings 
handicap hurdle for horses at 125 or lower and a 
$30,000 maiden hurdle. 

Three-year-olds, the sport’s newest compet¬ 
itors, will compete over hurdles for a $25,000 
purse. Also on the Charleston program are a 
$20,000 maiden claiming hurdle and a training 
flat race. 
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Diplomat wins as ’chase stars find new careers 
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With trainer Sara Katz in the saddle, Adam Newman s Diplomat jumped a log as part 
of the Thoroughbred Makeover s field hunter competition on Oct. 3. 


Adam Newman’s Diplomat, a Grade 1 
steeplechase winner in 2017, has excelled in 
a new discipline and won the Thoroughbred 
Makeover’s field hunter division on Oct. 5 at 
the Kentucky Horse Park in Lexington. 

He was trained to his championship by Sara 
Katz, who also is a licensed steeplechase 
jockey. 

The Kitten’s Joy gelding, foaled about 20 
miles south of the Horse Park by one-time 
steeplechase owners Ken and Sarah Ramsey, 
was one of approximately 450 Thoroughbreds 
transitioning into new competitive careers at 
the Thoroughbred Makeover. 

Also competing were 2017 Lonesome Glory 
Award winner Mr. Hot Stuff and 2015 Eclipse 
Award winner Dawalan, who did not advance 
to their divisions’ finals. Mr. Hot Stuff was 
entered as a show jumper, and Dawalan as a 
show hunter and dressage competitor. 

Under Katz’s guidance, Diplomat concluded 
the first day of competition on Oct. 3 in the 
lead for the field hunter title and maintained 
his advantage in the title round two days later 
to secure the championship. 

The Thoroughbred Makeover, now in its 
fifth year in its current format, is a creation 
of the Retired Racehorse Project, a nonprofit 
charitable organization that showcases off¬ 
track Thoroughbreds who have found new 
avenues for their talents. 

The Thoroughbred Makeover is sponsored 
by Thoroughbred Charities of America 
and also included educational seminars on 
strategies for helping Thoroughbreds make 
the transition from the track to new endeavors. 

Ten different categories of competition 
were offered, and the horses had to be in 
training for their new disciplines. Rules for 
the competition required that the horses raced 
or had a workout after mid-2017 and began 


preparations for their new careers no earlier 
than last Dec. 1. 

Multiple careers for steeplechase horses are 
by no means a new development. Most were 
on their second careers when racing over 
fences, and an informal NS A survey in 2016 
found that three-quarters of more than 400 
retirees were involved in some other sporting 
activity, led by hunting. 

The remaining 23% were retired to pasture. 
Steeplechase horses train in the country, and 
they often retire on the same farms where they 
were trained. 

Diplomat secured his top-level victory with 
a 17.70-to-l upset of Saratoga Race Course’s

(Gr. 1). He made one further start, a Suffolk 
Downs flat race in July 2018. Claimed by 
Adam Newman and his brother, Richard, from 
a 2015 Saratoga optional claiming hurdle, he 
was trained by Kate Dalton and ridden by her 
husband, Bemie Dalton. 

Mr. Hot Stuff, who won the 2017 Grand 
National (Gr. 1), was prepared by Quinn Scala, 
who rode and cared for him while he was in 
training with Jack Fisher. 

Dawalan, who secured the 2015 Eclipse 
Award for owner Irv Naylor, was trained to his 
title by Cyril Murphy. In his new career, he is 
in the care of Rosie Allen.

Mid-Atlantic builds on 
commitment to strategic 
plan, reforms

S takeholders from seven states in the 
Mid-Atlantic region have taken the 
next steps toward implementation of 
a strategic plan with a primary focus on 
equine health and welfare. 

It’s no small undertaking given multiple 
action items and the need for compliance 
in seven states: Delaware, Maryland, New 
Jersey, New York, Pennsylvania, Virginia 
and West Virginia. But in the usual spirit of 
cooperation shown in the region, racetrack 
operators, horsemen’s representatives and 
regulators agreed Oct. 2 to several reforms 
after endorsing the Mid-Atlantic Strategic 
Plan to Reduce Equine Fatalities earlier 
this year. 

“As a region this must be our number 
one commitment,” said Alan Foreman, 
chairman of the Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men’s Association. “The strategic plan is 
meant to be a blueprint. It has to be a 
working document and we have to be liv¬ 
ing it every day. 

“We need to ask ourselves, Are we 
doing the best we can do for the health and 
welfare of the horse?’ We have to be in a 
position to be able to answer that question. 
We have to be willing to do things that 
historically we have not been able to do.” 

As a follow-up to discussions in March, 
the group of more than 60 stakeholders- 
including representatives of the Maryland 
THA—unanimously agreed to adopt regu¬ 
lations that would prohibit administration 
of a non-steroidal anti-inflammatory drug 
within 48 hours of a race and ban all intra- 
articular joint injections within 14 days of 
a race. The group, which announced a ban 
on the use of bisphosphonates in horses 
under the age of 4 in March, also formally 
adopted a model rule to effectuate the ban. 

The Association of Racing Commis¬ 
sioners International is expected to adopt 
model rules related to NS AID s and joint 
injections later this year. 


“NSAIDs and corticosteroids are thera¬ 
peutic treatments used not just here in the 
U.S., but worldwide, to the benefit of the 
health of the horse,” said Dr. Scott Palmer, 
equine medical director for the New York 
State Gaming Commission. “However, 
sound medical practice dictates that we 
allow our veterinarians and horsemen the 
proper time to evaluate these horses fol¬ 
lowing treatment and before returning 
them to high-speed exercise. 

“Amending our regulations to reflect 
this best practice is a vital step in imple¬ 
menting the strategic plan.” 

The plan includes a racing risk-manage¬ 
ment program with the following parame¬ 
ters: reduction of equine fatalities in racing 
and training is a priority; identifying evi¬ 
dence-based risk factors and acting upon 
them; and the belief that though the risk 
of injury is inherent in racing, high fatality 
rates aren’t inevitable and can be reduced. 

Palmer said there are generic risk fac¬ 
tors, generic track-specific risk factors, 
meet-specific risk factors, and facility- 
specific risk factors. Risk management 
requires research, he said, so the plan is to 
work with the Equine Injury Database on 
development of data specific to the Mid- 
Atlantic region. 

“Everything is on the table,” Palmer 
said. “There are no sacred cows.” 

Regular examination and maintenance 
of racing surfaces is part of the strate¬ 
gic plan. Dr. Mick Peterson, director of 
the University of Kentucky Agricultural 
Equine Programs and executive director 
of the Racing Surfaces Testing Laboratory, 
was on hand to discuss best practices to 
assess surfaces and ensure a consistently 
safe racing environment. 

Peterson said 14 racetracks - Laurel 
Park among them-now use a Maintenance 
Quality System that includes design data, 
regular inspections and maintenance-track¬ 


ing. Testing is done before a meet begins 
and seasonally, and daily measurements are 
taken to gauge moisture, cushion depth 
and firmness. 

“Surface consistency is the key,” Peter¬ 
son said. “Every morning we are actually 
building a safety-critical system. The pro¬ 
cess of documenting everything improves 
the outcomes. But we are badly in need of 
better tools and automation. The goal is to 
close any gaps.” 

The participating jurisdictions complet¬ 
ed a 27-point Gap Analysis of the strategic 
plan’s requirements prior to the meeting 
and their efforts to fully implement the 
plan were reviewed. The analysis covers 
claiming and medication regulations, track 
maintenance, trainer and veterinarian edu¬ 
cation, the collection and review of equine 
and rider injury data, and risk management. 

“The results of the Gap Analysis will 
be used to prioritize our goals,” Foreman, 
said. “We will work to develop best prac¬ 
tices for every element of the strategic 
plan. We will refine our goals as we go 
through the process and we will also pro¬ 
vide updates on our progress. 

“The unanimous adoption of the medi¬ 
cation rules at the meeting demonstrates 
a united commitment to the health and 
welfare of the horse, and is just one of 
many steps that will be taken to achieve 
our goals.” 

The Mid-Atlantic Strategic Plan to 
Reduce Equine Fatalities stemmed in part 
from the 2012 New York Task Force 
Report on Race Horse Health and Safety. 
The plans goals are establishment of 
regional safety best practices, improved 
methods to identify horses at increased risk 
of injury, the implementation of protective 
factors to reduce the risk of injury, infor¬ 
mation sharing and communication, and 
improvement of the general health and 
welfare of the horse. W

In Memoriam 
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Steeplechase horseman, MD Hunt Cup 
winner Louis “Paddy” Neilson III, dies at 77 


S teeplechase horseman Louis 

“Paddy” Neilson III died Sept. 5 
at age 77. He was the husband of 
Toinette P hilli ps Neilson, with whom he 
shared 31 years of marriage. 

Born in Glen Cove, N.Y., in 1942, 
Neilson was the son of the late Louis 
Neilson Jr. and Katherine Pell Neilson. 
A graduate of Gilman School, Princeton 


University and the Wharton Business 
School, Neilson was a man of many 
talents and interests. Known best for his 
prowess in the horse world, he began 
riding at age 6, rode his first race at 14 
and won Maryland’s Grand National at 
15. That was just the beginning. 

He was a corporate bond broker for 
Alex. Brown & Sons in Philadelphia for 


years while foxhunting, galloping race¬ 
horses and riding races on the side. He 
retired from racing for nine years, was 
drawn back in for one ride, but stayed 
in after the stock market crash in 1987. 
He left his desk to devote himself to 
training horses full time at his Rockaway 
Farm in Chatham, Pa., with Toinette. He 
was renowned for winning races across 
parts of five decades-the 1950s, ’60s, 
’70s, ’80s and ’90s. He won the Maryland 
Hunt Cup three times, with Haffaday 
in 1968, Burnmac in 1974 and Uncle 
Merlin in 1989. His record of 21 Hunt 
Cup rides was topped by Billy Meister 
in 2014, but is still second. For 10 years, 
Neilson was the leading amateur steeple¬ 
chase jockey in North America. 

A passionate foxhunter, Neilson 
hunted with Mr. Stewart’s Cheshire 
Foxhounds since childhood and devot¬ 
edly served as full-time honorary whip¬ 
per-in for the last 13 years, jumping his 
last fence in the line of duty just a couple 
of weeks before his death. He served 
as Master of Foxhounds, alongside his 
daughter Sanna, and chaired Cheshire’s 
most successful point-to-point races in 
2019. He also chaired the Pennsylvania 
Hunt Cup Races for 17 years, and later 
the Plumsted Races for 11. Over the 
course of those 11 years the Plumsted 
Races benefited the nearby Chatham 
Acres senior citizens home, giving a 
huge boost to its program. Additionally, 
he was a founding board member of the 
American Steeplechase Injured Jockeys’ 
Fund and on the original committee that 
began the Winterthur Point-to-Point. 

Neilson was a member of the First 
City Troop in Philadelphia, a division 
of the National Guard and has been 
actively involved with London Grove 
Township as chairman of the Open 
Space Committee and the Parks and 
Recreation Committee. 

In addition to his wife, survivors 
include his daughters Kathy, Sanna, Liza, 
Daphne and Emily, brother Cook Neilson 
and sisters Madeline Rockwell and Carol 
Neilson, and 11 grandchildren. In lieu of 
flowers, memorial contributions may be 
made to: Fair Hill Foundation (P.O. Box 
1324 Elkton, Md.

Retired trainer Vinnie Blengs, the 
renowned New England horseman who 
stabled in Maryland during the 1990s, 
passed away Oct. 5 in South Florida at 
age 90. 

According to Equibase statistics, 
Blengs, known as the 'King of Suffolk 
Downs’ during his heyday, won 1,981 races 
and more than $24 million in purses. He 
sent out his last starter, Arch Thirteen, to 
be third in a maiden claiming race May 9, 
2010, at the former Calder Race Course. 

A native of Revere, Mass., Blengs made 
his mark in Maryland winning the 1992 
Selima-G3 with Booly, 1994 Federico 
Tesio-G3 with Silver Profile, and 1996 All 
Along-G2 with Another Legend. In 1995, 
Blengs captured the $200,000 Maryland 
Million Classic with Brilliant Patriot, a 
horse he claimed for $25,000 just months 
earlier from King Leatherbury. 

In addition to his training success, 
Blengs is credited with helping launch 
the career of jockey Edgar Prado, when 
the future Hall of Famer came to New 
England. Prado would rise to national 
prominence after moving his tack to 
Maryland in the 1990s. 

Blengs won Grade 1 races with Back 
Bay Barrister in the 1984 Peter Pan and 
Dr. Root in the 1991 Sword Dancer, both 
at Belmont Park. 

JAMES COURTNEY 

James M. Courtney Jr., a breeder and 
owner of multiple stakes winners in 
Maryland and Pennsylvania over the past 
20 years, died Aug. 31 at age 88. 

A New Jersey native who spent a career 
as a chemical engineer, Courtney moved 
his family to Maryland in the late 1970s 
and started his own company, Courtney 
Industries Inc., a specialty chemical manu¬ 
facturer and distributor which eventually 
moved to Baltimore. He purchased his first 
Thoroughbred in 1989 and had runners 
with trainer Jeff Runco. Two years after 
his retirement in 1994, Courtney bought 
his first broodmare, a winning daughter | 
of Deputed Testamony named Neolithic, | 
from trainer King T. Leatherbury upon I 
the recommendation of Runco. Courtney 
recalled the challenges of his new breeding 
venture with Linda Dougherty in a 2013 
interview in Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred: “It 
took me a while to get a foal from her. The 
first year I bred her she didn’t catch, and 
the second year she had twins. The third 
year she had a filly, which I named 'Finally 
Here.’” A winner of two of her first 


three starts, Finally Here was sold privately 
by Courtney. The filly won five straight, 
including Woodbine’s Duchess Stakes-G3, 
and was named Maryland-bred champion 
3-year-old filly of 2003. 

Finally Here’s full-sister Snunner (both 
daughters of Yarrow Brae) added to the 
family’s success. Herself a winner of 
$116,306, Snunner produced stakes win¬ 
ners Spring Dance ($199,841) and Power 
of Snunner ($638,685), both trained by Tim 
Kreiser, as her first two foals for Courtney, 
as well as $249,246-earner Powerful Sun. 
Retired in 2018 at age 8, Power of Snunner 
won four stakes and placed in nine oth¬ 
ers, two graded. Another Yarrow Brae 
filly out of Neolithic, Winning Grace, 
didn’t win for Courtney and was sold as a 
broodmare prospect. Her first of two foals 
is $1,905,940-earner and multiple graded 
stakes winner Page McKenney. 

For years Courtney boarded his horses 
at the St. Omer’s Farm in Forest Hill, Md., 
and foaled his mares at WynOaks Farm in 
Delta, Pa. Predeceased by his wife Jane in 
2011, Courtney is survived by a large fam¬ 
ily as well as his dear friend and compan¬ 
ion, horsewoman Jean Walter, of White 
Hall, Md. 


CATHERINE FRENCH 



Longtime steeplechase photographer 
and enthusiast Catherine French died Sept. 
19 after a short battle with cancer. She was 
70. Catherine Belk French was born in 
Charlotte, N.C. In addition to her photog¬ 
raphy skills —she traveled to most (if not 
all) meets on the circuit and created custom 
winner’s composite photos for owners, 


trainers and jockeys for decades-she was 
a gourmet cook, avid tennis player, art¬ 
ist, gardener, choir member and more. A 
resident of Camden, S.C., she was past 
president of the Camden Garden Club 
and from 2014-18 she was the creative 
director and fund raiser at the National 
Steeplechase Museum in Camden. 

NANCY TERHUNE 

South Carolina horsewoman Nancy 
Lynn Terhune died Aug. 28 after a long ill¬ 
ness. The Camden resident was 60. 

Born in Florida, Terhune showed 
ponies as a child and chose training race¬ 
horses as her career path. She took out her 
trainer’s license in 1983 and saddled her 
first winner, her own Robbie’s Landing, 
that fall. She eventually moved to Camden 
and in 1998 became a partner with Sandy 
DuBose of DuBose’s breaking and train¬ 
ing facility, a 5 5-acre farm with a training 
track. Terhune later developed the Nancy 
Terhune Training Stables. 

Breeding on a modest scale, Terhune 
found a top-notch broodmare when 
she purchased the Holy Bull mare 
Holy Princess at the 2004 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic December sale for $23,000. The 
Lion Hearted foal the mare was carrying 
was Silver Heart, a West Virginia-bred 
champion co-bred with Ernest Frohboese 
who earned $596,824 and won the 2011 
$250,000 West Virginia Jefferson Security 
Bank “Cavada” Breeders Classic among 
others. Silver Heart’s full sister Aspenglow 
was born a year later, and won the 2010 
West Virginia Jefferson Security Bank 
“Cavada” Breeders Classic at 4 while on 
her way to earning $465,698. The City Zip 
filly Silver Cub came next, and she also 
became a stakes winner. 

Aspenglow joined Terhune’s brood¬ 
mare band, and produced as her sec¬ 
ond foal multiple stakes winner and 
$415,660-earner Shimmering Aspen. Silver 
Cub produced two foals for Terhune and 
Frohboese before being sold in foal to The 
Factor in November 2013. The result of 
the mating was Grade 1-winning juvenile 
filly Noted and Quoted. 

Another accomplished Terhune brood¬ 
mare was Bright Shining, dam of Terhune’s 
stakes winners Jolie Ange and Bravura. 

Terhune’s survivors include her mother 
and stepfather, Janice G. and William H. 
Johnson of Benson, N.C.; and her sister 
Susan Terhune Runco of Ranson, WVa., 
wife of leading Charles Town trainer Jeff 
Runco. Memorial contributions may be 
made to the South Carolina Thoroughbred 
Owners and Breeders Association. 
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Looking Back 


25years ago 

I The ninth annual Maryland Million 
Day was highlighted by racing’s latest 
storybook horse, Taking Risks, who 
captured the $150,000 Classic in track 
record time of l:54 3 /s for l 3 /i6 miles, and 
became Two Punch’s first Maryland 
Million winner. 

Thanks to his winning homebred 
Warning Glance, Stuart S. Janney III 
entered a four-way tie with Hal C.B. 
Clagett, Anderson Fowler and Glade 
Valley Farms as leading Maryland Million 
breeder; J. William Boniface took the lead 
in trainer standings; and Caveat moved to 
the top of the sire rankings. 

I Following an injunction and three 
weeks of negotiations surrounding Two 
Punch’s proposed move to Kentucky, it 
was declared the Mid-Atlantic’s leading 
sire would stay in Maryland at Northview 
Stallion Station when owners Eleanor 
Ross and Charles Taylor agreed to sell 
him to Richard Golden, co-owner of 
Northview, and his partners. Golden fully 



syndicated the horse in one day, selling 30 
shares for $1.8 million. 

I Maryland was the only Mid-Atlantic 
state to make the top 10 list according 
to The Jockey Club’s 1992-93 breeding 
statistics for stallions, ranking sixth in 
live-foal production (1,630) and seventh 
in breeding activity (2,479 mares bred). 


The nation’s registered foal crop declined 
by about 6 percent in 1993. Some 6,858 
stallions covered 65,759 mares in 1992, 
resulting in 40,452 foals in 1993. 

I West Virginia-bred Soul of the 
Matter won by a neck over Maryland- 
bred Concern in the Super Derby-Gl at 
Louisiana Downs, showcasing the strength 
of the Mid-Atlantic region in Grade 1 
competition in just a little over a month. 
Adding Grade 1 scores were Virginia-bred 
Paradise Creek in the Arlington Million; 
Colonial Affair, also hailing from Virginia, 
who became the Mid-Atlantic’s newest 
millionaire with his victory in Saratoga’s 
Whitney Handicap; Maryland-bred Taking 
Risks in the Phillip H. Iselin Handicap at 
Monmouth; and Virginia-bred Prenup in 
Belmont’s Jerome Handicap. 

I The Virginia Racing Commission 
awarded a track operator’s license to 
Arnold Stansley for the state’s first 
race track. The proposed $40 million 
facility, Colonial Downs, would be along 
1-64 in New Kent County, southeast 
of Richmond, on 345 acres of land 
owned by the Chesapeake Corporation. 

A Maryland/Virginia racing circuit was 
chartered for the summer of 1996, with 
Laurel and Pimlico agreeing not to race 
during Stansley’s 102-day Thoroughbred 
meet. 


50years ago 

I Since taking over the 256-acre 
Worthington Farms that fall, J.WY. 
“Duck” and Glennie Martin were 
making it known they were interested 
in breaking and boarding horses on 
the estate perhaps best known as the 
site of the Maryland Hunt Cup. A 
five-way partnership purchased the 
farm—Glennie’s parents Mr. and Mrs. 

J. Louis Reynolds, Duck’s mother Mrs. 
Gary Black, plus Duck and Glennie, 
who would live there and supervise 
it. Three stallions would stand there 
the next season-Ambernash, owned 
by Glennie’s uncle Richard Reynolds, 

Pied d’Or and Yes You Will. The Martins 
didn’t own any racehorses. 

I The Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association held its third annual Farm 
Tour, with a dozen farms opening their 
gates and charging $1 admission to 
adults and 50 cents for children. The 
$2,500 in receipts were donated to the 
broodmare pregnancy test experiment

under development at the Johns Hopkins 
University’s School of Medicine. Among 
the farms participating were Windfields, 
Sagamore, Woodstock, Merryland, 
Country Life and Larking Hill. 

I Two sons of *Rasper II were to 
stand the next season in Maryland in 
Chesapeake City. Windfields Farm 
and Woodstock Farm purchased and 
syndicated Rambunctious, sire of the top- 


class 2-year-old Rollicking, who would 
join Northern Dancer, Impressive, Royal 
Orbit and others at Windfields. 

Rock Talk, a four-time stakes winner 
who won 14 times in his 29-start career, 
was retired to stand at Ballinderry Farm. 
The 5-year-old was bred by Mrs. Joseph J. 
Walker and foaled at the former Maryland 
Stallion Station, now home to Windfields. 

I The Thoroughbred Club of America 
bestowed its highest honor upon 
Humphrey S. Finney, former Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association field secretary 
and founder of The Maryland Horse. The 
annual award, first presented in 1932, 
had a who’s who of industry giants as 
recipients, including Joseph E. Widener, 
William Woodward Sr., Warren Wright 
Sr., Alfred G. Vanderbilt, E.P. Taylor and 
Leslie Combs II. 

I Edward A. Christmas, one of the great 
names among American trainers, died at 
the age of 65. The Maryland native had 
retired four years earlier after suffering 
a stroke. His best runner was William 
Brann’s Gallorette, one of the greatest 
race mares in history. 
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75years ago 

I New Jersey breeder WH. Laboyteaux 
encouraged longtime friends, Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Williams, to take a few horses 
to their Stadacona Farm in Maryland’s 
Worthington Valley after the couple had 
sold out their Thoroughbred stock when 
Williams left home three years earlier for 
the war effort. Mrs. Williams acquiesced, 
and would stand a couple of Laboyteaux 
stallions, led by *Piping Rock, in 1945. In 
addition, 10 mares were to accompany the 
stallions to Maryland, including the high- 
class Imperatrice, a daughter of Caruso 
(who produced her first foal that year and 
was in foal to Whirlaway). 

I Atrocious weather, which resulted 
in off tracks on 24 of the first 44 days 
of the 50-day joint fall meet at Laurel 


10years ago 

I David and Jo Ann Hayden’s Dark 
Hollow Farm was in the spotlight and 
covered was the couple’s rise from humble 
beginnings to top breeders producing 
valuable, first-class sales horses year after 
year. The couple’s current yearling crop 
made headlines before the sales by taking 
grand and reserve champion at the 75th 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association 
Yearling Show. The grand champion 
(who, like the reserve was an offspring 
of Malibu Moon) sold for $400,000 at 
Keeneland’s September yearling sale. 

I Donald Campbell’s 8-year-old Delaware 
River, trained by Campbell’s son Bill, 
captured the $125,000 Smarty Jones 
Classic Stakes for the third consecutive 
year on Pennsylvania’s Day at the Races at 
Philadelphia Park. Bred by Bill and Denise 
Dommel’s Land of Believe Farm, the son 
of Quiet American boosted his lifetime 
record to 16 victories from 65 starts and 
$630,612. 

I Four Grade 1 winners traveled to Erie 
for the third running of the $400,000 
Presque Isle Downs Masters, now a 
Grade 3 in its first year of eligibility, and 
9-10 favorite Informed Decision rolled 
home a 2 V 2 -length winner, finishing the 
6/4-furlong test over Tapeta in 1:15.10, 
just shy of the track record. It was the 
fourth stakes win of the year from five 
starts for the Augustin Stable filly trained 
by Jonathan Sheppard, and with the win 
she became a millionaire. 

Informed Decision was the first winner of the 
Masters to capture the Breeders’ Cup Filly and

didn’t dampen the enthusiasm for racing 
fans. Having never averaged more than 
$400,000 per day in wagering, Laurel saw 
an increase to around $700,000. 

Top-class winners during the meet 
included E.R. Bradley’s Busher in the 
Selima and Calumet Farm’s Twilight Tear 
in the Queen Isabella. Petee Dee won 
the Maryland Futurity for state-breds 


by a nose over Willi am L. Brann’s filly 
Gallorette. 

I The Kent Miller-owned and -trained 
Maryland-bred Elkridge returned to his 
best form, winning four straight, including 
the Broad Hollow, Shillelah and Saratoga 
Steeplechase handicaps. 



Elkridge won four straight steeplechase races, 
three stakes, during his 6-year-old season in 1944.

Mare Sprint-GI, which she did in 2009, and 
was followed by Musical Romance in 2011 and 
Groupie Doll in 2012 and 2013. 

I Richard’s Kid pulled off an upset in 
the $1 million Pacific Classic-Gl at Del 
Mar, paying $50.80 for his first graded 
stakes win. Bred by Robert Meyerhoff’s 
Fitzhugh, the Maryland-bred was making 
his third start for new connections after 
being sold privately that May. The 4-year- 
old son of Lemon Drop Kid, winner of 
the John B. Campbell Handicap for his 
breeder that year, added $600,000 to his 
bankroll to propel his lifetime earnings to 
$759,370 in 19 starts. 

With the lucrative win, on top of a 
stakes score by Encaustic at Mountaineer 
and two other winners from six start¬ 
ers, Meyerhoff led all North American 
breeders by earnings the first week of 
September. 

I Construction was underway for the 
National Sporting Library’s National 
Sporting Art Museum in Middleburg, Va., 
with the grand opening of its inaugural 
exhibit set for 2011. Located next door to 
the library in the historic Vine Hill 
mansion, its 11 galleries would feature 


exhibitions of the best of 
American and European 
sporting art. 

I The Retired Racehorse 
Training Symposium, the 
first of its kind, was held 
Oct. 4 at the Maryland 
Therapeutic Riding Center 
in Crownsville, Md. With 
a sold-out crowd of nearly 
350 people from 10 states, the symposium 
showcased local rescue/retraining groups 
with ex-racehorses available for adoption, 
riders working with horses in their first 
year off the track, and horses whose 
post-racing careers changed the lives of 
their owners. Steuart Pittman, president 
of the Maryland Horse Council, came 
up with the idea and said, “Requests for 
similar events have come in from all over 
America, and we are already working on 
expanding the format.” 

I Little Joe Verrone, quite possibly the 
longest-active jockey’s agent in the 
country, declared his retirement at 86 
years old, after spending 60 years as an 
agent. “I’ve been in the game all of my 
life,” he said, his voice slightly cracking, 
“and I have enjoyed every minute of it. 
But I’m going to give you a scoop. I’m 
going into retirement now; I’m going 
away from all of this.” During his career, 
Verrone carried the books of such riders 
as Paul Kallai, Nick Santagata, Danny 
Nied and Mike Smith. The Meadowlands 
that fall was his final meet. 

Verrone passed away Feb. 27, 2017 at the 
age of 93.
